Passed Wednesday 
April 3, by a counted vote of 174 in favor and 3 against, the neces- 
sary 2/3 prevailed, a quorum being present.

DEFINITIONS 
Alarm Device - Any Device which when activated by a criminal act (a) 
transmits a signal to the Police Facility (b) transmits a signal to a 
person or company who relays information to the Police Facility, (c) 
produces an audible or visible signal to which the police are expected 
to respond. 
Alarm User - Any person who is the owner, or person in charge of 
premises where an alarm system is maintained within the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 
False Burglar Alarm - The activation of an alarm through negligence of 
an alarm user, or employee, improper installation, mechanical failure, 
malfunction, or any other cause which results in the police respond- 
ing, where it is determined after investigation by the Police 
Department that no criminal activity or attempted criminal activity 
has occurred. 

Alarm User Responsibility 

a. Every alarm user shall submit to the Chief of Police their 
name, address, telephone number, and at least one (1) other person who 
is authorized to respond to an emergency signal transmitted by an 
alarm system, and who can open the premises in which the alarm system 
is located. 

b. All alarm users must notify the Police Department, in advance, 
of any testing of equipment. Failure to notify the Police Department 
in advance of a testing of equipment shall constitute a false alarm, 
and be subject to the assessment schedule contained herein. 

c. All alarm systems which use an audible bell, horn, or _ siren 
shall be equipped with an automatic shut-off device, which will deac- 
tivate the alarm system within twenty-five (25) minutes. All alarm 
users with an audible bell, horn, or siren must comply with this sec- 
tion within ninety (90) days of the effective date of this bylaw. 

Penalty 
Failure to comply with paragraph a, b, or c, above, shall be 
punishable by a fine of not more than $25. 
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False Alarms 
After the Police Department has recorded three (3) separate false 
alarms from an alarm user within a calendar year, the Police Chief or 
his designee shall notify the alarm user, in writing, of such facts, 
including the dates and times of each alleged false alarm. For the 
fourth alarm a $25. fine shall be assessed, and a $50. fine for each 
subsequent false alarm within said calendar year. 


Limitation of Liability 
Neither the Town of Falmouth nor any of its officers shall be under 
any obligation or duty to an alarm user, or to any other person her- 
eunder, by reason of this Bylaw. The Town of Falmouth specifically 
disclaims liability for any damages which may be caused by failure to 
respond to an alarm. 

Administrative Rules 
The Chief of Police may promulgate such rules as may be necessary for 
the implementation of this Bylaw. 

Exceptions 

The provisions of this Bylaw shall not apply to alarm devices owned or 
controlled by the Town of Falmouth nor to alarm devices installed ina 
motor vehicle, or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Chief of Police.

Alarm User - The owner or, if not owner occupied, the tenant of any 
premises where an alarm device is maintained within the Town of Fal- 
mouth. ; 
False Burglar Alarm - The activation of an alarm through negligence of 
an alarm user or employee, improper installation, mechanical failure, 
malfunction, or any other cause which results in the police  respond- 
ing, where it is determined after investigation by the Police 
Department that no criminal activity or attempted criminal activity 
has occurred. 


Alarm User Responsibility 


a. All alarm users shall submit to the Police Department their 
name, address and telephone number and the name, address and telephone 
number of at least one other person who is authorized to respond to an 
emergency signal transmitted by an alarm device or system and who can 
open the premises in which the alarm device is located. 

b. All alarm systems which use an audible bell, horn or _ siren 
shall be equipped with an automatic shut-off device, which will deac- 
tivate the alarm system within twenty-five (25) minutes. All alarm 
users with an audible bell, horn or siren must comply with this sec- 
tion within ninety (90) days of the effective date of this Bylaw. 


c. All alarm users shall notify, in advance, the alarm company or 
person providing the alarm service or, in the case of an alarm device 
or system directly connected to the Police Department, in the Police 
Department, of any testing of the equipment. Failure to do so result- 
ing in Police response shall constitute a false alarm. 

Penalty 
Failure to comply with paragraphs a. and b. above shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than $25. 
False Alarms 
After the Police Department has recorded three (3) separate false 
alarms from an alarm user within a calendar year, the Police Chief or 
his designee shall notify the alarm user, in writing, of such facts, 
including the dates and times of each alleged false alarm. For the 
fourth false alarm a $25. fine shall be assessed, and a $50. fine for 
each subsequent false alarm within said calendar year. 
Limitation of Liability 
Neither the Town of Falmouth nor any of its officers shall be under 
any obligation or duty to an alarm user, or to any other person her- 
eunder, by reason of this Bylaw. The Town of Falmouth specifically 
disclaims liability for any damages which may be caused by failure to 
respond to an alarm. 
Administrative Rules 
The Chief of Police may promulgate such rules as may be necessary for 
the implementation of this Bylaw. 


Exceptions 


The provisions of this Bylaw shall not apply to alarm devices owned or 
controlled by the Town of Falmouth nor to alarm devices installed in a 
motor vehicle, watercraft or aircraft, or do or take any other action 
in this matter.

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ART: 54 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to performance guarantees for certain special permit 
uses. 

CREATE new Sec. 7355. Performance Guarantee and Sec. 7356. Release of 
Guarantee as follows: 

7355. PERFORMANCE GUARANTEE. As a condition of the granting of 
special permits for any uses requiring twenty (20) or more parking 
spaces as determined by Sec. 5240 of the Zoning Bylaws, the Special 
Permit Granting Authority shall require that construction and site 
alteration permitted and specified by said special permit be secured 
by one, or in part by one and in part by the other, of the following 
methods, which method may be selected and from time to time varied by 
the applicant upon receiving written approval from the Special Permit 
Granting Authority: 

a) By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities 
sufficient in the opinion of the Special Permit Granting Authority to 
secure performance of the construction of buildings, parking area and 
appurtenances thereto required for completion of the project as noted 
in the Special Permit and shown on any accompanying plans. The Special 
Permit Granting Authority shall require that said construction shall 
be completed within a specified period of time; 

b) By a Covenant executed and duly recorded by the owner of 
record, running with the land, whereby said construction shall be com- 
pleted before such buildings or appurtenances thereto may be eligible 
for an occupancy permit as required by Sec. 7150 of the Falmouth 
Zoning Bylaw. 

7356. RELEASE OF GUARANTEE. Performance bonds, deposits or coven- 
ants may be released in whole or from time to time, in part, when the 
work has been satisfactorily completed in the opinion of the Special 
Permit Granting Authority and the Town Clerk. The Special Permit 
Granting Authority shall then release the interest of the Town in such 
bond and return the bond or the deposit to the person who furnished 
the same or release the covenant by appropriate instrument duly ack- 
nowledged which shall be recorded at the Barnstable County Registry of 
Deeds. 

Request for all releases shall be by certified, return receipt 
letter to the Special Permit Granting Authority and the Town Clerk and 
shall outline that portion of the work to be released and _ shall be 
accompanied by an engineer's or surveyor's certification that the work 
has been done in accordance with the requirements of the granted Spe- 
cial Permit. 

If the Special Permit Granting Authority determines that said 
construction or site alteration has not been completed, it shall spec- 
ify in a notice sent by registered mail to the applicant and to the 
Town Clerk, the details wherein said construction or site alteration 
fails to comply with the Special Permit and upon failure so to do 
within forty-five (45) days after the receipt by said Town Clerk of 
said request by-the applicant, all obligations under the bond shall 
cease and terminate by operation of law, any deposit shall be returned 
and any such covenant shall become void. 
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In the event that said forty-five (45) day period expires without such 
such specification, or without the release and return of the bond or 
return of the deposit or release of the covenant as aforesaid, the 
said Town Clerk shall issue a certificate to such effect, duly ack- 
nowledged, which may be recorded, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official »eport of its recommend- 
ation to the meeting and said report was read by the members 
assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 54 for the 
following reason. 

This article is designed to insive that the development of large 
special permit projects be secured by a performance guarantee similar 
to those required for road construction within new subdivisions.

Passed on Monday April 1, by a unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present.

7240 VARIANCES. 

7241. PURPOSE.The purpose of this section is to empower the Board 
of Appeals after public hearing notice has been given by publication 
and posting and by mailing to all parties in interest, in conformance 
with the requirements of M.G.L., Ch. 40A, to grant upon appeal or upon 
petition with respect to particular land or structures, a variance 
from the term of the applicable zoning, but only in cases where the 
Board of Appeals specifically finds that said petition for a_ variance 
conforms to all the requirements and standards of Sec. 7242. 

7242. STANDARDS FOR VARIATIONS. No variance in the strict applic- 
ation of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be granted by the Board of 
Appeals unless it finds that the following requirements and standards 
are satisfied. In general, the power to authorize a variance from the 
terms of this Bylaw shall be sparingly exercised. It is the intent of 
this Bylaw that the variance be used only to overcome some exceptional 
physical condition of a parcel of land located within the zoning dis- 
trict which poses practical difficulty to its development and prevents 
its owner from using the property as intended by the Zoning Bylaw. Any 
variation granted shall be the minimum adjustment necessary for the 
reasonable use of the land. 
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The applicant must prove that the variance will not be contrary 
to the public interest and that practical difficulty and unnecessary 
hardship will result if it is not granted. In particular the applicant 
shall establish and substantiate that the appeal for the variance con- 
forms to the requirements and standards listed below: 

a) the granting of the variance shall be in harmony with the 
general purpose and intent of the regulations imposed by this Bylaw on 
the district in which it is located and shall not be injurious to the 
neighborhood or otherwise detrimental to the public welfare; 

b) the granting of the variance will not permit the establishment 
of any use which is not permitted in the district; 

c) there must be proof of unique circumstances. There must exist 
special circumstances or conditions, fully described in the findings, 
applicable to the land or buildings for which the variance is sought, 
which circumstances or conditions are peculiar to such land and buil- 
dings and do not apply generally to land or buildings in the 
neighborhood, and which circumstances or conditions are such that the 
strict application of the provisions of this Bylaw would deprive the 
applicant of the reasonable use of such land or building; 

d) there must be proof of unnecessary hardship. It is not’ suffi- 
cient proof of hardship to show that greater profit would result if 
the variance were granted. Furthermore, the hardship complained of 
cannot be self-created; nor can it be established on this basis by one 
who purchases with or without knowledge of the restrictions; it must 
result from the application of this Bylaw; it must be suffered 
directly by the property in question; and evidence of variance granted 
under similar circumstances shall not be considered; 

e) that the granting of the variance is necessary for the reason- 
able use of the land or building and that the variance as granted by 
the Board is the minimum variance that will accomplish the _ purpose. 
The report of the Board of Appeals shall fully set forth the circum- 
stances by which this Bylaw would deprive the applicant of any 
reasonable use of his land. Mere loss of value shall not justify a 
variation; there must be a deprivation of beneficial use of the land; 

f) that the proposed variation will not impair an adequate supply 
of light and air to adjacent property, substantially increase the con- 
gestion in the public streets, increase the danger of fire, endanger 
the public safety, or substantially diminish or impair property values 
within the adjacent neighborhood; 

g) that the granting of the variance requested will not confer on 
the applicant any special privilege that is denied by this Bylaw to 
other lands, structures or buildings in the same district, or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning 
Board. By a counted vote of 80 in favor and 69 against, the necessary 
(2/3) vote did not prevail. So voted on April 4, a quorum being pre- 
sent. 
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ART: 56 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to Sec. 6100. OPEN SPACE RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT as fol- 
lows:

b) Land otherwise prohibited from residential development by 
local or state law, regulation, statute or by a prior conservation or 
easement restriction recorded in the Barnstable County Registry of 
Deeds, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of 
the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommend- 
ation to the meeting and said report was read by the members 
assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 56 for the 
following reason. 

THiSsartics removes land that is considered unsuitable or 
impractical fo: development from inclusion in the minimum acreage 
requirement for "cluster" developments.

This article is designed to ensure that lot coverage by structu- 
res, paving and parking does not encourage the overbuilding of lots, 
particularly those zoned Business and [Industrial within the _ town. 
Further, this article requires that within certain Industrial and Busi- 
ness Districts, the difference between maximum lot coverage and _ gross 
total lot area be landscaped so as to provide visual relief as well as 
to ensure safe vehicular circulation patterns. The article is in keep- 
ing with other Cape towns attempting to avoid the crowding and 
overbuilding of business/commercial lots. 


VOTED: That the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purposes 
of Article 57. By a counted vote of 138 in favor and 3 against, the 
necessary (2/3) vote prevailed. Passed Thursday April 4, a quorum being 
present. 


ART: 58 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as they 
pertain to residential developments as follows: 

CREATE new Sections 6160 through 6170 entitled "OPEN SPACE MULTI-FAMILY 
RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT" as follows: 

6160. Open Space Multi-family Residential Development. 

6161. APPLICABILITY. Any provisions of Sec. 3400 of this Bylaw to 
the contrary notwithstanding, when shown on a plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board "Approval for open space multi-family residential devel- 
opment", lots of less than minimum areas, frontage or widths specified 
in Sec. 3400 may be laid out and dwellings of different types and with 
lesser setbacks may be erected on such lots but only in conformance 
with conditions set forth herein. 
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6162. REQUIREMENTS. Such endorsement by the Planning Board shall 
be given only when and if the plan meets the following minimum require- 
ments and conditions. In addition, the approval for Open Space 
Multi-family Residential Development shall requizie a Special Permit. 
The Special Permit Granting Authority for'Open Space Multi-family Resi- 
dential Development shall be the Planning Board. After complying with 
the minimum requirements and conditions listed herein, the Planning 
Board shall encourage the use of the Open Space Multi-family Residen- 
tial Development method if in its judgement: 

1. Agricultural, farming or similar activity will be preserved and 
protected from development; 

2. The natural integrity of environmentally sensitive areas will 
be enhanced; or 

3. Scenic vistas will be highlighted and preserved. 

6163. DEVELOPMENT LOCUS. The total area of the tract covered by 
the plan shall be at least 20 acres in RAA/AGAA zoning districts, 15 
acres in PU/RA/AGA zoning districts, 10 acres in RB/AGB/RC/GR zoning 
districts. Land zoned Business, Industrial A or B, Buffer Space or 
Marine shall be ineligible for a Special Permit under Sec. 6164. In 
determining the minimum total area of the tract for purposes of Open 
Space Multi-family Residential Development, no dune, beach, waterbody 
or bog, swamp, wet meadow or marsh, as defined in M.G.L., Ch. 131, Sec. 
40, shall be included. 

6164. PERMITTED RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES. Open Space Multi-family 
Residential Developments may contain one or more of the housing types 
specified below and defined in Article II of this bylaw: 

a) One-family detached dwelling 

b) Two-family dwelling 

c) Semi-detached dwelling 

d) Multi-family detached structure with four (4) or less dwelling 
units per structure 

Each lot within said Development shall contain a notation on the

6165. DENSITY LIMITATIONS. The number of dwelling units permitted 
within the perimeter (total area) of an Open Space Multi-family Resi- 
dential Development shall be determined on the following basis in 
relation to the standard density allowed in the district in which the 
Open Space Multi-family Residential Development is located as set forth 
in Sec. 3400.

30,000 square foot district - 1.67 per acre 

45,000 square foot district - 1 per acre 

80,000 square foot district - 1 per two acres 

6166. MINIMUM LOT DIMENSIONS AND YARD REQUIREMENTS. The minimum 
lot dimensions and yard requirement permitted under this section are as 
follows, except where a greater area may be required by the Board of 
Health for sanitary reasons, or because of pollutant impacts or other 
hazards.

6167. CLUSTERING OF LOTS. The lots for building purposes shall be grou- 
ped in a cluster or clusters of no less than three (3) lots nor more than 
eight (8) lots, and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 

6168. OPEN SPACES. All the remaining land within the Open Space Multi- 
family Residential Development not contained in the lots or within the road 
right-of-way shall be contiguous in parcels of not less than one (1) acre in 
area. Parcels of less than one (1) acre in area may be permitted for use as a 
bicycle path or walkway within the subdivision at the discretion of the Plan- 
ning Board. Open space parcels shall have a minimum average width of forty 
(40) feet. Parcels of lesser width may be permitted at roadway or lot corners 
at the discretion of the Planning Board. The total aica of open space shall 
not be less than fifty (50%) percent of the gross total area of the develop- 
ment except that in Open Space Multi-family Residential Developments 
containing two (2) or more multi-family structures, the total area of open 
space shall not be less than 65% of the gross total area of development. Wet- 
lands, as defined in Sec. 40, Ch. 131, M.G.L. shall not account for more than 
fifty (50%) percent of the open space area. 

6169. OWNERSHIP OF OPEN SPACES. All such remaining land shall be perman- 
ently conveyed to a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners 
of lots or residential units within the development tract, for recreational 
or open space purposes only and shall not be further subdivided or used for 
building purposes, excepting structures incidental to such recreational use. 
Alternately, such land may be protected for open space use by being conveyed 
to a non-profit organization, the principal purpose of which is the conserv- 
ation of open space. In any case, where such land is not conveyed to the 
Town, a restriction enforceable by the Town shall be recorded 
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providing that such land shall be kept in an open or natural state and not be 
built for residential use or developed for accessory uses such as parking or 
roadway. None of the foregoing shall preclude such open area being given to 
or taken by the Town, should Town Meeting, at some future time so vote, but 
in such case, the Town shall not use any such area for any purpose other than 
recreational, park or open space use. 

6170. OTHER REQUIREMENTS. All dwellings and accessory buildings erected 
under the provisions of this section shall conform to all other provisions of 
this Bylaw, which shall not be varied except by the Board of Appeals, in the 
usual manner, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of 
the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to 
the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recommend- 
ation was for adoption of Article 58 for the following reason. 

This article is designed to allow construction of one-family, two family 
and multi-family structures within certain cluster developments in town. The 
goal is two-fold. First, to provide for a variety of housing stock coinci- 
dent with market demands. Second, to provide for greater opportuities to 
preserve open space within a residential subdivision. In return for a_ spe- 
cial permit under this article, 65% of the total tract must be permanently 
preserved as open space. In sum, the article allows residential densities 
Similar to those currently allowed, but provides opportunities to concentrate 
the dwellings so as to preserve larger tracts of open space.

6167. CLUSTER OF LOTS. The lots for building purposes shall be grouped 
in a cluster of no less than three nor more than five lots, and within each 
cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 

6171. MAJOR PLAN REVIEW. Structures containing three (3) or more dwel- 
ling units shall comply in all respects with the filing and procedural 
requirements of Sections 7170 - 7175 of the Zoning Bylaw. 
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By a counted vote of 114 in favor and 33 against the necessary (2/3) vote 
prevailed. Passed on Thursday April 4, a quorum being present. 


ART: 59 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as they per- 
tain to SITE PLAN REVIEW as follows: 

CREATE new Section 7180 through Section 7186 entitled Site Plan Review 
Special Permit as follows: 

7180. SITE PLAN REVIEW SPECIAL PERMIT 

7181. PURPOSE. Each use for which a site plan submission is required is 
a potentially significant addition to a developing or developed area of the 
Town, and to a residential, commercial or industrial neighborhood. It is 
intended that the site plan for each use be prepared with due consideration 
for a) the purpose and intent of these regulations, b) coordination with and 
improvement of systems of vehicular and pedestrian access, drainage, water 
supply, sewage disposal, lighting, landscaping, wetlands, water courses, 
buildings and other features that support the neighborhood and c) protection 
of the public health, safety, welfare, property values and the environment. 

7182. APPLICABILITY. Any development or change of use which would under 
the Parking Schedule "Table of Minimum Requirements" of Sec. 5240 require 
sixty (60) or more parking spaces, regardless of the number of parking spaces 
existing on the premises, shall be permitted only upon the issuance of a Spe- 
cial Permit from the Planning Board for Site Plan Review in conformance with 
this Section, Sec. 7300 and M.G.L., Ch. 40A, Sections 9 and 11. 

7183. PROCEDURE. Applications for Site Plan Review Special Permits shall 
be filed with the Planning Board and the Town Clerk as specified in Sec. 7330 
of the Zoning Bylaw. Applications shall be accompanied by four (4) prints of 
the plans of the proposal. 

7184. DRAWING REQUIREMENTS. Plans subject to Major Plan Review Special 
Permit shall be prepared by a Registered Architect, Landscape Architect, or 
Professional Engineer. The site plan shall be prepared at a scale no greater 
than 1" = 40', and shall show all existing and proposed buildings, existing 
and proposed contour elevations, structures, parking spaces, driveway open- 
ings and driveways within a 200 foot radius of the development, service 
areas, facilities for sewage, refuse and other waste disposal and for surface 
water drainage, wetlands, surface water, areas subject to the 100 year flood, 
and landscape features such as trees, shrubs, fences, walls, planting areas, 
walks and lighting, both existing and proposed. 

The site plan shall also show the relation of the above features to 
adjacent ways and properties, and contain a locus map at a scale not greater 
than 1"' = 2,000. The site plan shall also show all contiguous land owned by 
the applicant or by the owner of the property. 

7185. ACCESS AND CIRCULATION. Provisions shall be made for vehicular 
access to the lot and circulation upon the lot in such a manner as to safe- 
guard against hazards to traffic and pedestrians in the street and upon _ the 
lot, to avoid traffic congestion on any street and to provide safe and con- 
venient circulation in the street and upon the lot. Access and circulation 
shall also conform to the following: 

a) Where reasonable alternate access is available, the vehicular access 
to’ the lot shall be arranged to avoid traffic use of local wresidential 
streets situated in or bordered by residential districts. 
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b) Where a lot has frontage on two (2) or more streets, the Planning 
Board may require that the access to the lot be provided across the frontage 
and to the street where there is lesser potential for traffic congestion and 
for hazards to traffic and pedestrians. 

c) Where necessary to safeguard against hazards to traffic and pedes- 
trians and/or to avoid traffic congestion, provision shall be made for 
turning lanes, traffic directional islands, driveways and traffic controls 
within the streets. 

d) Access driveways shall be of a design and have sufficient capacity to 
avoid queuing and entering vehicles on any street. 

e) Driveways into the lot shall have proper grade and alignment, as well 
as transition grades and sight distances, for safe, convenient and efficient 
access and shall meet the street right-of-way line and travelway of the 
street in such a manner as to conform to the standard cross section for the 
street as determined by the Director of the Department of Public Works and 
the Planning Board. 

f) Where topographic and other conditions are reasonably usable, provi- 
sion shall be made for circulation driveway connections to adjoining lots of 
similar existing or potential use: i) when such driveway connection will 
facilitate fire protection services and/or ii) when such driveway will enable 
the public to travel between two existing or potential uses, open to _ the 
public generally, without need to travel upon a street. 

g) There shall be no more than one (1) driveway connection from any lot 
to any street, except that: i) separate entrance and exit driveways may be 
provided where necessary to safeguard against hazards and to avoid congestion 
and ii) additional driveway connections may be provided, particularly for but 
not limited to large tracts and uses of extensive scope, if traffic flow in 
the street will be facilitated by the additional connection. Driveways shall 
not exceed 24 feet in width at the street line, or such lesser width as will 
be sufficient to accommodate the traffic to be generated unless a greater 
width is required by Town Bylaw or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

7186. EXISTING STREETS. Where the lot has frontage on an existing 
street, proper provision shall be made for grading and improvement of shoul- 
ders and sidewalk areas within the right-of-way of the street and for 
provision of curbs and sidewalks. 

7187. This Section 7180-7187 is supplementary of other existing Zoning 
Bylaws affecting the access, circulation, design and landscaping of parking 
areas. Where the application of Section 7180-7187 imposes a greater restric- 
tion than is imposed by other Zoning Bylaws, the application of Section 
7180-7187 shall control, or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to 
the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recom-— 
mendation was for adoption of Article 59 for the following reason. 

This article requires large-scale commercial developments to obtain a 
Site Plan Special Permit from the Planning Board. The special permit 
requirement will allow for a more comprehensive review of developments which 
generate a high level of traffic, with the goal of ensuring a layout with 
adequate provisions for traffic flow and parking, drainage and visual buffer- 
ing against abutting properties.

ART: 60 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as_ they 
pertain to TRANSFER OF DEVELOPMENT RIGHTS as follows: 

CREATE new Section 6900 through Section 6925 to be entitled Tr asfer of 
Development Rights as follows: 

6900. TRANSFER OF DEVELOPMENT RIGHTS 

6905. ELIGIBILITY. Any lot or lots shown on a plan endorsed by the Plan- 
ning Board or duly recorded at the Registry of Deeds as of April 1,1985shall 
be eligible to apply for a special permit to transfer a portion or all of the 
development rights on said lot or lots (hereinafter called "donor lots") to a 
different location and different zoning district (hereinafter called "receiv- 
ing district") to be included as part of a subdivision requiring approval 
under M.G.L., Ch. 41, the Subdivision Control Law, provided that the follow- 
ing requirement are met: 

1) Each donor lot or portion thereof complies, in all respects, with the 
minimum requirements for obtaining a building permit by right or if in the 
opinion of the Planning Board, is a potentially subdividable lot of land 
given minimum zoning requirements, subdivision regulations and other perti- 
nent regulations; 

2) The receiving district is a district of equal or greater minimum lot 
size than the donor district (e.g. RB (donor district) to RB, RA or RAA 
(receiving district); 

3) The locus of the receiving district contains at least five (5) acres 
in an RA, RB, RC, AGA or AGB zone and ten (10) acres if an AGAA or RAA zone; 

4) The owner or owners of the donor lot(s) record at the Registry of 
Deeds a covenant running in favor of the Town of Falmouth, prohibiting the 
construction or placement of any structure on said donor lot(s). 

6910. DONOR DISTRICTS. DONOR DISTRICTS SHALL CONSIST OF: 

1) Any contiguous parcel of land of at least five (5) acres which quali- 
fies for or is currently assessed by the Town of Falmouth or the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts under the provisions of M.G.L., Ch. 61A, and 

2) All land within mapped recharge areas of the following coastal ponds 
and public drinking water supplies within the Town of Falmouth referred to in 
Sec. 5341 of the Zoning Bylaw: 

Great Pond Green Pond Bournes Pond 
Eel Pond Ashumet Well Fresh Pond Well 

6915. RECEIVING DISTRICTS. Receiving districts shall consist of all 
land currently zoned RB, AGB, RA, AGA, RAA, and AGAA, except that receiving 
districts shall not be considered to include any land within a mapped Water 
Resource Protection District as defined, any land within a mapped water 
recharge area as referred to in Sec. 5341 of the Zoning Bylaw, or any land 
referred to in Sec. 6910 1) of the Zoning Bylaw. 

Receiving districts shall be eligible to "accept" donor lots according 
to the schedule of Sec. 6920, provided that the locus of the receiving dis- 
trict is the subject of a subdivision plan requiring Planning Board 
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approval under the requirements of M.G.L., Ch. 41 and a Special Permit under 
the requirements of Sec. 6100 of the Zoning Bylaw except that Sec. 6121 shall 
not apply to plans filed under this section. No transfer of development 
rights shall be approved by the Planning Board into a receiving district 
locus not requiring subdivision approval. 

In transferring development rights into a receiving district, the Plan- 
ning Board may allow the minimum frontage, width and area standards of the 
total subdivision, including transferable lot rights to be reduced according 
to the criteria specified in Sec. 6120 

6920. TRANSFERRED DEVELOPMENT RIGHTS CREDITS. Lots within donor dis- 
tricts shall be eligible to transfer their development rights to receiving 
districts only in compliance with the following schedule:

EXAMPLE: Ten (10) lots within an RC Donor District are transferred under 
this Bylaw to an _ RB parcel within a Receiving District. The RB parcel has 
suitable acreage under the provisions of Sec. 6100 of the Zoning Bylaws for 
twenty (20) lots. However, the transfer of ten (10) lots in the RC District 
to the RB District entitles the RB land owner to a four (4) lot bonus (10 
(RC) x 1.4 (assignable credit, Sec. 6920) = 14). Thus, the total number of 
lots possible in the RB Receiving District under this Section is 34: 

10 x 1.4 = 14 from RC Donor District 
+ 20 from RB District 
34 Total Potential Lots 

6925. SPECIAL PERMIT GRANTING AUTHORITY. The Special Permit Granting 
Authority for a _ transfer of development rights special permit shall be the 
Planning Board. The provisions of M.G.L., Ch. 40A, Sections 9 and 11 and Sec. 
7300 of the Falmouth Zoning Bylaw shall apply to all Special Permits issued 
under this Section, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request 
of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an Serieial report of its recommendation to 
the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recom- 
mendation was for adoption of Article 60 for the following reason. 

This article provides for development flexibility with the goal of 
greater protection of various water and land resources within the Town. 
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It offers an incentive not to develop certain critical resource areas by pro- 
viding a bonus to develop elsewhere. In effect, development rights granted 
under zoning may be transferred from one part of Falmouth to another. Criti- 
cal resource areas are identified as lands within specific recharge areas and 
lands taxed at a high agricultural value. The development transfer requires 
the applicant meet several tests, and can only be utilized within cluster 
subdivisions requiring a Planning Board Special Permit.

Passed on Monday April 1, by a unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present. 


ART: 61 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as they  per- 
tain to Agricultural Districts as follows: 

DELETE Sec. 3345 f£) CAMPGROUND and 

RENUMBER 3345 h) 1 - 5 to 3345 g) 1 - 5 and 3345 g) to 3345 f), or do or 
take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 
The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to the 
meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recommend- 
ation was for adoption of Article 61 for the following reason. 
This article deletes campgrounds as allowable uses within agricultural 
districts. Campgrounds require significant amounts of land area for the use 
itself and for buffering neighboring properties. The Planning Board believes 
that Falmouth is now sufficiently developed that new campgrounds will be in 
conflict with surrounding neighborhoods.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to 
the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recom- 
mendation was for adoption of Article 63 for the following reason. 

This article deletes several ambiguous portions of Section 3130 as_ well 
as that portion of Section 3130 which allows a 20 foot encroachment of the 
more intensive use on those parcels that have more than one zoning design- 
ation. The encroachment feature seems unnecessary, and makes it difficult to 
provide for zoned buffers. 


VOTED: That the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purposes of 
Article 63. Passed by a counted vote of 150 in favor and none against, the 
necessary (2/3) vote prevailed, a quorum being present. Passed Thursday, 
April 4.

Requirements are those of the nearest Single Residence, General Resi- 
dence or Agriculture District, whichever is closest.", or do or take any 
other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 
The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to the 
meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The recommendation 
was for adoption of Article 65 for the following reason. 
This article is designed to clarify minimum lot sizes for Business 3 Dis- 
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a Wal af The current definition of Business 3 lot sizes is ambiguous and 
inconsistent as it is contingent upon the requirements of the nearest Resi- 
dential District. It is unclear whether that refers to Residential, 


Agricultural or General Residence Districts. This will eliminate the confu- 
sion. 


VOTED: That the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purposes of 
Article 65. Passed Monday April 1, by a unanimous vote, a quorum being pre- 
Sent, 


ART: 66 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws and so record 
on the Zoning Map a change from PUBLIC USE to AGRICULTURAL AA the following 
area bounded and described as follows: 

BEGINNING at a point on the southeast corner in the Proprietor's Way 
which point is 1,250 feet more or less northerly of Route 151 and at the sou- 
thwest corner of the land n/f owned by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
Simon Stengel, thence 
WESTERLY by said Commonwealth land to Route 151 and Route 28, thence 
NORTHERLY by various courses of said Route 28 to a point on the Old Purchase

As revised, this article will allow Business 1 properties within Falmouth and 
Woods Hole to change uses within existing structures without need to provide 
for off-street parking. The Planning Board believes it is in the best inter- 
ests of B-l1 Districts to allow flexibility for the conversion of existing 
structures into various uses. 
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The Planning Board is opposed, however, to further waivers of parking requi- 
rements until there is a determination made about the capacity of existing 
parking to service building expansion. While the Planning Board believes 
Main Street business is extremely important for the local economy, it believ- 
es individual decisions to expand could result in an inadequate parking 
supply to the detriment of downtown as a whole. It is the wrong approach to 
encourage the "build-out" of Main Street in the hopes that a solution to the 
parking problem will be found later. The Town of Falmouth has already made a 
considerable investment in downtown parking and will inevitably be involved 
in future cooperative efforts with downtown businesses. Solutions should be 
planned prior to problems, not after. By a counted vote of 114 in favor and 8 
against, the necessary (2/3) vote prevailed, a quorum being present. Passed 
on Thursday, April 4. 


ART: 71 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws to allow the 
Board of Appeals to amend, or modify existing use variances or exception spe- 
cial permits, which could not, otherwise, be issued today, by amending 
Section 7242 to read as follows: 

7242. No VARIANCE may authorize a use or activity not otherwise permit-

Vegetated buffers are an extremely important protection for the 
water quality in coastal embayments and a fifty foot buffer is better 
protection than one of twenty-five feet. The Planning Board supports 
this article as it will provide more protection to _ the state- 
designated ACEC while allowing owners of land within the area to _ use 
and develop their land. The regulation balances the need to preserve 
this unique and critical resource with a property owner's right to use 
and fully enjoy his land.

This plan divides the Waquoit Bay region into a number of areas 
with restrictions to ensure continued safe, enjoyable boating activi- 
ties and conservation of the current marine resources (shellfish for 
example). All references for this plan are made on the chart "Waquoit 
Bay, Area of Critical Environmental Concern" as designated on November 
Poe 9 in accordance with the M.G.L., Chs#2)h (A) Sec. ((2),9C7). 

Permanent Moorings 

The permanent mooring areas for Waquoit Bay will be bounded by 
the following: 

BEGINNING at the entrance of the Seapit River into Waquoit Bay at 
the northwest corner of Shellfish Grant No. 1 (Olin and Dorothy 
Kelley) and proceeding in an easterly direction from shore along the 
northern boundary of Shellfish Grant No. 1 to the intersection of this 
boundary of the ACEC (six foot contour relative to mean low water) 

THENCE; following the ACEC boundary in a northerly direction to 
the point of intersection of this line with a location a distance of 
300 feet from the shoreline measured from MLW along the ACEC boundary 

THENCE; toward the easterly paralleling the shoreline at a dis- 
tance of 300 feet from MLW along the northern side of Waquoit Bay 
until the intersection of this line with the four foot depth curve at 
MLW at the Northeastern corner of Waquoit Bay 

THENCE; along a true azimuth bearing line of OOO degrees until 
intersection with the shoreline at MLW. 

The area to the North and West of the above boundary will be 
assigned to permanent moorings. 

BEGINNING at the Southernmost part of Metoxit Point outside the 
ACEC designation on a true azimuth bearing line of 290 degrees until 
the intersection of this line with a point 300 feet from the shoreline 
of MLW measured along this line

THENCE; toward the Northerly paralleling the shoreline at a dis- 
tance of 300 feet from MLW along the Northeastern side of Waquoit Bay 
until the intersection of this line with the four foot depth curve on 
MLW at the Northeastern corner of Waquoit Bay 

THENCE; along a true azimuth bearing line of 090 degrees until 
the intersection with the shoreline at MLW. 

The area to the North and East of the bourdary will be assigned 
to permanent moorings. No other areas within the ACEC or Waquoit Bay 
National Estuarine Sanctuary will be assigned to permanent moorings. 
Regulations within the mooring areas will be governed by "Bylaws Gov- 
erning Use of the Wharves and Waterways of the Town" Article 57, 
Annual Town Meeting, 1980.and amendments. The limits of the mooring 
areas will be marked by buoys following U.S. Coast Guard regulations. 

Temporary Anchorages 

The areas for temporary anchorages in Waquoit Bay will be bounded 
by the following: 

BEGINNING at the intersection of the Northern Boundary for 
Shellfish Grant No. 1 and the ACEC boundary along a true azimuth bear- 
ing of 090 degrees for a distance of 100 feet. 

THENCE; paralleling the ACEC boundary toward the Northerly at a 
separation of 100 feet until the intersection of this line boundary of 
the permanent mooring area 

THENCE; following the boundary of the permanent mooring area 
toward Westerly and Southerly until the initial point. 

This area will be assigned to temporary anchorage for visitors to 
Waquoit Bay for a period of time not longer than 48 hours without per- 
mission from the Harbor Master, but not to exceed 10 days. The limits 
of this temporary anchorage will be marked by buoys following U.S. - 
Coast Guard regulations. Other allowed temporary anchorages are des- 
cribed below. 

Recreational Areas 

The remaining portions of Waquoit Bay and environs within the 
ACEC and Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Sanctuary will be devoted to 
recreational uses. Restrictions within the recreational areas are as 
follows: 

Temporary anchorage will be limited to the eastern side of Wash- 
burn Island within 200 feet on the shoreline at MLW. At the southerly 
end of Washburn Island the anchorage is limited so that the Waquoit 
Bay entrance channel remains clear at all times. 

Water Skiing is only allowed during daylight between the Eastern 
shore of Washburn Island and the Waquoit Bay navigation channel 
extending in a northerly direction from the entrance jetties of 
Waquoit Bay. 
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All provisions of the harbor use plan described above will be 
enforced by the Harbor Master consistent with Article 57, Annual Town 
Meeting, 1980 and amendments, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On petition of Ronald J. Schlitz and others.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 17 for the following 
reason. 


The Planning Board supports this Article as revised as it provides a 
means of affording the Town lead time in planning for the future 
development along Route 151. 

Based upon current zoning, there are over 1015 subdividable acres 
along Route 151. This translates into 907 lots with either direct or 


indirect access to Route 151. 
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The Planning Board believes the Town must take immediate action to 
preserve Route 151 as a free flowing thoroughfare from Falmouth to 
Mashpee and points East. This concern is complicated by the numerous 
potential lots and driveways that could spring up along Route 151 in 
the next few years. 

As a response, the Planning Board has proposed a two-year morato- 
rium on building permits for lots within new subdivisions (created 
after June 11, 1985) and a two-year moratorium for building permits on 
lots that directly access onto Route 151. This moratorium does not 
prohibit the subdivision of land, nor will it affect recorded, pre- 
existing, conforming lots created prior to June ll, 1985. 

The Planning Board is fully aware that in order for this or any 
other moratorium to be upheld by the Attorney General and withstand a 
court challenge, it must be accompanied by a municipal commitment to 
solve the problem upon which the moratorium was based. 

To that end, the Planning Board will be developing recommendations 
for road widening, increased setbacks and coordinated curb-cutting and 
road layouts along Route 151 while this moratorium is in effect. 
These recommendations will then be presented to Town Meeting as early 
as the 1986 Annual Town Meeting, but not later than the 1987 Annual 
Town Meeting. 

In sum, the Planning Board believes the importance of maintaining a 
viable east-west highway free from unplanned, uncoordinated curbcuts 
and road layouts justifies the imposition of this two-year moratorium. 
In the interim, the Planning Board will be working on equitable recom- 
mendations to guarantee full use of private property along Route 151 
while insuring a well planned, viable east-west thoroughfare for the 
next 5, 10 and 20 years. 

By a counted vote of 131 in favor and 23 against, the necessary (2/3) 
vote prevailed. Passed on June 12, a quorum being present. 


ART: 18 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to Accident Prevention Zones, as follows: Delete from 
Section 4221 the words "Multifamily dwelling, duplex, open space resi- 
dential developments" so that Section 4221 will read as follows: 
"Anything to the contrary in this Bylaw notwithstanding, except as 
provided in Section 4222, no new school, hospital, theater, public 
housing, or places of assembly shall be erected or permitted within 
the Accident Prevention Zone," or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On petition of Richard B. Jones and others. 
The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 18 for the following 
reason: the Planning Board voted to recommend this change in zoning 
for quite a few reasons. 

The biggest reason is we prefer cluster, we have been pushing for 
cluster zoning throughout Falmouth and we feel this is the best use of 
the land where we get open space. 
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As far as the safety factor, nobody has convinced us to this 
point that it is more dangerous to have clusters than it is to have a 
grid subdivision. 

We would, if these gentlemen came in with their cluster subdivi- 
sion and the air force or whatever it may be came up to us and told us 
this is not the thing to do, we don't have to approve the cluster sub- 
division. 

The vote was very strong to approve this tonight with short 
notice and I think town meeting should go along with the recommend- 
ation. 

By a counted vote of 146 in favor and 13 against, the necessary (2/3) 
vote prevailed. Passed June 12, a quorum being present. 


ART: 19 To see if the Town will vote under M.G.L., Ch. 41, Sec. 23 to 
rescind the 1922 Annual Town meeting vote establishing the Board of 
Selectmen as the Board of Health, and at the next Annual Town Meeting, 
nominate and elect three officers to carry out the duties previously 
exercised by the Board of Selectmen in their capacity as a Board of 
Health, in accordance with M.G.L., Ch. 41, Sec. 21.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the 1985 Annual Town Meeting, the Board of Selectmen proposed 
an Article to change the Annual Town Report from a calendar year 
report to a fiscal year report in order to provide a more uniform 
reporting period for the departments and to provide the public with a 
timely report of the activities of Town Government. Town Meeting 
approved the Article with the provisions that the, 1985 Annual Report 
would cover the full fiscal year beginning July 1, 1984 and ending 
June 30, 1985 for the departments such as the Accountant, Treasurer, 
Assessors and Tax Collector. Other departments have submitted six 
month reports for the period January 1, 1985 to June 30, 1985. In 
future Annual Reports, all departments will be reporting their activi- 
ties on the basis of the fiscal year. 


During the six month period beginning January 1, 1985, the Annual 
Town Meeting was held on April 1, 1985 and action was taken on 93 
Articles. A Special Town Meeting was held on June 12, 1985 consisting 
of 20 Articles. Where applicable the Selectmen have complied with the 
directives of these Town Meetings. 


At the Town election held on April 9, 1985, John F. Gumbleton, was 
elected to a three year term as Selectmen. The voters also approved a 
major bond issue for water system improvements the cost of which may 
be levied by taxation outside the tax levy established by Proposition 
2 1/2. The Board of Selectmen worked jointly with the Board of Public 
Works to inform the voters concerning the need to fund these water 
system improvements by approving an exclusion from the limitations of 
Proposition 2 1/2. 


During early 1985, the Board of Selectmen established the Tricen- 
tennial Committee to begin preparations for the celebration of 
Falmouth's 300th Anniversary in June 1986. 


In May 1985, Leo Limberakis retired as Sealer of Weights and 
Measures after 28 years of service. The Selectmen appointed James 
Crossen to fill this important part-time position. 


The 504 Handicapped Committee recommended a number of projects at 
the 1985 Annual Town Meeting. Town Meeting voted funds for curb cuts 
on Main Street and in Woods Hole, for renovations to the Hall School 
and to provide special telephone equipment for the deaf at Police and 
Fire Headquarters as well as deaf interpreters for Town Meeting. The 
Selectmen are pleased that Falmouth has again taken leadership in 
recognizing the needs of our citizens. 


In February the Selectmen awarded a contract to KV Associates to 
begin the study of Ashumet Pond. The Towns of Falmouth and Mashpee 
received a grant from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to conduct the 
$72,800 study at a cost of $11,500 to each Town. 
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In accordance with State Law, the Selectmen voted to contract with 
Quentin Banks to implement the Right to Know Law. Training sessions 
have been held with Town employees to assure that Falmouth is in 
compliance with this new law. In March of 1985, the Town received 
funds from the Commonwealth to offset the cost of this new state man- 
date. 


Numerous joint meeting were held with the Board of Public Works to 
discuss street closings made necessary by sewer construction. The 
Selectmen also worked closely with the Police Department in attempting 
to minimize disruption from the detours created by sewer work. In gen- 
eral, the public has been understanding and cooperative about the 
unavoidable inconveniences. 


In March, William Richardson was appointed as Supervisor of the 
Natural Resources Department. The Selectmen changed the name of the 
former Conservation Department to avoid public confusion between the 
role of the Conservation Commission and the function of the Natural 
Resources Department. Bill Richardson who served for five years as an 
member of the department, replaces Matthew R. Souza who retired in 
1984. 


A major fish kill occured in late May resulting from the applic- 
ation of pesticides on the on the Town owned cranberry bogs off John 
Parker Road. The Selectmen worked closely with Shellfish Warden, 
George Souza, the Director of the Division of Marine Fisheries, staff 
from the Cape Cod Planning Commission, and the Pesticide Bureau of the 
Commonwealth. Appropriate samples were taken immediately and tests 
conducted resulting in action by the Attorney General's office to 
enforce state regulations regarding the application of pesticides. 


In June 1985 the Board of Selectmen were informed that all of the 
necessary permits had finally been obtained from the State and Federal 
Government to allow the Town and the State Division of Waterways to 
proceed with the long awaited relocation of the inlet at Bourne's 
Pond. George Souza is to be highly commended for his tireless efforts 
to overcome the many obstacles that have delayed this important pro- 
ject. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in April 1985, Town Meeting Members 
approved the Selectmen's request for a part-time secretary, due to the 
increasing work load of our office. The Board of Selectmen appreciate 


the support the Town Meeting Members in voting to approve our request. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of those who have’ served 
on Town Boards and Committees.

HAZARDOUS WASTE COORDINATOR 


This report covers the first six months of 1985. No Town funds were expen- 
ded. 


On January 2nd, was called to assist the Falmouth Police and Fire 
Departments on a PCB truck incident. A truck loaded with PCB contaminated 
material became disabled on Woods Hole Road. Inspection of the truck and con- 
tents were made at the towing operators compound. Several violations of the 
Federal Bureau of Motor Carrier Regulations and the Federal Hazardous Material 
Regulations were observed. The owner was notified and corrective measures 
taken before the vehicle was allowed to be moved out of Falmouth. Violations 
were reported to the Regional BMCS Supervisor for corrective action with the 
motor vehicle operator. 


On January 17th I attended the League of Women Voters meeting in Boston on 
RAD Waste, April 11, called to assist the Fire Department on a gasoline spill 
at t local garage, May 30th, called by a citizen to assist in a clean up of an 
oil spill. June 19 through 21 attended National Academy of Sciences Meeting on 
Waste Reduction. 


Meetings are scheduled for this fall by Executive Office of environmental 
on Low-Level RAD Waste Material disposal. Massachusetts or the regional con- 
cept does not appear to be making much head way on the low level RAD Waste 
facility by the deadline of January 1, 1986. It appears the shut down of the 
three RAD Waste sites will have to be extended by Congress beyond January l, 
1986. 


The Barnstable County Household Hazardous Waste pickup has been postponed 
until the Spring of 1986 because additional funding will be available at that 
time. It is hoped that there will be enough trucks to handle all hazardous 
waste brought to the collection point instead of having to shut down or turn 
people away as was done last spring.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During this six (6) month period the department responded to 
1,382 incidents. Unfortunately one of these involved a loss of life. 
The department received a call at 4:51 A.M. for a fire at 207 Carriage 
Shop Road with a report of a person trapped inside, Engine No. 25 and 
the Chief arrived 6 minutes later and after extinguishment and search 
firefighters located the body of Donald E. Whelden in the involved 
bedroom. Ignition factor is still undetermined at this time. 


Both Deputy Chief Russell E. Robbins and Deputy Chief Clifford B. 
Amaral went on extended sick leave on March 1, 1985. Captain Charles 
A. Clarkin and Captain George W. Packish were appointed Acting Depu- 
ties. Lt. Allan C. Henry and Lt. John E. Justason were appointed 
Acting Captains. Firefighters William Howard and E. Michael Moniz were 
appointed Acting Lieutenants. 


Several vacancies have been created by retirements and resigna-— 
tions and the Selectmen are in the process of obtaining lists from the 
Department of Personnel Administration to fill these positions. 


Several severe fires occurred in the Pine Crest Beach area during 
the winter months. The cause of one was determined but the others are 
under investigation.

THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


During the first six (6) months of 1985 we saw three men complete 
Paramedic training and are now awaiting their National Certification - 
examination which will give the department eight (8) Nationally Certi- 
fied Paramedics. 


Also during this time we had four (4) men complete a newly formed 
level of Advanced Life Support on the Intermediate Level. This level 
of training allows these men to perform life saving Advanced Life Sup- 
port with the exception of drug administration which must be performed 
by Paramedics. 


This upward swing on A.L.S. personnel is very encouraging and I 
feel the numbers will continue to grow in size over the next year. 
Although we have experienced several tragic incidents within the com- 
munity. We have discovered that through the public education 
programs, the General Public has learned not to wait to call for help 
in a time of need, but to call immediately for the professional emer- 
gency care that they or a loved one requires.

FOREST WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest 
Warden responded to 60 Grass or Brush fires, 14 responses for unau- 
thorized burning and 11 responses for controlled burning. 


The only large brush fire during this period occurred at 3:00 P.M. 
on May 9th on Nathan S. Ellis Highway (Rt.151) near Turpentine Valley. 
This fire started on the south side of the highway and rapidly jumped 
to the north side driven by a strong southerly wind and entered the 
Crane Wildlife Conservation area. Assistance was called from Mashpee, 
Otis A. F. Base, Bourne and the State Breakers from Shaume-Crowell 
Forest. 


This immediate response limited the total burned area to 10 acres 
and the cause remains suspicious and under investigation. Previous 
fires in this area have burned all the way into Otis A. F. Base before 
being contained. 


All brush fire equipment is in excellent condition at this time.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Office of Emergency Preparedness meets the first Tuesday of 
each month at the EOC (Emergency Operations Center) in the Town Hall. 
The public is invited to attend these meetings. More help is needed in 
Civil Defense especially shelter managers. Contact your Civil Defense 
Director for more information. 


The Emergency Preparedness Van made 58 runs this year. Eight 
mutual aid calls, 17 Fire Emergencies and 29 Details. 


The Primary Emergency Shelters are the Falmouth High School, North 
Falmouth and East Falmouth. If more space is needed the Teaticket and 
Morse Pond Schools will be opened. WCIB will make the announcement 
where your closest shelter is located and what time it will open. 
Bring your sleeping bags, blankets and pillows. No pets will be 
allowed in any shelter. 
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I as Civil Defense Director plan to resign as director on November 
1, £985.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The requests for police services are relative to the increasing 
population of Falmouth. 


Central Records section, under the direction of Officer Mark 
Patton, is the busiest administrative division within the Falmouth 
Police Department. It is the responsible for all records as defined by 
C.O.R.I. (Criminal Offenders Record Information) and are kept for a 
certain length of time. These records have been put on microfilm and 
daily entries are entered into the computer on the programs we have 
available. 


A program has been devised in concert with the State computer 
system that allows us to continually update a list containing names of 
individuals who have been incarcerated throughout the Commonwealth who 
show suicidal tendencies. This will alert the duty officers to be 
especially watchful of a person on this list who may be incarcerated 
in Falmouth. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting a bylaw was passed relative to the 
control and correction of false alarms. Since July 1, 1985, over 
$1,000. in penalties have been cited, non-criminally, against offen- 
ders with faulty alarms. Needless to say, there has been a decrease in 
false alarms. The procedures for carrying out the billing and the 
record keeping is done by-Central Records. 


Officer Mark Patton also serves as the department's public inform- 
ation officer and disseminates information to the news media. The 
press enjoys an open door policy and receives all information that is 
a matter of public record. 


Parking Tickets are controlled by Central Records, from the order- 
ing of the tickets through the collection of payments. From January l, 
1985, 3,543 tickets were issued. A total of $12,461.00 has been col- 
lected. Balance due $10,082.00 as of July 1, 1985. Parking Magistrate, 
Connie Antonellis has conducted approximately 100 hearings. 


A special acknowledgement to Barbara Hamrin for her contribution 
of computer programs in Central Records. 
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All arrest warrants are now entered into the State computer 
system. Copies of warrants are sent to the municipalities where defen- 
dant has his/her domicile. The accounts for the increase in the out of 
town arrests and the reduction of active warrants. 


As a matter of policy and General Law, probation checks are made 
on all applicants for handgun permits, firearms identification cards, 
taxi cab licenses, peddlers permits and gun dealers. For the first six 
months of 1985, Central Records has issued 100 firearms identification 
cards, 75 handgun permits, 150 handicap stickers, 20 cab licenses, 62 
cab drivers licenses and 10 gun dealers license. All cabs and liveries 
were inspected, as required by law. Licensing fees accounted for 
approximately $1,600. 


There was a total of 631 arrests during the past six months. This 
includes misdemeanors and felonies arising out of 1,143 incidents, of 
which 273 were cleared. One arrest may clear several incidents. There 
were 570 accidents of which two resulted in fatalities. 


Arthur Monteiro retired from the Falmouth Police Department on 
June 26, 1985 after 28 years of police service, serving the last five 
years in the capacity of night detective. 


Thirty eight candidates out of forty nine interviewed were deemed 
Suitable for summer employment. Due to low wages, only twenty seven 
accepted and they were put through an intensive police curriculum 
before being assigned to duty. 


Sergeant Gary Wemett has continued to hold seminars for commercial 
enterprises, addressing problems that are associated with the particu- 
lar type of business being addressed. Residential security surveys 
were conducted by the Crime Prevention Unit in areas where there were 
increased burglaries. Neighborhood crime watch programs were institu- 
ted in various villages throughout Falmouth. The Crime Prevention Unit 
works closely with the State Crime Watch Program and new funding from 
the state and local crime prevention organizations resulted in very 
tangible benefits to the community. Six new engravers have _ been 
received to augment the local "Operation I. D." program. Large signs 
bearing the Massachusetts Crime Watch logo will soon be appearing in 
Falmouth villages. 


Patrolman Edward Dunne received the "Officer of the Year" award. 
Officer Dunne continues to display the attributes of a model police 
officer and is a fine representative of the Town of Falmouth. 


Citizens awards were presented to Ronald J. Mendoza, Patrick R. 
Gonsalves and John A. Netto, Jr. A potential disaster was averted by 
their participation in a motor vehicle accident on Brick Kiln Road 
when they assisted Officer Richard Smith in stabilizing the motor 
vehicle and extracting the occupants. 
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During the month of April, bicycle safety classes were conducted 
at Falmouth Elementary Schools. Assigned to this task were Officers 
Robert Nolan and Geordine Roderick. Students were instructed in safe 
bicycle practices by audio visual aids as well as safety material 
(pamphlets). In May a bicycle seminar for the 9th graders was arranged 
in cooperation with the Falmouth Bicycle Club. The program was pre- 
sented by Peter Clark, Principal of Falmouth High School. In June 
Bicycle Rodeo was held at Lawrence School Prizes were awarded to the 
participants. The prizes were donated by Falmouth bicycle merchants to 
encourage participation and further promote bicycle safety. 


A moped clinic was held at the Falmouth Police Station. Registry 
of Motor Vehicles, Recreational and Conservation Department personnel 
participated in this event. Officer Theodore Williams conducted the 
CFintcs 


Officer Andras Nyari attended meetings and conferences including 
the Governor's Bicycle Safety Conference and Clinic, accompanied by 
Mrs. Alta Mae Stevens and Mrs. William Ferreira of the Bikeways Com- 
mittee, eight Massachusetts Safety Officers League meetings and three 
meetings with the Falmouth Bikeways Committee. 


The Annual Falmouth Police Scholarship was awarded to Elizabeth 
Sayer who is attending the University of Massachusetts at Amherst. 


The Detective Division, under the leadership of Sergeant Richard 
Corey, has solved a number of breaks and acts of vandalism committed 
at various auto agencies. The Detectives have travelled to Florida, 
Texas and Colorado to return fugitives from justice for trials on 
crimes committed in Massachusetts. 


Captain Don Price has been appointed to head the Drug Enforcement 
Unit. Drug investigation is a very slow process and the public will be 
aware of the progress made when our drug presentations are before the 
Grand Jury. To enable Captain Price to devote more time to drug inves- 
tigations, he was replaced by Sergeant David Cusolito as Training 
Officer. 


Sergeant Cusolito developed excellent curriculum for the summer 
seasonal officers. They were better prepared to serve the public as a 
result. 


Under the auspicies of Sergeant Cusolito, Officers of the patrol 
force attended various courses offered by the Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice Training Council. This: training semis: waparte sobs .tous 
administration's effort to make the patrol force, which is the back- 
bone of the Police Department, more effective and considerate in 
dealing with the public. 
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PARKING METER DIVISION 


The Parking Meter Division continues to progress approvingly. Leo 
Braun of East Falmouth, is the new Parking Meter Mechanic, replacing 
Leo Hipp. 


At this time, the parking meter mechanic is a part time position 
and Mr. Braun is on call as needed, resulting in a substancial savings 
to the Town. Delia Figuerido is assigned to Main Street and Irene Vau- 
ghan is assigned to Woods Hole as meter control officers in their 
respective areas. 


Twenty reconditioned parking meters with multiple coin acceptance 
slots were purchased to replace old and worn meters. Plans are to gra- 
dually replace the old meters with reconditioned meter, hopefully 
reducing repair time incurred to repair faulty meters. 


Due to sewage construction, the parking meters were out of service 
for a great period of time. Out of consideration for the Main Street 
Merchants, meters were not activated until late June. 


When the sewer construction is completed and the meters are activ-— 
ated in 1986, I am looking forward to cooperation of the motorist in 
complying with the parking regulations concerning meters and hopefully 
reduce the issuance of parking tickets.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the first six months of 1985 the Zoning Board of Appeals 
met 20 times and had a total of 77 hearings. The number of hearings 
held during that period of time is a significant increase from the 
hearings held during the first six months of 1984, with the Board of 
Appeals holding only 43 hearings as of June 1984. Of the 77 hearings 
held this year, 59 hearings were for Special Permits, 11 hearings were 
for Variances, and there were 7 appeals made from decisions or orders 
of the Building Commissioners. Nine of the 77 decisions made by the 
Board of Appeals were appealed to Superior Court.

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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


In March of this year I was appointed by the Board of Selectmen as 
Director of the Department of Natural Resources. With this appointment 
began my task of reorganizing the department and getting it back in 
line with the original intent for which the department was formed. 


Part of the reformation was the hiring of Perry F. Ellis as a 
Natural Resource Office and John D. Hall as our Dog Officers. These 
two (2) men in addition to Paul R. Lelito and I round out the staff of 
the Department. Further aspects of the reorganization are the formul- 
ation and pursuit of an active, aggressive training program for the 
officers in all aspects of our function such that all members of the 
department remain as current as possible in as many areas as possible. 


During the first six (6) months of this year the department trav- 
eled just over 26,000 miles. In the course of this mileage, we 
answered over 720 complaints, checked 200 fishing licenses, 65 hunting 
licenses, and 322 shellfishing permits both family and commercial. In 
all instances of violation the circumstances were reviewed and _ the 
appropriate action taken in terms of issuance of warnings or court 
action. 


Our involvement with wildlife up to this time is relatively 
diverse. We have dealt with eleven (11) deer struck by cars in addi- 
tion to one meeting its' demise by drowning. We relocated 200 _ skunks, 
62 raccoons, 126 rabbits and 5 oppossum for the citizens of the Town. 
We constructed 10 wood duck houses and erected them in areas thoughout 
the Town and they are consistantly monitored. We initiated discussion 
with the Division of Fisheries and Wildlife to attempt to re-intoduce 
varying Hare (Snow Shoe Hare) to our Town. The Division also helped 
our fisherman out by their annual trout stocking program in which they 
increased the population of these fish in many of our ponds. 


Relative to our activities involving building in our community we 
reviewed 750 building sites, 342 of these were for new structure, 405 
were for alterations/additions to existing structures and 3 for com- 
mercial use. Of these visits to building sites, 114 were recommended 
for hearings with the Conservation Commission, 53 were heard by the 
Commission as requests for determination of applicability under the 
Wetland Protection Act and 61 required filing a notice of intent. 
Along these same lines, 19 required hearings before the Board of 
Selectmen under the auspicies of the Zoning Bylaw 4300. In order to 
prepare for these hearings both with the Commission and with the Board 
of Selectmen much time was spent in the field consulting with the 
engineering firm involved in a particular proposal or with the survey 
team involved delineating and marking the edge of Wetland.

For the Dog Officer's section of the Department, Officer Hall 
reports that 140 dogs were picked up in this time period, 23 were 
remainded in the custody of the MSPCA and 117 were released to the 
owners after payment of pound fees and fines. The annual rabies clinic 
was held on the 23rd and 30th of March. During the clinic 147 dogs 
and 8 cats were immunized against rabies. Also, during this time 17 
dogs were killed or injured following alteration, with motor vehicles. 


For a Department such as this to function smoothly and efficiently 
it requires the aid and support of the other Town agencies. The fol- 
lowing are just a few to whom I owe my thanks, without them my job 
would be more difficult. To begin with, I would like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen for their support and the latitude they allow me in 
running the department. Next, JI would like to thank the Chief of 
Police who has opened his doors to the department in terms of assist- 
ing us in training and the use of vehicles and I would like to than 
Don Delinks, D.V.M. and Rick Newman, D.V.M. for their help day or 
night, with medical problems involving domestic or wild animals and 
their assistance in the rabies clinic. Last, but not least, I would 
like to thank the members of the Department for their support and hard 
work and the dedication they exhibited daily.

SHELLFISH OFFICER 


A total of 5,889 miles were patrolled by me in both car and boat. 
I logged 6 first offense violators while examining permit holders and 
their catches. All violators returned their catches to the shellfish 
grounds under my supervision.

Due to the change over of dates for the Town Report from a_ calen- 
dar year to a fiscal year as per vote of the 1985 Annual Town Meeting, 
I will submit my Shellfish Survey Report at the end of the fiscal 
year. 
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QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 

From April 22 through May 10, 1985, 158 1/2 bushels of contamin- 
ated quahaugs were from Falmouth Inner Harbor, Eel Pond, Woods Hole 
and relayed into the clean waters of Green Pond for natural depur- 
ation. In order to complete the above transplant, I applied to the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries for a Special Permit to 
purchase 1,200 bushels of contaminated quahaugs from the waters of Mt. 
Hope Bay and the Taunton River. These quahaugs will be planted in that 
section of Great Pond already set aside for propagation and natural 
depuration. I will also be planting the Family Area at the foot of 
Harrington Street with Quahaugs. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the Town. The Coonamessett River and Childs river runs received the 
most attention. Due to the lack of rainfall, I had to hand dig _ sec- 
tions of these streams in order to deepen them for the herring to pass 
freely. 


On the spot checks of dredge and fill projects were reviewed by me 
along with members of the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
in order to protect our resources. 


I completed a field survey from Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality Engineers showing shellfish, productivity, type of 
harvest, type of area (mud flats, etc.) sewerage, locations of mari- 
nas, pump out facilities, type of disposal, onshore toilets, etc. The 
purpose of this survey is to determine the location of boating facili- 
ties in relation to shellfish growing areas. This information will be 
of great value to us in the future. Excellent water quality is our 
goal. 


The Bourne's Pond Project shows signs of commencing on or about 
September 15, 1985.

TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER 

Two Hundred and Eighty Meetings were held by the Committees, 
Boards and Commissions of the Town from January through June 1985. The 
Clerical Center has prepared a variety of correspondence, technical 
material, reports, contracts and miscellaneous data to assist these 
government bodies in carrying out their tasks. In compliance with 
Chapter 303 of the M.G.L., all meetings were posted with the Town 
Clerk and minutes of meetings are on file at the Clerical Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center serves as a central office to 
the Conservation Commission in administering the State Wetlands Act 
and the Town Wetlands Protection Bylaw. Approximately 165 petitions 
were processed through this office. 
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The Town Moderator discharged the Christmas Lighting Committee at 
the Annual Town Meeting with thanks and appreciation. A Harbor Study 
Committee was appointed at the Special Town Meeting in June.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
We are increasingly aware of the value of our land and the waters 
which lie around and under the land. The Town demonstrated its concern 
for environmental protection on three occasions in the first six 
months of 1985. 


In February the Conservation Commission cosponsored a "Land Rush 
Event" with the local League of Women Voters and New Alchemy Institute 
which focused on strategies for managing growth to minimize environ- 
mental destruction. The event created a greater Town wide commitment 
to conservation and offered specific techniques to implement that com- 
mitment. The formation of the 300 Committee was one promising outcome 
of that event. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in April, the Town voted unanimously to 
buy 47 acres of mixed upland, wetland and shorefront along Bournes 
Pond. The Land Acquisition subcommittee of the Conservation Commis- 
Sion, chaired by Bruce W. Tripp, had met the qualifications for a Self 
Help reimbursement grant from®the Massachusetts Division of Conserv- 
ation Services. The Town Meeting vote showed broad support for the 
preservation of open space, as well as specific approval of this. pur- 
chase, the next cycle of Self Help applications has been started. 


Town Meeting also voted to create and temporarily fund the 
position of Administrator/Agent for the Conservation Commission at the 
1985 April meeting. Paid assistance has become essential as the work 
load on this volunteer Town Board escalates dramatically. A professio- 
nal staff member will help the Commission with planning, land 
acquisition, administration and filed work and will also make it 
easier for applicants to interact with the Commission. 


The rapid growth of Falmouth is reflected in the number of hear- 
ings and other regulatory business that are mandated by the State and 
Local Laws. The number or hearings and other regulatory business that 
are mandated by the State and Local Laws. The Conservation Commission 
meets nearly every Wednesday evening. Between January 1 and June 30 
this year there were 61 hearings, 53 requests for determination of 
applicability, extensions were granted in 6 cases, 15 were continued 
before a final Order could be issued, 14 returned for amendments and 
17 needed extensive review. 16 Certificates of Compliances were 
issued. 
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The Conservation Commission accepted with regret the resignations 
of two valued members, George Kelly has been a Commissioner since 1967 
and his knowledge and experience will be missed. Terry Cowen had _ been 
a strong member and leader of the Commission, and like Mr. Kelly, he 
is now an Associate member. Their continued advise “will always be 
appreciated. The Commission unexpectedly lost a third member when 
Diane Boretos was not reappointed, she was an effective advocate of 
conservation and an untiring worker. 


From a large pool of interested citizens. The Selectmen chose 
three Falmouth businessmen who are all long time Falmouth residents; 
Gilbert Allenby, John Roger Augusta III, and Stuart Jones. Chairman 
Bruce Tripp welcomed the new members "with open arms and a ton of 
reading material." 


Land management activities were organized and led by Diane Boretos 
and included: beach plantings on Great Pond with the assistance of an 
enthusiastic group of volunteers, planting along Surf Drive and the 
Knob with money and work donated by the Garden Club and the Quissett 
Association, an application for federal funding to address erosion 
problems on the Falmouth Heights bank, and guided walks in Beebe 
Woods. A major review of land use and public access to Great Pond is 
in progress and several steps to combat serious erosion problems have 
already been taken. 


Leases of Town owned cranberry bog and agricultural land continue 
as in years past and the bogs again produced a crop that made a signi- 
ficant contribution to the Town Treasury ($22,606.10 in 1984). Due to 
an unfortunate pesticide spill, the bog operations are being reevalu- 
ated and changes will be made as necessary. 


Conservation Commissioners spend a lot of time on individual 
hearings trying to protect the natural functioning of coastal banks, 
beaches, salt marshes and ponds. We all know that the environment does 
not function along property lines and does not recognize individual 
property rights. Only complete, intact ecosystems can continue to pro- 
tect us from storm damage, to absorb our waste water, to produce food 
for us, to provide us with the wide natural beauty that has meant 
"Cape Cod" to generations of residents and visitors. We welcome every- 
one's help in the long range planning and intensive local efforts that 
must be made to preserve our priceless natural heritage.

WETLAND RESCOURCES STUDY COMMITTEE 
At the 1983 Annual Town Meeting, Article 77 established a Commit- 
tee of five persons to study the Town Wetlands Bylaw, the State 
Wetland Protection Act, the management of Town Wetlands Rescources, 
the duties and functions of the Natural Resources Officers and the 
planning and policy making for the preservation of the Town's wetland 
resources. 
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The Committee, consisting of Judith Stetson, Chairman, Neil Ben- 
nett, John M. Gibbons, Helen Gordon and Robert W. Howarth, was 
appointed by the Selectmen and began meeting in August 1983. The -com-— 
mittee gave an oral report to the 1984 Annual Town Meeting and as 
directed by the article was dissolved. 


A number of the Committee's recommendations have been implemented 
by the Town including: 


1. The Conservation Commission should act more forcefully to purchase 
more conservation land: At the 1985 Annual Town Meeting the Commission 
received a favorable vote from Town Meeting for a major land acquis- 
tion at Bourne's Pond. 

2. The Conservation Commission should have a staff person to assist 
in their work: the 1985 Annual Town Meeting approved this new posi- 
tion. 

3. The Town should adopt several amendments to the Wetlands Bylaw: 
these amendments were adopted at the 1984 Annual Town Meeting. 

4. The Town should continue to require hearings under Section 4300 of 
the Zoning Bylaw as well as the State Wetland Act and the Wetlands 
Bylaw: the Town has continued to follow this recommendation. 


Due to an oversight, the written report of this Committee was 
omitted from the 1984 Annual Report. The summary of the Committee's 
work is included here for historical purposes. The full committee 
report is available in the Selectmen's Office.

PLANNING BOARD 
From January 1 through June 30, the Planning Board met on 25 occa- 
sions. The Board reviewed 88 plans of land, of which 38 were submitted 
as Approval Not Required, 4 were Preliminary Plans and 9 required sub- 
division approval. The Board granted no permits for undersized lots. 
Major Plan Review was required for 20 development proposals. From 
January through June 30th, 242 new lots were created. 


The Planning Board proposed 14 Articles for Annual Town Meeting, 
of which 13 were approved. Nine additional Articles were proposed on 
petition, with two approved. 


One of the Zoning Articles adopted in the April Town Meeting was 
the addition of a multi-family open space residential development 
bylaw. The purpose of this bylaw is 1) to provide a variety of housing 
types and 2) to provide a greater opportunity to preserve open space 
within a residential subdivision. 
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The second important Zoning article adopted the transfer of devel- 
opment rights bylaw which will provide development flexibility toward 
the goal of greater protection of water and land resources. The bylaw 
offers incentives not to develop certain critical resource areas by 
providing a bonus to develop elsewhere. The development transfer 
requires that the applicant meet several tests and can only be utiliz-— 
ed within cluster subdivisions requiring a Planning Board Special 
Permit. 


The Planning Board has also been involved in a joint effort with 
the Conservation Commission in acquiring 49 acres of open space on 
Bournes Pond through the State Self Help Conservation Program. The 
Board hopes’ to continue to assist in acquiring open space throughout 
Town and has filed, in a joint effort with the Conservation, a 1986 
Self Help Application for acquisition of 210 acres. 


The Planning Board has experienced several staff changes_ since 
January 1, the hours of the Planning Board secretary have been exten- 
ded to full time and Brian P. Dolan was hired to fill a new Assistant 
Planner position for a one year trial period. These changes were made 
to facilitate the ever increasing amount of development applications 
received by the Board and to free up the time of the Town 
Planner/Administrator to address long term planning issues.

In addition to serving on these subcommittees, members of the 
Board are represented on the AFSCME Reclassification Committee, Town 
Insurance Committee and the Affirmative Action Committee. The Personal 
Director is designated as the Affirmative Action Officer. 
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A heavy recruitment schedule was highlighted by appointments of 
the Conservation Administrator, Assistant Town Planner, NatuYal 
Resources Officer, Dog Officer and Building Inspector. 


A 4% wage increase was voted at the Annual Town Meeting for  per- 
manent employees covered by the Salary Administration Plan and for 
seasonal and temporary positions. The contract between the Town and 
Falmouth Police Federation was settled for the period beginning July 
1, 1984 and ending June 30, 1986. 


The Personnel Department continued its administration of the 
Town's employee and retiree insurance plans, such as Health, Life and 
Accident, Long Term Disability and Workers Compensation. 


The Board wishes to thank Samuel W. Vincent, Malcolm Robertson, 
Jr., Charles E. Eastman, Jr., and Christopher T. Wise for their years 
of dedicated service to the Board and the Town.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 

This report of activities for the last half of the fiscal year 
allows us to focus on the, historically (since the advent of the 
Town's operating within a "fiscal year"), major duty of the Finance 
Committee, Annual Town Meeting: 

PREPARATION OF A TENTATIVE TOTAL OF FUNDS 
AVAILABLE FOR THE UPCOMING ANNUAL TOWN MEETING: 

Finance Committee officers and staff review the previous year's 
tax levy adding 2.5%; add receipts of the various departments (fees, 
etc.); add the balance of various available accounts to arrive at a 
reasonable initial amount the Annual Town Meeting may safely appro- 
priate. This initial estimate is always conservative and is’ usually 
updated as further information is obtained. It is used as a guide in 
determination of approximately what amount will have to be cut when 
all budget and article requests are totaled. Since Prop 2 1/2 became 
law, estimated available funds have never exceeded requests. 


BUDGET REQUESTS ‘AND RECOMMENDATIONS: 

A packet of forms is delivered to each department administrator 
during the preceeding October, at which time it is requested that all 
completed forms be returned to the Finance Committee no later than 
December 30th. Totals are verified on 61 departmental budgets; items 
added or deleted. The corrected package is delivered to each Finance 
Committee member about January 15th; Subcommittee meetings with 
department administrators are scheduled, posted for public particip- 
ation (of which we would like to see more), meetings held together 
specific information about each line of each request form; formal 
Finance Committee meetings convened during which Subcommittee Chairman 
present the information obtained (many times, a budget is sent back to 
Subcommittee for further data regarding a particular item or items); 
formal Finance Committee vote is conducted; this vote becomes’ the 
RECOMMENDATION. 
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ARTICLE REQUESTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

During the above deliberations, the Board of Selectmen publishes 
the Annual Town Meeting Warrant (at least 30 days prior to the first 
Tuesday of April); The Finance Committee, Chairman assigns each Arti- 
cle to the appropriate Subcommittee; process of recommendation is 
similar to budget recommendation as outlined in "B." above (except 
that after an Article is first published by the Selectmen, it cannot 
be altered). The Finance Committee Chairman will, many times, call 
upon the Subcommittee Chairperson to explain the more detailed aspects 
of an Article recommendation when a question arises during the Town 
Meeting. 


NEWSPAPER WARRANT PUBLICATION AND 
PRINTING OF THE WARRANT BOOKLET 
The completed package containing all Articles with Recommendations 

and Explanations (having been throughly researched for intent and 
legality by the Finance Committee staff and Town Officers) is deliver- 
ed, along with abbreviated budget recommendation, to the newspaper for 
publication in time for review at all Precinct meetings., Finance Com- 
mittee members attend Precinct meetings to answer any questions which 
might arise concerning various recommendations. 


All above material, together with other pertinent information 
including specific and final calculations as to the monies available, 
is sent to a printing company so that the Town Meeting, when assem- 
bled, is provided with a copy of the Warrant Booklet containing as 
much data as possible upon which to make an educated decision regard- 
ing the most necessary needs of the Town of Falmouth as well as its 
ability to pay. 


From April, after the Annual Town Meeting, through June 30th each 
year, the Finance Committee is concerned with making transfers from 
the Reserve Fund and concluding the fiscal year. Sometimes, the 
Selectmen may see the need to convene a Special Town Meeting which, of 
course, would be addressed by the Finance Committee. 


We were very sorry to say farewell to Paul Kelleher who had don- 
ated six years of service to the Town via the Finance Committee. We 
welcome new member, Mary J. Macedo from Precinct 3, and look forward 
to the expertise she brings from her career in merchandising and as a 
native-born resident of Falmouth.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 

The Capital Program Committee was established at Annual Town Meet-— 
ing in April 1984 to provide long range planning for Falmouth's 
Capital Expenditures. The Committee has five members: One each from 
the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, and Finance Committee and two 
members at large appointed by the Moderator. The original Committee, 
which began work in June 1984, included Selectmen, Heather McMurtrie, 
Planning Board member Winnifred Woods, Finance Committee Member, Carol

Bowles Tyndale and members at large Nathan Ellis and Redwood Wright. 
In April 1985 Ms. Woods resigned and was replaced by Janet Hand. 


The Committee is charged with two task. Each year it must produce 
1) a capital budget for the next fiscal year for presentation to the 
Finance Committee 2) a Capital Program for the following five years, 
with explanation thereof. The Committee obtains it initial information 
from department heads and committee chairs who are required by Septem-— 
ber 15 of each year to submit request for capital expenditures for the 
next six years. Capital items include land acquisition, building con- 
struction and purchase of any item costing more than $15,000 with a 
useful life of at least three years. 


As with many new undertakings the committee was faced in it first 
year with delays and complication. Town Departments which were already 
working with long range plans had little difficulty providing the 
necessary information, others found it hard to anticipate needs so far 
into the future. The Committee itself was delayed by the need to break 
new ground, resolve questions of policy and establish procedures. 


Never the less the two required reports were submitted. On March 
6, 1985, the committee sent to the Finance Committee a report recom- 
mending nearly $1,000,000 in capital projects for the Annual Town 
Meeting in April, with $488,000 more to be under taken if funds were 
available. The Committee also supported the Department of Public Works 
proposal for $3.5 million in bonding for water projects, to be submit- 
ted to the voters for exclusion from the limits of Proposition 2 1/2. 


On April 1, 1985, the committee submitted to Town Meeting members 
a five year program of capital spending. Based on the request from 
departments, the program was fairly well defeated for FY 1987 and FY 
1988, much less so for 1989 through 1991. The report pointed out some 
areas where major expenditures may be needed within a few years - land 
acquisition, low income housing, school construction, pensions —- and 
warned of the likely loss of $700,00 per year in Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing. 


The Capital Program Committee recognizes that the first year of 
developing a long range capital spending program for Falmouth was dif- 
ficult for all involved. We are grateful for the opinions, patience 
and cooperation of -everyone we have dealt with and we look forward to 
continuing in that spirit as we all work together to help guide our 
Town. We would like particularly to thank Winnifred Woods for her 
valuable contribution as Planning Board representative during our 
first year.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


This has been a year of contradictions for Falmouth's Recycling 
efforts: on one hand, tonnage are equal to or better than those for 
the same time period in 1984; on the other hand, markets have fallen 
producing lower revenues. The paper market in particular declined from 
$5.00 to $2.00 to “take it for free" to total suspension of collec- 
tion. The white glass market has held steady at $40.00 per ton, but 
green has declined to $20.00 per ton and there is no market for brown 
glass. In order to maximize profits, the Committee is stock piling 
glass for one large shipment. As a result, expenses exceed income for 
the time period presented below. 


The Recycling Committee, along with the Selectmen and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, printed a leaflet for distribution with the 
spring real estate tax bills. This leaflet provided all property 
owners with information on the Recycling program, dump hours, and the 
new garbage contract restrictions for leaves and grass clippings.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


An average of 750 persons use the Main Library daily in the winter 
and 940 in the summer. Book circulation was 255,101; non-—book was 
10,377 and 655 for miscellaneous items. In addition to materials 
checked out, inhouse was average 55-80 persons at any one time based 
on daily spot checks. Juvenile circulation was 14% of the total. The 
North branch accounted for 6% of the total and East 14.2 


The reference collection expanded in quality, variety and depth. 
New law books, micro computer directories, and literature surveys were 
among significant additions. 70-90 informational questions are asked 
daily in person and by telephone. 


Approximately 10% of the book budget is spent on periodicals and 
subscriptions and another 10% on business reference services. 4,884 
books, tapes and other library materials were purchased. Town funds 
paid for 2,823 items and state funds for 2,061. 


Book inventory is taking place for the first time as a by product 
of data conversion. Over 40,000 titles are now incorporated into 
regional database located at the Boston Public Library and another 
7,000 titles on a national database in Ohio. 


Technical Service, formerly cataloging, has taken on a new and 
expanded meaning due to computerized resource sharing among libraries. 
Four objectives were reached and attributed to the library's particip- 
ation in a computerized cataloging network: (1) the backlog of 
uncataloged books has essentially disappeared, (2) current acquisi- 
tions are available to the public in a fraction of the time it once 
took, (3) audio visual materials are now cataloged on line and (4) a 
data conversion project, begun in March, appears to be surpassing pro- 
jected estimates. Limitations of the system are due to shortage at the 
end -— available terminal time and staff. 


The interlibrary loan department, financed with state funds, 
received 7,523 requests for books and information frgm libraries on 
the Cape and Islands. This library filled 40% from our shelves and 9% 
from out all Cape catalog here. Falmouth residents accounted for 697 
requests. 866 books were sent to other libraries off Cape and through 
our national network 243 location of materials were given to be fol- 
lowed up on the local level. 


The majority of library users seek do-it-yourself information. The 
legal, business and career sections are heavily used by persons doing 
research. In the general collection, health and physical fitness 
books, cookbooks, car manuals and computer programming information 
have all been updated, to growing demands. They young adult collection 
has also rejuvenated with new fiction books purchased during the past 
year. 
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Thirty eight community groups used the three meeting rooms on a 
regular basis. Programs ranged from a monthly film series, financial 
workshops, auditory testing clinics and art appreciation. A book dis- 
cussion series titled "In Search of Many Americans" was well attended. 
The program was sponsored jointly by the library and the Massachusetts 
Foundation for the Humanities and Public Policy with a grant through 
the National Endowment for the Humanities. 


Local organization borrowed 269 films. 464 persons used the public 
access computer and 209 persons borrowed the library's passes to the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. A small video collection of 25 "how to" 
programs was checked out 159 times. 


The grounds of the East Falmouth Library were enlivened with 
flowers planted by the East Falmouth/Waquoit Professional 
Businessmen's Association. Interior improvements included carpet 
replacement in the foyer and painting in the adult area. 


East Falmouth Library Christmas and Easter shows were so popular 
that librarians held both morning and afternoon programs this year. 
The event continues to attract over 200 children. Branches at East and 
North joined the Main Library in a townwide summer reading program 
completed by 80 children. Participants who read 5 books and completed 
5 book reports were treated to an ice cream party (thanks to Steve's 
Ice Cream) in the children's room of the Main Library. Children's 
activities included the preschool reading hour, hosted puppet, mime, 
and juggling programs, crafts, and a balloon lift. 


Two thousand five hundred and forty new library registrations were 
recorded, an 11% gain over 1984. The East Falmouth branch had 319 new 
borrowers; North branch 96. 


Six thousand seven hundred and fifty one books, magazines and 
talking books were delivered to 125 people on a regular schedule by 
the on a regular schedule by the Homebound Librarian. Talking books 
and cassettes account for 26% of the total. 


The Library wishes to thank our dedicated volunteers for their 
book mending, filing, sign making, typing etc. and the library users 
whose suggestions help make for a quality library collection.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
Fund raising for the Katherine Lee Bates sculpture project was 
begun under the direction of Charles Innis and his committee. In April 
a maquette, a clay model of the planned bronze sculpture, was unveiled 


and is on display at the library until completion of the project on 
August 12, 1986. 
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As a result of the Massachusetts legislature's vote to increase 
funding for the state's regional library systems, the Falmouth 
library's budget increased to $143,694. Funds were used to improve 
Cape wide delivery of interlibrary loan materials, to fund a study for 
Cape libraries' data conversion options, and to add to the book and 
microfilm collections for interlibrary loan and reference purposes. 


Senior scholastic awards of $100 each for excellence in seven sub- 
ject fields were presented to Kristina Schmitz, English; David Merson, 
Social Studies; Paul Davis, Science and Math; Tom Sawyer, Art; Chris- 
tine Woodward, Music; Katherine Grinnell, Foreign Language. 


A treasurer's report was submitted to the Town Accountant in June. 
Primary expenditures were for the senior awards and all children's 
programs and hospitality expenses. The full report is on file. 


Trustees and staff continue to work towards increasing library 
hours, streamling routine clerical work and sharing resources with 
other libraries in the state.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The library has continued to provides daily service to readers of 
all ages. Programs, such as film showings and concerts were organized 
for the community at large. Classes of young children from the Head- 
start Program at the Woods Hole School and from the Woods Hole Child 
Center visited the library on a regular basis for story hour and _ bor- 
rowing books. 


The annual spring plant and book sale in May raised the largest 
amount of money to date. Chamber music concerts, organized by William 
Simmons, and including area musicians, provided entertainment for the 
community and raised money as well. 


Greater heat efficiency was achieved by the addition of ceiling 
fans in the high ceilinged front room. Storage shelves for back issues 
of magazines were added in the downstairs room. 


Circulation for the first six months (which does not include _ the 
busy summer season) of 1985 was 5,796. Books added to the collection 
totalled 755, of which 467 were books given to the library, and 288 
were brought by the library.

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WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY, INC. 


During the six month period January - June 1985 the circulation 
at the West Falmouth Library totaled 3,703. The collection stands at 
11,642 with 219 volumes added and 134 withdrawn. The 1985 World Book 
Encyclopedia and the Deyo History of Barnstable County were purchased 
with monies from the Iliff Memorial Fund. At the present time there 
are 600 registered members of the library. The library is open 21 
hours a week. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Award, which is 
administered by the Library, was presented to April A. Clough who 
attends Gordon College and Edward G. McGuire who attends Yale Univer- 
Sity* 


The Friends of the Library continue to organize the bridge and 
Book Discussion groups and hold bi-monthly meetings which feature 
interesting speakers. The fund raising efforts of::this hard working 
group, including the book sale held during the summer. Funds from this 
event have enabled the Library to purchase an additional cabinet to 
add to the existing card cataloge system and a smaller unit was pur- 
chased for the librarian's shelf list. 


There continues to be increased use of the Community Room for 
meetings and the Community Art Show was held in August. In addition, a 
committee from the library trustees worked very hard and presented a 
revised set of bylaws for the library. These were accepted at the 
annual meeting in August. 


The dedication of our volunteers from the Friends, the Trustees, 
and the Jlibrarian,Mrs. Shirley Harrison, helps to make the West Fal- 
mouth Library a very vital part of our community.

HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Historical District Commission held nine meeting in 
the first six months of 1985. Thirty three applications for certifica- 
tes of appropriateness were received and acted upon. Of these, one did 
not require a certificate, one was denied approval, and on two no 
action was taken by the Commission, the work having been completed 
before application was made.

Upon the invitation of residents of Woods Hole, the Commission 
sent a member to join discussion regarding an extension of the Woods 
Hole historical district. The proposed addition to -the district was 
viewed favorably by the Commission. As Article 88 in the April 1985 
Falmouth Town Warrant it was accepted by Town Meeting vote.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


Counseling Program 
The staff provided services to over 135 Falmouth Households 
through individual, couple and family counseling as well as casework 
outreach services. 115 new clients were seen for counseling and anoth- 
er 21 cases were reported. Of the total 136 clients, 22 were casework 
outreach. 


Early Childbearing Program 
This service, co-sponsored by Southeastern Massachusetts Health 
Care, Inc., provides programs for pregnant and parenting teens. 


Friendly Visitor Program 
The program provided volunteer visitors to over twenty  shutin 
elderly and disabled residents on a once weekly basis. 


Information and Referral 
The department received an average of 100 calls for service 
information per month. We have an updated resource file with over 400 
items of information available. 


Contracts 

The Human Services Resource Center, Inc., Nauset Workshop, Cape 
Cod Council on Alcoholism, Cape Cod Child Development Program, Inc., 
Children's Services of Pocasset, Inc. Center for Individual and Family 
Services, Inc., and Legal Services for Cape Cod and the Islands, Inc., 
provided servoces to Falmouth residents during the rreport period. 
(Detailed reports on their service statistics are on file at the Human 
Services Department Office and available for review upon request). 


Federal Surplus Foods Distribution 
The program served an average of 650 Falmouth housholds_ per 
month. The value of the free commodities distributed was over 
$100,000. 


Community Meetings 
These public forums included a presentation of Legal Services' 
programs, plays on substance abuse and domestic violence, a public 
discussion of affordable housing and a session to review Falmouth's 
day care resources and needs. A Falmouth Housing Task Force grew out 
of the meeting on affordable housing. The day care meeting resulted in 
a parent advocacy group forming. 


Community Organizations 
Participation by staff on the Board of the Falmouth Service 
Center, Falmouth Family Planning, CCAIRU Professional Advisory, th 
Massachusetts Department of Social Services, and Elder Services of 
Cape Cod and Islands, continue to assure our Town' input in local and 
Cape wide social policy formulation. 
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The coordinater was invited to participate in a Cape wide coali- 
tion of agencies and the State Legislative delegation to work on the 
region's affordable housing shortage. 


Members of the Committee and staff were active in starting Around 
the Table, to develop a free lunch program for low income, alcohol 
involved or menaly ill residents. 


Administration/Budget 
The FY 1985 budget year ended in the black with th Department 
returning approximatley $750. to the general funds. Annual Town Meet- 
ing in April approved the department's budget request of $109,527.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


During the past six months, the Council on Aging has continued to 
expand its role as an advocate for the 6,454 Senior Citizens of the 
community. A steady increase has been noted in the number of persons 
participating in Senior Center Programs, and the number of persons 
registered at the Center has reached 4,319. In addition, 6,800 persons 
took part in Center programs, 3,500 persons used the Council on Aging 
Mini Bus and 91 persons were issued Senior Citizen Identification 
Cards. 


The Council on Aging has received grant awards from the Executive 
Office Elder Affairs totaling $7,263 to continue the Out Reach Pro- 
gram. During this period, 528 elderly residents were contacted in a 
door to door survey to determine the needs of this group. 


The Council on Aging provides, in coordination with other agen- 
cies, the following activities at the multi-purpose Senior Center: 
Health Screening and Blood Pressure monitoring; Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield, Medicare/Medex, Legal and Financial counseling; Income tax 
assistance, and tax seminars; Meals on Wheels; Friendly Visitors; Arts 
& Crafts; Annual Picnic, monthly parties and dances; exercise classes, 
social events and cards; Fuel Assistance; school lunch programs; Mini 
bus service, tours and travel; humanities courses; job information, 
volunteer opportunities; and information and referral and outreach 
activities. The Council participates in the RSVP program, the Elder 
Service Corps and Elder Services Senior Aide program. 


During the year the Council received donations of $2,195 for the 
Mini Bus Fund, $50. for the Building Fund, and $855. for the postage 
fund. The Council also received a donation of 250 gallons of gasoline 
from four service station owners in support of the Mini Bus Program. 
The Council expended $5,472 of these donations as follows: $2,401 Mini 
Bus operation, $1,071 Building and Grounds upkeep and $2,000. on pos- 
tage. 
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The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
individuals for their monetary contribution. The Council also wishes 
to thank each of the volunteers who donate their time and talent in 
support of the Council's objectives and goals. The financial savings 
this effort, together with the monetary amount represent a substantial 
savings to the taxpayers of Falmouth.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


From January 1 through June 30, 1985, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Two World War I, sixteen World War II, five Korean and two Viet- 
nam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty of these 
Veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary 
forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave 
markers. 


Twenty-one markers have been applied for, all have been received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, have been taken care of, and one indigent burial. 


Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Administration 
Office are now being sent to Massachusetts Veterans on a rotating 
basis and not all on November 1, making it much easier to handle. This 
accounted for approximately twenty income statements being filed by 
this office since January 1. 


This office has processed two Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hun- 
dred Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and many other 
benefits during the year. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disa- 
bled American Veterans and ‘the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their 


assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day.

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BEACH COMMITTEE

could find a solution that would be logical and effective. Unfortuna- 
tely, this problem still remains unsolved and much attention during 
the off season will be directed toward a possible solution. 


The second major issue during the summer of 1985 was a request by 
board sailing enthusiasts to have the Beach Committee designate an 
area of Town beach that could be used as an access point for the 
launching of the wind surfing boards. After much discussion and debate 
the request was denied but our committee did agree to make a concerted 
effort to help locate an area of beach that may be suitable to their 
needs. 


The summer of 1985 will also be remember for its crowded beaches 
and beautiful week-ends. It was a common occurrence to see all beach 
parking lots filled to capacity by 10:00 A. M. on week days. 


Our staff of lifeguards did an exceptional job guarding our bea- 
ches and on two occasions responded to emergencies with the expertise 
and professionalism which has become a trade mark of this elite group. 


We were again able to offer free swimming lessons to over 500 
children during a 6 week period and their newly learned skills were 
tested at out annual swim meet. The winners of this years swim meet 
were Falmouth Heights Beach (large beach division) Megansett (small 
beach division). 


Our maintenance crew, under the direction of Bruce Mogardo, was 
again equal to the task and not only kept our beaches clean and litter 
free but also managed to complete many maintenance projects at a 
number of Beaches.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


During the first six months of 1985 the Falmouth Bikeways Commit- 
tee was preoccupied with the reconstruction and rehabilitations of the 
Shining Sea Bikeway, torn up the summer previous by the Town for the 
purpose of installing a sewer line to Woods Hole. In order to assist 
in this work the Bikeways Committee developed and successfully she- 
pherded through Town Meeting of April 1, 1985, Article 52 requesting 
monies to be set aside for the purchase and installation of new bike 
racks and benches for the Bikeway, among other projects. Total 
appropriation for the various requests of the Bikeways Committee came 
to $8,405. 


Governor Dukakis proclaimed May as Bicycle Safety Month. In 
celebration of this event, Falmouth Selectmen issued a Proclamation 
noting that thanks to State, School and Community programs of bike 
safety, Massachusetts bicycle fatalities dropped by over 50% between 
1983 and 1984. That same month Falmouth Safety Officer Andras Nyari, 
and two Bikeway Committee members, Lucille Ferreira and Alta Mae Stev- 
ens, drove to Boston to participate in a city sponsored bike rodeo. 
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On Saturday, June 8th, Officer Nyari and members of the Police 
Department, with Alta Mae Stevens in attendance and taking photos, 
staged a Falmouth Bike Rodeo at the Lawrence School parking lot. I 
should add that the purpose of bike rodeos is to train youngesters in 
safe cycling rules and techniques. 


Before the end of the fiscal year on July lst, John Moody, Bikeway 
member, submitted purchase orders for the purchase of 14 benches, 7 8- 
bike racks, plus 8 specially secure racks for the Town beaches. It is 
expected that this order will be received and installed by the DPW 
sometime during the fall of 1985. 


Other projects of the Bikeways Committee during the first six 
months of 1985 included discussions with Jon Witten, then Town Plan- 
ner, with the aim of developing an overall bikeways plan for the Town. 
Consideration of the possibility of extending the Shining Sea Bikeways 
across Locust Street along the line of the former railroad tracks to 
the present Bus Depot is ongoing and research is still underway. 


Money has been appropriated and signs obtained for marking of a 
new linking bike route, Brick Kiln Road with its spur, Homestead Lane. 
This route will connect the two already marked bike routes, one, ter- 
minating at the Bourne Town Line, and the other, in Menauhant. This 
project is headed by Bikeways Committee Member Ed Cohen. 


Clifford Goering long time Bikeways Committee Member resigned, 
Cliff had also served on the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee, 
Bikeways SubCommittee, he is missed by the Committee. Two new members 
have join us they are David Theall and Robert Stetson.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Recreation Department has had a very busy year up to 
this point in our season. The new Assistant Director, Jeffrey R. 
Wakefield has been with the Department for nine months. He has_ been 
busy familiarizing himself with the Town's goals and needs for the 
future. 


The budget» process which starts in November and concludes at the 
Annual Town Meeting has once again been a challenging task. 


Our spring programs were quite successful as our enrollment was up 
in Teeball, Farm League, Little League and a rapidly growing Girls 
Softball program. Due to the rapid growth of many of these programs, a 
growing population rate and a society that realizes that Recreation 
and exercise provide a stronger mental and physical state many of our 
facilities are becoming over crowded. In the future it is our hope 
that we have the Town support to expand our facilities so we can con- 
tinue to meet the needs of the taxpayers and their families. 
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Our busiest season continues to be the summer time with our many 
childrens programs. Our playgrounds at the Lawrence School, East Fal- 
mouth School and Nye Park in North Falmouth grew in attendance from 
last summer. Our attendance for our tennis lessons at those same loca- 
tions plus West Falmouth and Woods Hole remained about the same. We 
had a_ very successful tennis tournament which showcased our hours of 
practice. The sailing lessons at the Lawrence School were once again 
filled up before the summer began.

Our Summer programs ended with a day 
trip to Rocky Point Amusement Park in Rhode Island and a playground 
jamboree held at the Lawrence School. The Recreation Department 
believes that this was their summer ever as far as its wide variety of 
diversified programs goes. 


In conclusion the Recreation Department would not exist without 
the help of the many volunteers who make it a success. We thank all of 
those who continue to gives their support and believe in our philo- 
sophy of, A better society through sports.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Report of the Commissioners 


Enclosed herewith is the 25th report of the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works. The report covers the operations of the Department 
for a period of only six months, January 1, 1985 through June 30, 
1985, in order to put future reports on a fiscal year basis. This 
report includes the individual reports of the Director, Engineering 
Division, Highway Division, Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds 
Division and the Water and Sewer Division. 


The priority in 1985 for the Board again was the sanitary sewer 
program, Following a winter shutdown of some contracts, the project 
resumed in the spring of 1985. The Board faced many decisions in 
solving problems that a project of this magnitude creates. Camp Dres- 
ser and McKee, the Town's consultants, are overseeing the construction 
of the project with a resident engineer being assigned to each con- 
struction contract. Work on the wastewater treatment plant continued 
through the winter, except for a brief period of shutdown. 


The April Annual Town Meeting approved a 3.5 million dollar bond 
issue for major improvements to the water system, which includes 
laying large diameter mains, construction of a standpipe, construction 
of gravel packed wells and pumping station equipment. This program 
will provide water to the Town's Industrial Park and also serve to 
boost the weaker links in the water system. 


Mrs. Virginia Valiela was re-elected to a three year term on the 
Board in April 1985, and Mr. Manuel Rapoza elected chairman of the 


Board also in April. The Board wishes to thank the Director and Divi- 
sion heads for their cooperation during the past year.

Report of the Director 
ROADS 
Construction was completed on one mile of John Parker Road in May 
with, the placement of the final pavement surface course. This project 


had been in the planning stage for several years, and it is anticip- 
ated to complete this entire road after water mains are installed. 
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A major issue facing the Department has been the condition of 
Falmouth's roads. A list of some 41 roads was developed last year with 
a condition rating established for all the roads. The estimate of 
rebuilding these roads was figured at approximately four million dol- 
lars. The list was then pared down to some two and one-half million 
dollars of road rehabilitation. By vote of the Board last year, it was 
decided to initially approach the road rebuilding program on a "pay as 
you go" basis, and a list of some 28 roads was drawn up and approved 
for inclusion in the 1985 construction season. Town meeting increased 
the major road account from its normal $100,000 to $275,000 and with 
accumulated State Aid funds, the Department had some $700,000 to use 
for road improvements. The list of roads was broken into three phases 
of work and by the end of June, Phase One was completed including 19 
roads for a total bituminous concrete tonnage of 5,637 tons covering 
approximately 3.1 miles of Town roads. Preparations for all paving 
work was done by the Highway Division with Lawrence-Lynch Corp. doing 
the paving under their contract with the Town. Drainage improvements 
were made to each road prior to the re-surfacing. 


BRIDGES 
No major bridge work was done in this report period; however, 
some Town bridges will require some large expenditures in the near 
future. The State has slated Green Pond Bridge for replacement, but 
this will be several years before any construction is started. 


DISPOSAL AREA 

Operation of the Disposal Area continued under contract with Cash 
Landfill Corporation. The Department completed a landfill volume study 
in March with the conclusion that the landfill has a life of approxi- 
mately six years, based on the current plans approved by D.E.Q.E. A 
weigh program has been started on a one day a week basis, with the 
weighing of packer trucks. Total refuse entering the Disposal Area is 
approximately 79 tons per day. 


A total of approximately 3.8 million gallons of septage was dis- 
posed of in the septage area for the first six months of 1985. 


SANITARY SEWER CONSTRUCTION 
The sewer construction program was again in full swing during the 
first six months of 1985. Despite the many problems a project of this 
magnitude bring, contractors have been progressively laying pipe, con- 
structing pump stations, and the treatment works. Countless man hours 
have been put in by the Director, the Board, and the Utilities Manager 
in addressing problem situations as they arise. 


I wish to thank all Division heads and the staff for their coo- 
peration this past year and the Board of Public Works for their 
support of various programs. 
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Reports of the respective Division Chiefs follow. I look forward 
to 1985-1986 to continue to improve the operations of this Department.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 

During the first six months of 1985, the Highway and Bridge Divi- 
sion performed routine roadside maintenance projects such as sweeping, 
patching, catch basin cleaning, roadside brushing; grading unpaved 
town and private roads, installing and repairing street signs and 
painting crosswalks. This division was also involved in special pro- 
jects with the Tree Warden, Parks and School-Grounds Division at 
various times. 


Snow plows were called out at various times due to winter storms. 
Sanders were used a number of times because of slippery roads. 


In capital outlay items, the Division received one hopper’ type 
sander, a vacuum type street sweeper, and one 1 ton dump truck. 


ROAD CONSTRUCTION/MAINTENANCE 
1. Centerline painting - total of 190,130 lineal feet. 
2. Crackfilling was eliminated in this reporting period and no funds 
were budgeted. 
3. Drainage construction will be undertaken after July 1, 1985. 
4. Street resurfacing projects - Annette Avenue, Fortaleza Drive, 
Matto Grosso Way, Sao Paulo Drive, Amapa Way, Sharon Ann Lane, Gayle 
Avenue, Crowell Road, Parsons Lane, Martin Road, Old Route 28, Linden 
Road, Quissett Harbor Road, Prospect Street, Ludlam Street, Buzzards 
Bay Avenue, Orchard Street, High Street, Bowditch Street. 
5. Sealcoating with blue stone will be undertaken in the spring of 
1986. 
6. Construction and reconstruction - John Parker Road completed in May 
1985. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone in _ the 
Department of Public Works for their complete cooperation in accom- 
plishing the above projects.

Tree Planting 


The spring tree planting program varied this year in that monies 
budgeted for this purpose were expended in seedling stock for our tree 
nursery. A total of two hundred and twenty trees were planted and 
will be ready for street tree planting within three to four years. 
The species included chestnut, tuliptree, sweet gum, and London plane- 
trees and will be welcomed additions to monoculture plantings in Town. 
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As part of a special salute to Barnstable County's 300 year 
birthday celebration, thirty trees 'were purchased by the private 
sector from the Cooperative Extension Service's Tercentenary Tree Com- 
mittee. Among the list of donors was the Falmouth Council for Civic 
Beautification with a $300.00 donation for public tree planting. 
Among the species planted were American ~holly, tupelo and honey 
locust, all species that are indigenous to Cape Cod. 


Insect Pest Control 


The gypsy moth caterpillar devastated many areas of Town. A 
total of 800 acres were sprayed with the material Dipel 8L on the 
morning of June 5, after two mornings of weather delays. Wiggins 


Airways Corp. was the low bidder at $13.80 per acre for a total cost 
of $11,040. The State approved its supplemental budget in June and 
included a matching fund program for municipal gypsy moth control. 
Falmouth was approved for reimbursement under this program. The Town 
Tree Division answered requests for ground application of B.T. until 
June 14th when the material was no longer effective against the grow- 
ing larvae. There was a total of eight residents who established 
themselves as objectors to the aerial control program. 


Dutch elm disease started out the year slower than past years and 
I attribute this to the unusually dry spring conditions that we exper- 
ienced. 


Park Section 

The Park Division saw major personnel changes take place. Mr. 
Joseph Couto, Foreman, has been on extended sick leave since February 
15th and will be retiring in the fall. The senior employee in this 
Division, Joe Couto, will be sorely missed, especially with regard to 
his floricultural expertise. Mr. Stephen Kinsman has replaced him on a 
temporary basis and has done a fine job. Under his direction, ma jor 
landscaping improvements were made at Town Hall Square and a total of 
$3,000 in donations from Mr. Robert Ament, Esquire, and the Cape Cod 
Bank & Trust Co. were used to purchase plant materials. 


Contract grass mowing was again put out to bid and awarded to 
Hathaway Estate and Landscape Maintenance for the small detached park 
areas and the two Town cemeteries. 


School Grounds 
Major improvements were made at several school properties. The 
East Falmouth Elementary School and the Mullen Elementary School were 
chosen as sites for the addition of self contained playgoound systems 
manufactured by Big Toys, Inc. Baseball diamonds were converted to 
stone dust playing surfaces at the High School and East Falmouth 
School.

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WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 


Due to the change from the calendar year (January Ist through 
December 3lst) to fiscal year (July lst to June 30th) for Town Report 
periods, the statistical summary for calendar year 1985 will appear in 
the Town Report for Fiscal Year Ending June 30, 1986. 


The Ashumet Well remains out of service in accordance with orders 
from the State Department of Environmnental Quality Engineering. The 
engineering firm of E. J. Flynn Engineers is conducting a groundwater 
investigation to determine the future of this facility. The results 
of this investigation are expected in August 1985. 


The Fresh Pond Well operated throughout the year augmenting the 
Long Pond Water supply. 


In accordance with the Special Town Meeting vote on September 9, 
1981 the Sewer Construction Program is well under way. Current plans 
call for completion of all contracts during the Fall of 1986 and we 
expect the system to be placed in operation by 1987. 


The 1985 Annual Town Meeting approved the appropriation of 
$3,500,000.00 to be bonded for the construction of the Coonamessett 
Well, the Industrial Park 3-million-gallon standpipe, and water system 
improvements. Construction is expected to commence in the Fall of 
1985 and extend over a three year period. The firm of E. J. Flynn 
Engineers has been engaged to provide engineering services for this 
project.

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JOINT TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE 


This report covers the activity of Falmouth's Joint Transportation 
Committee from January 1 to June 30, 1985. No Town funds were expen- 
ded. 


March 29, 1985 Meeting the following projects were discussed: 
Funding Cape Highway Projects, Bikeway Projects on Cape Cod, Cape to 
New York Rail Service, Road Salting, Route 25, South Side Connector. 


Funding projects seemed to be a problem area that could be’ solved 
by keeping open lines of communication. Projects are carried on a 
priority list and never get completed. Many times the State initiates 
projects which have been resurrected after several years of dormancy. 
Nothing new to report on the Bikeway Project. 


Rail Subcommittee took the initiative to outline issues and con- 
cerns with Cape Cod to New York Service. Unfortunately the process has 
not worked and communications has not improved with the Executive 
Office of Transportation and Construction. Again the Committee offered 
it's assistance to the EOTC and consultants in this project. Cape rail 
track and road bed now all improved. Working on the line to Middleboro 
now. Nothing is being done about the secondary transportation on _ the 
Cape as of yet. 


The road salting was discussed at some length as to its effect on 
the quality of water on the Cape. The Barnstable County Selectmen 
Association has a committee who is now studying the impact of salting 
on our highways. 


The Route 28 Southside Connector at the present time is not on the 
State's 5 year Department of Public Works list. Representative Cahir 
advised that he is involved with this project and will continue to 
push for the project and will keep the Committee updated in its pro- 
gress. 


May 16th Meeting the following projects were discussed, Highway 
traffic counts, Bikeway, Rail, New Position - Traffic Engineer, Route 


6 Traffic Study. 


There is a need for more traffic counts on the Cape which will be 
part of a study. Nothing new to report on the Bikeway or Rail. 
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The Traffic Engineer Planner position has been advertised in the 
Boston Globe and it is expected the position will be filled by July l, 
1985. The Traffic Engineer Planner will work on the Route 6 Traffic 
Study. The study area will be between exit 9 in Dennis and the termin- 
ation of the single barrel section at the Orleans/Eastham Rotary and 
will encompass all pertinent local highways. The study will include 
the Towns of Dennis, Harwich, Brewster, Orleans and Chatham, Data will 
be collected for land use, traffic counts, accident data, general 
environmental issues, travel time and geometrics. Some of the alterna- 
tive recommendations which will be considered will be, add medians, 
barriers, increase patrols, select passing lanes, improve signing, 
minimum speed limits, passing shoulders, breakdown lanes and other 
recommendations as determined by the citizens participation process. 


The citizens participation process will involve a Route 6 Task 
Force as formulated by Cape Cod Planning Economic Development Commis-— 
sion. The Task Force will report to the Cape Cod Joint Transportation 
Committee And will consist of appointed members form the effected 
Towns, environmental groups, Massachusetts Department of Public Works 
and local Chamber of Commerces.

STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


The first half of 1985 saw the Steamship Authority achieving long 
sought goals while contributing more than ever to our Town's economic 
health. 


As of June 30, traffic was up in all three major catergories; the 
number of passengers carried, the number of autos transported and the 
number of tons of freight shipped. In fact, at mid year the pace of 
traffic was such that all time records could be set in all three. cate- 
gories during 1985 


The costly Nantucket terminal renovation project was a month away 
from total completion and the authority was going to bid for a new 
craft that would replace the S/S Naushon. The vessel will have a_ pas-— 
senger capacity of some 1,200 (same as Naushon) but be capable of 
carrying up to 60 vehicles as well. It will also be a year round 
vessel. 


Despite diminishing Nantucket service out of the port of Woods 
Hole, the number of passengers who passed through the Falmouth - Woods 
Hole area in 1984 reached 1,287,979, more than 120,000 over a decade 
ago when most Nantucket trips were by way of Woods Hole. 
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I have been expanding Hyannis - Nantucket service at the expense 
using Woods Hole but the Nantucket member has been able to say that 
his island constituents prefer arriving at Hyannis where it is argued, 
they find more shopping, health and educational facilities. 


The Authority's Nantucket passenger traffic has been on a_ steady 
decline for the past five or six years as more airlines lure travel- 
lers with cut rate fares. This kind of competition hasn't harmed the 
Falmouth - Woods Hole operation which serves, primarily, the much 
closer Martha's Vineyard. 


The Executive Director (Joseph F. McCormack) has worked on _ the 
legislative front as well as before Federal agencies to secure funds 
for a new vessel and it is to be hoped his efforts will be rewarded. 


In closing this half-year report, I want to commend Mr. McCormack, 
Treasure/Comptroller Way G. Lamson and the full Authority management 
team for their dedicated service. Indeed, I believe all Steamship 
Authority employees have served well. 


To the Falmouth Board of Selectmen I extend my thanks for their 
support of me in my position toward an ever better Steamship Author- 
ity, ever more valuable to the people of Falmouth.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 
ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED HOUSING 


The authority currently manages 194 one bedroom apartments in four 
locations. Three development's are state funded - Mayflower, Salt Sea, 
and Bayberry. The fourth, Harborview Apartments, is federally funded. 
Eight at Harborview are configured for handicapped. 


A fifth development, federally funded, is being constructed in 
Teaticket - 83 one bedroom apartments, five configured for handicap- 
ped: availability is projected for January, 1986. 


Separate waiting lists are maintained for state and federal 
developments, applicants must submit applications for either or both 
funded housing developments. Falmouth residents have priority for 
housing.

Monthly rent, including all utilities, is 25% gross income, less 
deductions for state units and 30% gross income less deductions for 
federal units. 


FAMILY HOUSING 


Twenty five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 17% of gross 
income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 366 private dwellings in 
Falmouth; 74 state funded; 292 federally funded. Dwellings must meet 
the State Sanitary Code requirements and the monthly rental must be 
within the established fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed by the family and owner. The family's rental contribution is 
25% of gross income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions 
and 30% of gross income for federally subsidized after deductions. The 
Authority executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the differ- 
ence between the family's contribution and the full contract rent. 
Residents have priority on the state list. There is no residence 
priority on the federal waiting list.

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REPORT OF ‘THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had a fine year. Regular meetings were held on 
the second and fourth Tuesday of each month. A number of special meetings 
and sub-committee meetings were scheduled as needed. 


At the annual Town Election in April, Susan Oleszko-Szuts was elected 
as anew School Committee member for a three year term. Re-elected for new 
terms were Cathy Norton and John DeMello. At the reorganziation meeting the 
following officers were elected: Brenda Westgate, Chairman; Albert Roderick, 
Vice-Chairman; and Richard Armstrong, Secretary. 


The Fiscal Year 1986 Budget was approved for $13,085,000. The budget 
included expenditures for Salaries, Expenses, Capital Outlay and Major 
Maintenance Projects. 


The Committee continued its efforts to provide the children of Falmouth 
with the best possible education. The budget developed and the programs 
approved were consistent with this philosophy. 


During the first six months of 1985, the Governor and Legislature were 
actively involved in developing an education reform bill to strengthen 
public schools in all cities and towns of the Commonwealth. Public hearings 
were held, and a number of debates concerning the various components of the 
bill took place. The bill has thirty difficult components which will have 
an impact on the school system. The bill will require considerable effort 
on the part of the School Committee and staff to insure it is implemented to 
provide maximum benefit for all students. 


On behalf of the School Committee, I wish to extend my _ sincere 
appreciation to all the citizens of the Town for their interest and involve- 
ment and the confidence placed in us. We enjoy our work and will continue 
to work for the good of all Falmouth children.

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REPORT Of THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 1984-85 school year was successful and _ productive. The K-12 
enrollment was approximately 4,300 students. The entire school staff ably 
provided for the individual needs and interests of all students. Strong 
parental and community support continued and proved to be valuable assets. 


Enrollment continued to increase for a second year with the greatest 
impact being at the elementary school level. East Falmouth and North Fal- 
mouth Elementary Schools experienced the most growth. The School Committee 
plans to create a School Building Needs Committee to explore the possibility 
of future construction due to the increased population. 


Various staff changes occurred due to retirements and resignations. 
Emma Barrow, the Principal of the Mullen-Hall Elementary School, retired as 
of June 30, 1985. Mrs. Barrow served the system as a teacher and an admin- 
istrator at the Woods Hole Elementary and Mullen-Hall Elementary Schools. 
Selected as her replacement was Michael Ward, a Falmouth resident, who pre- 
viously served as the Principal of the Sippican Elementary School in Marion, 
MA. 


Teachers retiring during the year included Cornelia Adams, Math teacher 
at Falmouth High School; Irene Bayley, Grade 3 teacher at the North Falmouth 
Elementary School; Patricia Brown, elementary music teacher; Eugene Bullock- 
Wilson, Department Chairman for Careers, Grades 5-12; Roy Cooke, Social Stu- 
dies teacher at the Lawrence School; Ethel Deloria, Grade 4 teacher at the 
Mullen-Hall School; Daniel Harrington, Social Studies teacher at Falmouth 
High School; Lillia Holmes, Librarian at Morse Pond School; Patricia Moor- 
man, English teacher at Falmouth High School; Irene Pederson, Grade 6 
teacher at Morse Pond School; Peggy Savage, Social Studies teacher at Fal- 
mouth High School; Joan Swift, Grade 4 teacher at Teaticket Elementary 
School; and Eileen Tantum, Special Needs teacher at Falmouth High School. 
Non-instructional retirements included Ellen Carlson, Food Service Manager 
at Lawrence School; Emily Emerald, Food Service Manager at East Falmouth 
Elementary School; Aldo Milanese, Foreman of the custodial staff at Falmouth 
High School; Joseph Mulkern, Head Custodian at North Falmouth Elementary 
School; and Woodrow Riner, Custodian at the Mullen-Hall School. 


A recognition program for staff members was instituted this year. The 
"Superintendent's Awards for Distinguished Service" were presented to nine 
staff members. The awards are to recognize exemplary service, personal con- 
tributions, and dedicated stewardship to the Falmouth educational community. 
First year recipients were: Joanne J. Burton, Grade 2, Teaticket School; 
Laura Crocco, Grade 2, North Falmouth School; Custodio DeMatos, Custodian, 
Morse Pond School; Petra Finnell, English, Lawrence School; Mary F. Murray, 
Payroll Supervisor, Administration Building; Rosemary O'Rourke, Special 
Education, Mullen-Hall School; Ann L. Reinhagen, Chapter I, East Falmouth 
School; Edward T. Rowan, Jr., Science, Falmouth High School, and Joanne 
Voorhis, Falmouth Educators' Association. 
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At Falmouth High School, a new required study skills program was incor- 
porated into the program for freshmen. Freshmen spend two days a week, for 
one quarter, visiting the reading center for instruction and basic organiza- 
tional and processing skills to help them with writing. 


The first full year of the VIPS (Volunteers in Public Schools) resulted 
in more than 4,500 volunteer hours logged at Falmouth High School, North 
Falmouth School, Lawrence School, and various community settings. 


Major renovations took place at the Lawrence School, with the install- 
ation of new windows and exterior doors. All corridors were retiled and 
lockers and walls were painted. 


The highlight of the year at the Morse Pond School was the visit of two 
educators from Swaziland. The two individuals arrived in colorful ceremo- 
nial costumes and took part in several discussions during their tour of the 
school. 


At the Teaticket Elementary School, some of the successes included the 
continued integration of the enrichment program into the classroom at all 
levels; the plays, musicals and holiday specials; and the extensive work on 
curriculum in the areas of math and science. 


The East Falmouth School continues to promote many worthwhile educa- 
tional experiences such as the programs with the Cape Cod Corps of Engineers 
and New Alchemy Institutes. The resources provided by both groups resulted 
in some exciting and creative programs. 


At the Mullen-Hall School, extensive work was done inside the Hall 
building to prepare rooms for two Kindergarten classes, previously housed in 
the Mullen building. 


Many staff members and students have been recognized for various 
achievements in academics, athletics, drama and music activities. It is 
impossible to list them individually. Through this report we would like to 
publicly commend them for the honors bestowed on them and upon the town. 


We look forward to success in the future. We are fortunate that the 


citizens of Falmouth recognize the need for good schools. We pledge to con- 
tinue to work hard and to strive for excellence in all we do.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON AUGUST 15, 1985 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of 
Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, on August 15, 1985, at 7:30 o'clock P.M. to act on the 
Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: Arthur T. Henderson, 
Theodore E. Amaral, Richard U. Palmer. The Officer in attendance was 
Elmer F. White. Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer 
for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:40 o'clock P.M. by the Moderator, 
George H. Lebherz, Jr. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 159 announced as 
present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 
127. The Invocation was offered by William H. Callahan, Town Clerk- 
Treasurer. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meet- 
ing. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as_ shown 
in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in 
the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and _ stated the substance -of each Article and the recommend— 
ation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 


Thereupon, the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the 
Bylaw having to do with reconsideration of Articles that he would 
reconsider any and all Articles passed under the foregoing vote. 


ART: 1 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or trans— 
fer from available funds the sum of $150,000 to be added to the 
account established for the purpose of relocating the inlet, relocat- 
ing the road and beach parking lot, and construction of a new bridge 
at Bourne's Pond, said additional funds being necessary to meet the 
Town's share of this project, said sum to be expended under the juris- 
diction of the Board of Selectmen, or do or take any other action in 
this matter.

g. "Bulk refuse" shall mean discarded household furniture, bedding and 
mattresses, stoves, refrigerators, and other metal wastes. 
h. "Demolition" shall mean all‘refuse or residue resulting directly 
from building or site construction, reconstruction, repair or demoli- 
tion, or other incidental work in connection with any premises. 
i. "Septage" shall mean all liquid and solid wastes removed from 
cesspools and septic tanks. 
j. "Hazardous waste" shall mean any refuse, the handling or disposal 
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of which, in the opinion of the Director, would constitute a danger to 
the public, Town Employees, or to Town Property. 
SECTION 2: RESPONSIBILITY FOR REFUSE DISPOSAL 

The Board of Public Works for the Town of Falmouth shall have the 
power and is ,hereby empowered to take such measures as they shall deem 
effectual for the disposal of refuse in the Town of Falmouth under the 
following rules and regulations. The operation of the Disposal Area 
shall be under the supervision of the Director of Public Works, acting 
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Management of the Disposal Facility shall be under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Public Works. Any person, firm, or corporation shall 
deposit or cause to be deposited refuse in areas within the Disposal 
Area that are designated as such to accept the particular type of 
refuse. The Disposal Area gate attendant or operator may hold for exa- 
mination or reject any material he believes may be a hazardous waste 
until a proper determination can be made.

No person shall separate, col- 
lect, or carry off such materials unless authorized to do so by the 
Director. This shall not apply to material accepted by the Recycling 
Committee, which material will be removed by said Committee. 
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at the Disposal Area: 
A. Dangerous chemicals, other hazardous wastes, explosive materials or 
materials of unknown composition will not be accepted unless special 
arrangements are made with the Department and/or *-Health- ‘ou-Yrige 
Department. 
B. Tree stumps. 
C. Materials of any kind or nature, including ashes, that contain hot 
live tcoala «or, five- 
D5 Auboycan.or truck bodies. 
The following refuse shall be considered acceptable, subject to spe- 
cial conditions: 
A. Tires in amounts no larger than a 1/2 ton pickup truck. 
B. Diseased Dutch Elm wood, only on special permit by the Department. 
C. Brush in amounts no larger than a one ton (6 wheel, single axle) 
truck or similar size trailer. Brush in trucks will not be accepted 
piled above the top of cab and all loads of ‘brush must be . securely 
tied down. 
D. Septage only when properly completed septage pumping tickets are 
left with the gate attendant. 
All refuse in open trucks must be covered and tied down.

By a counted vote of 125 in favor and 2 against, the necessary (2/3) 
vote prevailed, a quorum being present. Passed Thursday, April 9. 


ART: 77 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw as it 
pertains to SECTION 3422 by amending the last phrase to include GR 
districts as follows: 

"..seven thousand five hundred square feet of area in an RC/GR dis- 
trict," or do or take any other action in this matter.

c) No lot shall have a minimum average width or depth of less’ than 
seventy-five (75') feet. No lot shall include resources areas, as 
referred to in Section 6121, and no lot boundary shall be located 
closer than 100 feet from the edge of such resource areas or further 
if necessary to accomplish the purposes of Section 6111. 

d) The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster of 
approximately three (3) to five (5) lots, and within each cluster the 
lots shall be contiguous.

Four Town Meetings were held during the fiscal year and action was 
taken on 147 Articles in order to conduct Town Business. 


A Special Town Meeting was held on August 15, 1985, containing 15 
articles with the primary concern to complete the funding at Bourne's 
Pond reclamation and road improvement project. After nearly 20 years, 
Falmouth saw the completion of this project and all reports are favor- 
able. 


A Special Town Meeting was held on February 5, 1986, containing 1 
article which provided funding for engineering services for the design 
for the Ashumet Valley water project. 


Annual Town Meeting was called April 7, 1986, consisting of 109 
articles. A Special Town Meeting within the Annual consisted of 28 
articles. Of major importance at the Special Town Meeting was a _ vote 
to provide water to Ashumet Valley residents experiencing ground water 
contamination. A land acquisition bond for the purchase of approxima-— 
tely 400 acres of valuable open space was voted by Town Meeting 
Members. 


On January 4, Falmouth began the celebration of its Tricentennial 
year ** 300th Birthday ** with a flag raising on the Village Green and 
a schedule of events thru the following months leading to a Grand 
Parade on June 15th. 


January saw the retirement of Fire Chief James Rogers after 44 
years of service, including 8 years as Chief. The Town was saddened by 
the loss of Deputy Chief Russell Robbins who passed away in May. 


In February and again in September, the Selectmen, with the assis- 
tance of Town Counsel Frank Duffy and Richard T. Witt of the Water 
Department, successfully negotiated two agreements with the National 
Guard Bureau totalling $2.3 million which compensated the Town and the 
homeowners of Ashumet Valley for their groundwater losses due _ to 
contamination from the Otis AFB Sewer Plant. The Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen is deeply grateful to all who worked so diligently to make 
these agreements a reality. 


At the April Town Election, Heather McMurtrie stepped down from 
the Board of Selectmen after eight years of dedicated service. Her 
successor was Virginia Valiela, former Commissioner of Public Works 
for five years. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of those who serve on 
Town Boards and Committees, also all Town Meeting Members whose deci- 


sions and votes help to make the Town run effectively.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


A supply of serums and vaccines for the control of communicable 
diseases is maintained in the Health Department. These materials are 
supplied to the Health Department by the State Department of Public 
Health at no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, 
the Falmouth Hospital, the Falmouth School Department nursing staff 
and Nursing Services under contract to the Health Department. 


The State provided 100% of the vaccine required at the 1985 annual 
flu clinics conducted under contract by the Visiting Nurses Associ- 
ation for the Board of Health. The total number of flu immunizations 
administered at the 1985 flue clinics, 1166, was 9% greater than the 
1984 total. The Board of Health was prepared to purchase additional 
flu vaccine to complement the State allotment. 


The Health Department performed inspections of all food service, 
mobile food service vendors and the temporary food concessions at the 
Barnstable County Fair. The Barnstable County Health Department provi- 
ded the services of one part-time inspector to assist the 
restaurant inspection program during the summer season. This assis-—- 
tance was provided in addition to the usual technical assistance 
providing by the County throughout the year.

HAZARDOUS WASTE COORDINATOR 


During the year your coordinator attended one Hazardous Waste Seminar for 
small generators sponsored by Cape Cod Economic Planning and Development Com- 
mission, funded by an EPA Grant to assist the small generators in managing 
their Hazardous Waste. This is a continuing problem on Cape Cod as it is very 
expensive to haul it to an authorized disposal. 


During the year assistance was requested regarding the hazards associated 
with Tetrachloroethylene, Trichloroethylene and creosote. Calls were also 
received on Hazardous waste drums and waste water from septic tanks overflow- 
ing into the street. 


Outside consulting firms performing environmental studies for prospective 
buyers of commercial properties in Falmouth called to see if hazardous waste 
was being generated on the site. Names of clean up companies were provided to 
assist them with their respective problems. Assistance was provided in prepar- 
ing the Solid Waste Committee's report for the April 86 Town Meeting. 


D.E.Q.E. provides copies of reports of violations of hazardous waste laws 
by firms doing business in Falmouth. Some follow-up was done and, when neces- 
sary coordination with the Fire Department and Board of Health. I also, 
attended the Selectmen's hearing on underground storage tanks, and provided a 
federal report on the study of underground storage tanks to the Board of 
Health. 


A Cape wide household hazardous waste collection was sponsored by Cape Coc 
Planning and Economic Development, in*’June at the Barnstable County Fair 
grounds — 13 drums of pesticides: 37 drums of other chemicals and petroleum 
products: 137 households participated. This is 50 drums of hazardous waste 
that will not find its way into our water system. 


The Town is working on a pick up of hazardous waste accumulated in various 
departments accumulated over the years. An emergency transfer of funds solvet 
the problem with the waste oil collection at the Town Disposal Area. We will 
have to pay more to have our waste oil disposed of in the future, due to a nev 
state tax on the transportation of all hazardous waste in Massachusetts.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year the department responded to 2,997 
incidents. Unfortunately one (1) of these involved a loss of life. 
The department received a call at 8:14 A.M. on March 185. “19Sa) stop 
fire at the Woods Hole Golf Club Garage on Quissett Avenue, Woods 
Hole. The building was well involved upon arrival of E-22 from the 
Woods Hole Station. After extinguishment and search firefighters found 
the body of John Stimpson who was employed by the Golf Club. 


Two Fire Department members, Deputy Chief Clifford B. Amaral and 
Deputy Chief Russell E. Robbins died during this fiscal year. Each had 
given over 30 years of service to the Town of Falmouth. Their dedic-— 
ation will long be remembered by the towns people they served and the 
men with whom they worked. 


Chief James F. Rogers retired on February 1, 1986. He served the 
department in various capacities as firefighter, fire inspector and as 
a Chief Officer since joining in 1948. During his time as Chief he 
implemented many new management techniques which have made the depart— 
ment a more professional organization. 


Lt. Allen C. Henry retired this year in May. Lt. Henry joined the 
department in 1955. He has served as Firefighter, Fire Inspector, Com- 
pany Officer, and Acting Fire Prevention Officer. 


In March of 1986, Michael Ayers retired. Firefighter Ayers was 
very active in the EMS field and helped to introduce the paramedic 
program to the Cape. 

Richard Garneau, Fire Prevention Officer and Lt. Raleigh Costa 


have been on sick leave. 
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Due to deaths, retirements and sicknesses, many positions had _ to 
be filled pending Civil Service results. Acting Deputy Clarkin was 
appointed to Acting Chief; Acting Deputy Packish became Permanent 
Deputy Chief; Captain Crocker to Acting Deputy Chief; A/Lt Howard to 
Permanent Captain; A/Lt Moniz to A/Captain than to Permanent Lieuten- 
ant; Firefighter's Walter Bennett, Edward DeMello and Arthur Corey to 
Acting Lieutenant positions and Firefighter Arthur Medeiros to Acting 
Fire Prevention Officer. 


Leo Connors was appointed EMS Supervisor replacing Victor Kester 
who returned to Firefighter/Paramedic duties. New Personnel appointed 
Permanent were, Stephen Murphy, Felix Nunez, Joel Carlisle, James Mar- 
shall, Mark Albert and Gregory Clements. Janet K. Gardner was hired 
as Secretary to the Chief, replacing Mrs. Baker who resigned in July 
of 1985. Appointed Provisional Firefighters, Glen Rogers, Laurene Par- 
sons and Russell E. Robbins, Jr. 


Smoke detectors again proved their value on several occasions 
alerting occupants of fire. On January 10, 1986, a cigarette started a 
fire on Rose Morin apartments (Blind Occupant). On January 25, 1986 a 
wastebasket on Scranton Avenue, Falmouth, alerted occupant. On Febru- 
ary 18, 1986 a fire at 233 Central Avenue did extensive damage to a 
home while occupant was asleep. The alarm awoke the occupant allowing 
him/her to leave the house 


Aging fire apparatus and equipment need replacement. A list of 
Capital Outlay and Special Projects requests will be presented to the 
Finance Committee to be available to the Fall Town Meeting. 


Firefighter Felix Nunez graduated from the Massachusetts State 
Fire Academy. All new personnel are required to attend and graduate 
from the Academy in order to become fulltime firefighters in the Town 
of Falmouth. The Department will be sending at least six (6), possibly 
nine (9) new personnel next fiscal year.

Falmouth Hospital has appointed Dr. George Nemeth to act as a 
liaison between rescue personnel and the Emergency Department. Dr. 
Nemeth will be particularly interested in educational needs of the 
EMTs and paramedics. 


The ambulance committee worked on many issues and problems this 
year including recommendations for budget, equipment (ambulances) and 
supplies, and maintaining adequate levels of paramedics. Everyone 
worked hard to help solve these problems.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Support services were provided for fire emergencies, mutual aid, 
civic organizations, and Hurricane "Gloria". 


The Support services listed above required the dispatch of the 
Mobile Communications/Canteen Service van and skilled operating per- 
sonnel. Many responses were for extended period of time and 
necessitated rotation of personnel. 


In addition, many items of equipment were loaned to support vari- 
ous civic, non-profit organizations for short periods of time. All 
loaned items were returned in good condition. 


It is to be noted that the Salvation Army, through their generos- 
ity, provides all the food and beverages dispensed through our canteen 
service at fire emergencies and mutual aid responses. 


Hurricane Gloria - Sept. 1985 


When it was apparent that the Town of Falmouth would be affected 
by Hurricane Gloria the Board of Selectmen directed a meeting of all 
town department heads, emergency preparedness officials, Falmouth 
Hospital, and many supporting agencies to insure that we would be pre- 
pared for the impending emergency situation. 


Upon the Declaration of a State of Emergency by the Board of 
Selectmen the Comprehensive Emergency Plan of the Falmouth Office of 
Emergency Plan of the Falmouth Office of Emergency Management (Civil 
Defense) was immediately implemented. 


The Emergency Operations Center (EOC) Civil Defense Room in the 
basement of Town Hall was fully staffed with support personnel to 
coordinate operations of the various agencies. 


The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association (FARA) provided emergency 
radio services utilizing pre-positioned equipment in the EOC as well 
as personal equipment supplied by their members. The U.S. Coast Guard 
Group, Woods Hole provided radio liaison personnel for marine emer- 
gencies. | 


Cots and blankets were distributed to the emergency shelters by 
volunteers and the Boy Scouts. Shelters were established at the Fal- 
mouth High School, North Falmouth and East Falmouth elementary 
schools. All shelters were staffed by trained medical personnel. Food 
was supplied by the Falmouth School Department. Over 300 people were 
in shelters. 


Buses were furnished by nursing homes and bus companies to move 
people needing transportation. The emergency generators at Town Hall 
and the shelters provided power during the Hurricane. 
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Although much storm damage was sustained there were no major inju- 
ries. All facets of the Emergency Management Plan worked well.

The Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency and Office of Emergency 
Preparedness conducted an Emergency Operations Simulation Training 
program for the Town of Falmouth in the Emergency Operations Center on 
February 13, 1986. Twelve town departments were represented. A total 
of sixty one (61) people were trained, in emergency procedures. Also 
attending were thirteen support agencies. 


The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association conducted two classes this 
year. One was for Novice Class Radio Operator and the other was a 
theory class for General Radio and Technicians. 


Many members of the Greater Falmouth Citizens Band Radio Club have 
joined Civil Defense. 


The Director and Deputy Director, Janice M. Heckler were both 
appointed in November of 1985, they have attended emergency management 
meetings conducted by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency at 
Bridgewater, Bourne, Walpole, Rochester and Hyannis. 


It is impossible to name individually those who have contributed 
so much of their time and expertise to our vital organization. We 
appreciate your support! Meetings — First Tuesday, each month, 7:30 
P.M. - EOC (Basement of Town Hall).

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The fiscal year began with approximately 90% of the addition and 
renovations to the police station completed. Construction is at a 
point now whereby the small details are being taken care of and all 
phases of construction should be complete for open house sometime this 
autumn. It certainly will leave a more favorable impression with the 
youngsters that tour the station. 


Central Records report 2,120 incidents, ranging from robbery, bur- 
glary, vandalism and various miscellaneous events. There have been 
1,141 arrests made by the Falmouth Police Officers. Accidents inves- 
tigated by a police officer total 1,118, of which there were 10 
fatalities. 15,801 complaint calls came into the station along with 
2,507 burglar alarm calls. A total of 21 assault and battery on a 
police officer was logged for FYE 1986.

There was, $850,410.00 worth of stolen property was reported, 
among this included $246,794 in motor vehicles’ reported stolen, 
$123,549 in T.V.'s, radios and stereo's, and $108,785 in jewelry. 


The Crime Prevention Unit, as reported by Sgt. Gary Wemett, the 
department's Crime Prevention Officer, has had again, a busy year. 
Despite a decline in the overall breaking and entering rate, the East 
Falmouth village sustained a substantial spiral in nearly all crime 
indexes including breaking and entering. Given this increase, this 
unit focused many man hours in establishing crime watch programs and 
home security seminars for this populous section of the Falmouth com- 
munity. The following East Falmouth civic groups received special 
attention during the past twelve month period; St. Anthony's Church 
Adult CCD Group, Alderberry/Blueberry Lane Association, Seacoast 
Shores Association, Fishermen's Cove Association and Lochstead Devel- 
opment. 


Numerous home security surveys were completed in the East Falmouth 
area as well. Home security seminars were held for the North Falmouth 
Village Association and town residents at the North Falmouth Congrega- 
tional Church and at the Falmouth Library. 


Elderly crime prevention issues were discussed at length at a 
meeting with residents of the Harborview Complex on Scranton Avenue in 
February. This unit also participated in the annual Career Day at Fal- 
mouth High School. 


There were over two hundred domestic cases handled through this 
department, as reported by Juvenile Officer Paul Carreiro. Many of 
them handled from within the department, resulting in appropriate 
cases referred to the required agency. Over two thousand community 
services hours have been assigned through the court on criminal juven- 
ile activity, within the Falmouth area. There were three custodial 
kidnappings, two resolved with one child still missing. Thirty-seven 
adolescent run-aways, but, the recidivism is very high in this cate- 
gory with the actual count of cases reaching approximately sixty. Six 
incest cases were investigated; also seven care and protection cases 
which were referred to the Department of Social Services. Two youths 
were committed to the Young Services Board on criminal behavior. 


Safety Officer Andras J. Nyari reports the following activities 
for FYE 1986: Coordinated "School Bus" Evacuation Exercise with the 
Transportation Director of Public Schools, ten bicycle safety assem- 
blies conducted at the schools, eight at classroom level, one bicycle 
safety seminar for the Boy Scouts, Annual Boy Scout Rodeo, three mee- 
tings attended with the Falmouth Bikeways Committee, eleven meetings 
were attended at the state level on safety. Safety materials were dis- 
tributed and also made available at the Falmouth Police Department.

Two new appointments were made during FYE 86. Officers Terry 
Cotton and Wilfred Ferrer were appointed permanent patrolmen on Sep- 
tember 9, 1985. Officer Ferrer later resigned for personal reasons on 
June 20, 1986. Officers awaiting Civil Service certification at this 
time are Kris Bohnenberger, Frank Sylvester, Gerald Ceballos, Norman 
Adamson and Theodore Williams. All officers have attended a required 
police academy. Twelve summer officers returned for summer employment, 
leaving seventeen vacancies. Forty-two candidates were interviewed and 
those selected received six days of intensive training in such police 
matters as seemed relevent to their respective duties. 


Scheduled for retirement jis Detective Sergeant Richard Corey, 
whose last day of active duty was June 27, 1986. He has been replaced 
by Sergeant Arthur R. Gonsalves. Several other retirements are schedu- 
led before the end of the calendar year. 


The newly appointed officers attend a police academy and upon 
graduating, they will continue to receive in-service training under 
the direction of Captain Don L. Price, Administration Commander. 


Civilian Dispatchers have been added to the Falmouth Police 
Department. The dispatchers have made it possible to release trained 
police officers to patrol duty, which continues to function well under 
the direction of Captain Paul J. Poulos, Patrol Force Commander. 


As Falmouth continues to grow, there is an increase in requests 
for police services, which the police department has been able to 
accommodate and hopefully, will continue to do so to the satisfaction 
of the residents.

During the fiscal year of 1986 the Board of Appeals met forty- 
eight times and had a total of 167 cases. The number of cases before 
the Board of Appeals increases significantly each year with the Board 
having an increase of thirty-seven cases this fiscal year as compared 
to the previous fiscal year.

During the time period of July 1985 through June 1986 the Depart- 
ment travelled 62,500 miles in the preformance of assigned duties. 
Included in this were 1204 complaints concerning fish and wildlife 
ranging from relocation to propagation, checked were 1260 hunting 
licenses, 390 fresh water fishing license, 464 shellfish permits both 
commercial ‘and family, responded to highway kills of 12 deer and 2 
drowned in coastal waters. 


Reviewed this year were 1582 building applications for new  struc- 
tures, additions and alterations, existing structures for compliance 
with the state wetland protection act as well as the Town Bylaw con- 
cerning wetland protection 419 were referred to the Conservation 
Commission for hearings in the form of notice of intent and/or deter- 
mination of applicability. 


Wildlife management enjoyed a rewarding year, 2 Osprey nests were 
erected, one in the Bournes Pond area, one on Fassetts Point. Two more 
wood duck nesting boxes have been added, this makes a total of 12 this 
year, in conjunction with Brian Dale, Tree Warden. We have embarked on 
a joint forest management/wildlife management program in which we were 
able to alter and replant 100,000 sq. ft. more or less of forestland 
with appropriate alternate sources of feed for a variety of wildlife 
species. Our intent is to continue to expand this program at 100,000 
sq. ft. per year, for a five year period. At which point a review of 
the areas in terms of use will be made and changes affected where 
necessary. We have continued our seedling planting program, with 340 
assorted seedlings being planted this year. The seedlings are planted 
on various Town properties the aim is to offer a diverse vegetative 
community for wildlife. Work was continued in Beebe Woods clearing the 
fallen trees after Gloria. 


The State Division of Fisheries and Wildlife has again continued 
their stocking programs of Quail and Pheasants in Crane’, and Trout in 
the steams of Falmouth providing additional benefit and enjoyment to 
the sportsman of Falmouth. 


This year the dog officer has been a busy man once again, through 
the course of the year he has picked up 402 strays, 123 of which were 
remanded to the M.S.P.C.A. in Centerville, for which the Town was 
reimbursed $3,690., 279 of which were claimed by their owners, receiv- 
ed by the Town was $7,864., with the total being $11,554. The Dog 
Officer also monitored the licensing of 1760 individual licenses, 18, 
4 dog kennel licenses, 11, 10 dog kennel licenses and 2 greater than 
10 dog kennel licenses. Rabies Clinic was a success with over 200 pet 
owners participating. The Dog Officer continues to use the ticket 
system on bylaw violations, this is the second year of this system and 
it seems to work extremely well. Numerous tickets were issued that 
were first time offenses and hence written as warnings. Of those not 
taking heed and found committing subsequent offenses 31 citations were 
forwarded to the court for a total of $790. in fines. 
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In summary I would like to say that this was a successful year, 
many projects were accomplished and new programs instituted. However, 
this success would not be possible without the assistance of and coo- 
peration between Town agencies. First I would like to extend my thanks 
to the Board of Selectmen for their continued staunch support of our 
endeavor, Next I would like to thank the Chief of Police for all his 
assistance and accepting us into his building. Our thanks go also to 
the DPW for the maintenance support given for our vehicles and equip- 
ment. Thanks also go to the Tree Warden for his help and support. Last 
but not least thanks to the Finance Committee for their assistance in 
acquiring vehicle and equipment needed for the Department.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 

From April through July, 2,000 bushels of contaminated quahaugs 
were purchased from Clark's Cove, Dartmouth. From this, 1,500 bushels 
were relayed into Bourne's Pond and 500 bushels were relayed into 
Great Pond for natural depuration and propagation. Prior to commence— 
ment of construction of the relocated roadway crossing the existing 
inlet channel at Bourne's Pond, l transplanted 45 bushels of soft- 
shell clams valued at $2,700 to a suitable area in another part of the 
pond. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the Town. The fishery is improving with the passing of time. 


On the spot checks of wetlands project were reviewed by me along 
with members of the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries in 
order to protect our resources. 


On November 2, 1985, all of Moonakis River channel and entrance to 
it. from Waquoit Bay were ordered closed by the Town to the taking of 
all Shellfish. This closure was a precaution on the part of the Town. 
At a later date D.E.Q.E. in a letter to the Town stated that Moonakis 
is closed to the harvest of shellfish for human consumption until sub- 
sequent determination by D.E.Q.E. reveals that the shellfish are safe 
for human consumption. I am working on the closure in trying to clear 
the problem. I will again ask D.E.Q.E. to retest the area and see if 
we are making any headway. 


On May 9, 1986, at 10:15 A.M., Bourne's Pond flows with new life! 
Yes, it was a great sight to see from the vantage point of the Hydro- 
Dredge Corporation helicopter as Hydro-Dredge was making the final cut 
of the new channel, when the water started flowing through the new 
channel into Nantucket Sound. It was the first good flushing in years. 
This once productive pond has_ been all but a dead body of water 
because of the constant shoaling of its entrance in the past. At this 
writing, nature is nursing this grand old pond back to a healthy envi- 
ronment. The air quality is greatly improved because the offensive 
foul odors of hydrogen sulfide have all but disappeared. Presently 
there is a good tidal exchange of water. Good water circulation has 
aided in carrying away products of decomposition, thereby reducing the 
probability of contamination to our shellfish beds. 
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There is good bottom material in and along the intertidal zone which 
can be seen if one walks along the shoreline. The results from a 
change in circulation and flushing of the pond has played a major role 
in our water quality. Shellfish, eels, bait fish, small flounder, etc. 
are all up in numbers. At present, the completion of the Bourne's Pond 
project is yielding positive benefits to the Town of Falmouth. I sin- 
cerely thank the people of the Town of Falmouth, the Board of 
Selectmen, our Town Boards and Committees, and all of the State and 
Federal Agencies from which permits were sought and obtained in making 
the waters in and along Bourne's Pond a wonderful place to live.

TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


Eight Hundred and Thirty Five meetings were held by the Commit- 
tees, Boards and Commissions of the Town from July 1,1985 through June 
30, 1986. The Clerical Center has prepared a variety of correspon- 
dence, technical material, reports, contracts and miscellaneous data 
to assist these government bodies in carrying out their tasks. In 
compliance with Chapter 303 of the Mass. General Laws, all meetings 
were posted with the Town Clerk and minutes of meetings are on file at 
the Clerical Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center provides secretarial services 
to the Conservation Commission in administering the State Wetlands 
Act and the Town Wetlands Protection Bylaw. Approximately 570 peti- 
tions were processed through this office. 


The Town Moderator discharged the Harbor Study Committee at the 
Annual Town Meeting with thanks and appreciation.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


This was the Town's first year of having a full-time, paid, pro- 
fessional Conservation Administrator/Agent; this much needed 
assistance came just in time as the Commission's number of hearings 
continued to increase, both procedurally and in respect to vitally 
important land acquisition activity. 


In its Tricentennial Year, Falmouth, by virtue of Town Meeting 
action and an overwhelming referendum exclusion of Proposition 2 1/2, 
chose to make major land purchases of some 391 acres for a total price 
of $8,309,000. Self-Help state aid will reimburse approximately 
$400,000 of these costs. 
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Included in this major conservation acquisition was substantial 
frontage on several fresh water ponds - Coonamessett, Morse, Nye, 
Mares Spectacle and Miles Ponds, as well as upland areas in West Fal- 
muoth, Hatchville, North Falmouth and Falmouth Center. 


The 300 Committee was an integral part of this major 
accomplishment. Falmouth's continuing rapid growth meant a busy sche- 
dule of procedural work for the Conservatrion Commission, as called 
for under the state and local Wetlands Protection laws. In all, from 
July 1st, 1985 to June 30th, 1986, the Commission heard 282 "Requests 
for Determination of Applicability of the Wetlands Act', and 183 hear- 
ings on ‘Notices of Intent'. Extensions were granted in 10 cases, 
there were 39 sets of Amended Orders of Conditions and 55 Certificates 
of Compliance. 


In addition to providing the needed technical back-up to the Com- 
mission, particularly in respect to 'Self-Help' grants for land 
acquisition, Conservation Agent/Administrator Andrea Langhauser, pre- 
pared a new pamphlet "\ Guide to the Wetland Protection Act in 
Falmouth". The pamphlet has already proven to be a useful educational 
and reference tool for the public. The daily work of the 
Agent /Administrator with the public in general and with specific 
applicants has made the Commission's work easier. It has also greatly 
increased public understanding and acceptance of its work. 


Further state aid for Falmouth's conservation efforts is pending 
ending to match the $45,000 granted by ATM for restoration work at the 
bluffs in Falmouth Heights. A total of $4,000 was received from state 
and private sources to update the Open Space and Recreation Plan. 


Commission members Bruce Tripp and Judith Stetson were reappointed 
by the Board of Selectmen, and Bruce Tripp was elected Chairman for 
another year.

PLANNING BOARD 


From July 1, 1985, to June 30, 1986 the Planning Board met on 52 
occasions. The Board reviewed 226 plans: 106 submissions were Appro- 
val Not Required Plans, 32 were Preliminary Plans, and 26 were 
Definitive Plans. The Board granted 3 permits for 6 undersized lots. 
Major Plan Review was required for 40 development proposals. A total 
of 519 new lots were created from July 1, 1985 to June 30, 1986. 


The Planning Board proposed 15 articles for the Annual Town Meet— 
ing. Two Articles were amended and combined into one. A total of 14 
Planning Board Articles were approved by Town Meeting. 

Twenty four (24) additional Articles were proposed by petition 


with 21 voted as per Planning Board recommendation. 
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Two of the important Zoning Articles adopted in the Town Meeting 
were revisions in Marine District Zoning and Downtown Parking Require- 
ments. 


The Marine District Bylaw was revised to expand the existing 
Marine District. The purpose of the Marine District is to preserve, 
enhance, and protect uses which are dependent on access to marine and 
tidal waters. These uses have the potential of being displaced by 
other uses which gain value when located on the waterfront but do not 
need the waterfront. Other uses that are not directly dependent on 
access to marine and tidal waters will only be allowed if they are 
Supportive to the principal use and granted by special permits. The 
bylaw is designed to protect marine-related uses which are integral to 
the local tourist and seasonal economy. 


Parking Requirements for downtown Main Street were redrafted in a 
cooperative effort between the Town and the business community based 
on information from the Main Street Data Bank, the Chamber of Commerce 
Downtown Parking Survey, and discussions with business owners. The 
purpose of the amendment is to waive parking requirements to enhance 
the economic vitality of Downtown Main Street to allow for expansion 
of retail activity and residential development. 


The Planning Board has been involved in several cooperative ventu- 
res with other Town departments. The Board worked with the Beach 
Committee to apply for a $150,000 grant for improvements on Old Silver 
Beach. A second project was a joint venture between the Board and the 
Conservation Commission to update the Town's Open Space Plan. This 
project was funded by 2 grants; one from the Conservation District and 
the other from the Northeast Environmental Intern Program. The Plan- 
ning Board and Conservation Commission also worked in concert to 
obtain self-help funds for open space acquisition as part of the 1986 
Omnibus Land Acquisition project. 


The Planning Board has experienced several staff changes between 
July 1, 1985 and June 30, 1986. Kenneth Buckland was hired in October 
1985 as Town Planner/Administrator, replacing the position previously 
held by Jon Witten. Connie Andrews was hired in December 1985 as 
secretary, replacing Eleanor Barrows and Brian Dolan resigned as 
Assistant Planner in June, 1986. We all wish to thank Mr. Dolan for 
his hard work for the Town.

voters would, again, add this amount to the PROPERTY TAX LEVY. 

c) the Finance Committee would recommend that the Town BORROW the sum 
of $98,928 to fund the State's share of the annual State and Local 
Highway Aid Program Thus: a), b) and c) are methods of funding beyond 
monies we actually have on hand and we may deduct these requests from 
the cuts which must be made —- 12,498,928. Now, the Finance Committee 
was faced with a grand total of $3,158,840. in requests which could not 
possibly be funded and asked department administrators to accept, for 
the time being, a 3-fold policy: a) level fund (at the FYE '86 
appropriation) all departmental requests known as "Other Expenses"; 

b) level fund then deduct 10% from all requests known as "Fuel & Power" 
(due to the current low cost of petroleum products); c) fund no 
requests for items known as "Capital Outlay" in either the budgets or 
in Article requests. *(all subject to special circumstances which may 
necessitate an exception to the rule). After implementation of these 
three policies, the Finance Committee had to decrease Snow and Ice 
Removal to zero funding (no money would be needed until much later in 
the year) and ask the School Department to accept a partial funding of 
the transportation program since the total necessary to complete a year 
of this program would, also, not be needed immediately. During prepara- 
tions for an Annual Town Meeting, it cannot be known exactly what 
monies will be available to spend in the next fiscal year the Finance 
Committee recommended spending levels are based on prudent estimates of 
income plus actual balances in some accounts. Later in the year, more 
funds may be realized from additional state aid and other areas of Town 
income. Administrators all cooperated with the Finance Committee poli- 
cies with the understanding that a fall Special Town Meeting would be 
convened to address their remaining needs when all FYE 87 monies were 
definitely known. 


We were very disappointed that Gardner Lewis, having served as 
Chairman for 5 years, decided to resign. He had served on the Finance 
Committee for 8 years, having been elected in 1977. It is difficult to 
lose such a dedicated and knowledgable person; but, honestly, it is an 
awful lot of work and we are, at the same time both happy he is reliev- 
ed of the responsibility and sad that he is no longer participating in 
our deliberations. 
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The Committee was saddened by the death of Member, Edgar A. Center who 
had served two separate terms on the Finance Committee: from 1967 to 
1969; and, again from 1982 through his resignation for reasons of dec- 
lining health, in October of 1985. William V. Collentro, after 2 years 
of service, entered into a sole partnership venture and, due to the 
added work responsibility, submitted his resignation to this time con- 
suming Committee. 


We welcome our new members: William C. Dillon, Accountant and Tax 
Consultant from Precinct 2; Evans J. Flynn, Registered Professional 
Engineer, Panel Member of the American Arbitration Association, retired 
engineering executive and entrepreneur from Precinct 5; and, Horace H. 
Homer, chemical engineer, former Selectman and past Finance Committee 
Member for the Town of Arlington, now retired to Falmouth and repre- 
senting Precinct 5.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The Capital Program Committee's second full year of effort was 
considerably more satisfying than the first. The improvement occurred 
in two major ways: first, we submitted our recommendations on Annual 
Town Meeting capital expenditures to the Finance Committee early enough 
to be incorporated in their own deliberations, and second, the five- 
year program we presented to Town Meeting members in April was far more 
complete than our first attempt, including thoughtful long-range pro- 
jects from almost all boards, committees and departments. It is clear 
that all hands, ourselves included, learned from the mistakes and omis- 
sions of our first year; we offer our thanks and congratulations to all 
who participated in the process. 


The Committee also benefited from relatively low turnover. Modera- 
tors appointments Nathan Ellis has been reappointed for a four year 
term, Redwood Wright has been reappointed for a two year term. Carol 
Bowles Tyndale will continue in her third year as Finance Committee 
representative and Janet Hand remains for a second year as Planning 
Board representative. The only change this past year was the appoint—- 
ment of John Gumbleton as Selectmen member, replacing Heather 
(McMurtrie) Paine who chose not to seek reelection. Her presence during 
our first two years was invalable. Her knowlege of the Town's finances 
and its relation with the state and county, her extraordinary command 
of figures and events, and her wisdom and practical judgmeent rooted in 
years of experience in Town Government, were vital to whatever we have 
accomplished. Her fellow committee members, and the Town at large, owe 
her lasting gratitude! 
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Our Committee is charged with two tasks. Each year it must produce 
1) a capital budget for the next fiscal year for presentation to the 
Finance Committee, and 2) a capital program for the following five 
years, to be presented to the Town Meeting. The committee obtains its 
initial information from department heads and committee chairs who are 
required by September 15 of each year to submit capital requests for 
the next six years. Capital items include land acquisition, building 
construction or remodeling, and purchases of any item costing more than 
$15,000 with a useful life of at least three years. 


The committee's real work began in the late summer of 1985 as 
departments met the deadline for submitting both fiscal year 1987 and 
five year requests. We met almost weekly during the fall, usually with 
representatives of one or two town departments at each meeting. In late 
January, 1986, we submitted to the Finance Committee our recommendation 
for both the Special Town Meeting to be held on February 5 and the 
Annual Town Meeting in April. We unanimously supported both the Special 
Town Meeting expenditure of $205,000 for engineering instatllation of 
town water mains in Ashumet Valley and the subsequent $2.4 million bond 
issue (excluded from proposition 2 1/2) to pay that project. Total FY 
1987 requests were $2.6 million; we recommended $1,366,000 or 51 per 
cent. 


In April we presented to Town Meeting members a report including 1) 
a summary of our Finance Commitee report; 2) a statement of support for 
the Conservation Commission/300 Committee major land acquisition propo- 
sal; 3) a long range capital spending plan totaling about $17 million 
over five years in addition to about $10 million worth of major con- 
struction projects; 4) an analysis of long term available funding under 
Proposition 2 1/2 which indicates a serious shortfall unless_ special 
steps are taken; and 5) a brief statement about what can be done. 


We feel that the Town of Falmouth has come a long way in appreciat- 
ing the need for long range planning in learning how to accomplish it. 
Our committee can do its part only with the cooperation of the busy 
administrators and planners who are responsible for individual depart- 
ments and agencies, and the volunteers who serve on related town 
boards. We have had that cooperation; we feel we are developing good 
working relationships with the Finance Committee and other committees, 
and we look forward to continued improvement as we all work together 
for the long range benefit of all the citizens of Falmouth.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


A total of 5,819 books were purchased from a_ combination of 65% 
local and 35% state funds. Twenty percent were children's books. 
Including 2, 452 adult non-fiction books brought and 30% of these were 
the applied sciences, the "how-to" books of mechanics, crafts, busi- 
ness; the second highest area of purchase was in social science, books 
on government, law, politics and education accounted for 28% of the 
total reference purchases of 481 volumes. Other additions were 192 
large print book, 21 audio cassettes and 737 paperbacks. 


A total of 3,367 obsolete and damaged books were withdrawn in a 
sweeping "housecleaning" project in conjunction with the matching of 
the physical book with the record of the book for the continuing data 
conversion project. Seventy percent of the collection has been entered 
into a database in preparation for the computerized network sharing of 
materials with other Massachusetts libraries. 


Converting records of Cape libraries is a continuing state funded 
project of inputting their records into the database of the Boston 
Public Library. An additional project has been to identify those books 
that were lost or missing before the security system was put in place 
and to remove their cards from the catalog. A total of 1200 titles 
have been identified so far. 


As part of its contract with the state, the library processed 8, 
264 requests for books and information from 39 public libraries on the 
Cape and Islands. Filled from either Falmouth's collection or its on 
line access to other libraries were 56.5 percent. The card catalog of 
books held by Cape libraries provided 1,012 title locations, nearly 
double the previous year. Falmouth residents submitted 648 requests 
for items that were searched off Cape and 997n titles from the Fal- 
mouth collection were sent to borrowers from other Town in the State. 


The greatest interlibrary loan borrowers were the libraries in 
Chatham, Wellfleet, Tisbury, Brewster, Hyannis and Osterville who bor- 
rowed between 400 - 620 items each for their users. 


The ability to access the collections of hundreds of libraries 
nationwide means that borrowers can now obtain books that were pre- 
viously difficult or impossible to locate. Some of the libraries from 
which Falmouth residents were able to obtain books were the University 
of Arizona. Notre Dame University, West Point, Annapolis and _ several 
corporate libraries. 


A total library circulation was 253,761. It is encouraging to see 
that children's reading increased by 9% over last year. The North 
branch circulation was 13,601 or 6% less; the East branch was 36, 980 
or 4% more; the Main library was 203,180 or 1% more. The housebound 
librarian circulated 5,629 to borrowers individually and to those in 
retirement homes. 
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Other circulation figures are 5,116 audio cassettes, 244 video casset- 
tes, 3,852 records, 2,349 taking books and 204 miscellaneous items 
(e.g. sculpture, museum tickets). 


The reference department reports daily questions on consumer 
spending, laws, government, statistics, vocations, careers, colleges, 
quotations, biographical information, art, crafts, mechanical how 
to's, self help. In addition people are searching for information 
relating to market research surveys, census, consumer spending, non- 
public and new businesses, obsolete companies, stocks and bonds, insu- 
rance, health, addresses, product sources and government publications. 


There were 2,503 new registrations, 2,000 of these were at the 
Main Library. New registrations at the East Branch were 427, an 18% 
increase and 76 at the North branch a 40% decrease from last year. 


The children's librarian held story hours and pre-school programs 
and presented several programs featuring storytellers, exhibits and 
displays. School classes continue to use the East Falmouth branch 
heavily. 


We end FY 86 on the following note, $40,000 was received by the 
Cape and Islands Library Association as a planning grant in prepar- 
ation for a computerized network for Cape libraries. 


On line reference searching will now be offered at the Main 
Library. This gives the user current information via computer from 
thousands of journals in government, education, law, health and other 
social sciences. 


A cooperative project of providing current information on the 
magazines and journals held by Cape libraries is near completion. This 
federally funded project aids the user in research projects and will 
be part of a statewide listing. A needs survey of Cape libraries con- 
ducted by a market research firm and financed with state funds is 
being finalized. This study will provide information to enable each 
individual library to apply for grants and will be a basis for the 
planned Cape computer network. 


The Library is striving to meet the criteria for state funding by 
again requesting funds to reopen on Mondays and to adequately staff 
the reference department. Funds for the computer project to streamline 


routine clerical work will again be sought. 


The library wishes to thank its volunteers for their dedication 
and also the DPW for care of the grounds.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The main focus this past year centered on the goal of the comple- 
tion of the statue of Katherine Lee Bates by August 12, 1986. A 
dedicated fund raising committee under the direction of Charles Innis 
worked steadily to raise the money needed for this project from pri- 
vate donations. Upon completion this statue, the only one in the 
country of the author of "America the Beautiful", will be installed on 
the west side of the library grounds. 


Trustees were pleased to present scholastic awards to high school 
seniors in seven areas of study: M. Leo Albert, English; Adam Thomas, 
Social Studies; Susan Schreiter, Art; Gail Lajoie, Music; Sachi Shimo- 
mara, Mathematics; Louise Valiela, Foreign Language and J. Gunnar 
Trumbull, Science. In addition, exhibits and children's programs were 
financed. 


In April an open house in recognition of the 20th year of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Public Library System was held for trustees, 
librarians and the public from throughout the Cape & Islands. 


Trustees are concerned that the contract between the Falmouth 
Library and the state is in jeopardy because the library does not 
meet two state requirements, providing service on Mondays and provid- 
ing reference service 100% of open hours. Trustees will continue to 
seek town funding for necessary personnel to ensure the continuation 
of the $160,000 contract. 


The use and location of the branch in North Falmouth appear a 
chronic problem. At year's end, possibilities for relocation were dis-— 
cussed. 


Trustees praised Cynthia Botelho upon her retirement + after 
twenty-two years of dedicated library service at the East Falmouth 
branch.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


The circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 8, 
247. During the year 387 volumes were added to the collection and 381 
volumes were withdrawn, leaving the collection total at 11,648. The 
total if items withdrawn reflects rigorous weeding of adult fiction 
and the removal of 186 recording which had shown little circulation 
for several years. At the present time there are 460 registered mem- 
bers of the Library. The Library is open 21 hours a week year round. 
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The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which is 
administered by the Library was presented to Tracy Lindner who attends 
Salem State College and Patricia Tessier who attends Bucknell Univer- 
SLUYS 


The Friends of the Library continue to organize the bridge and 
book discussion groups and hold meetings with feature interesting 
speakers. The fund raising efforts of this group has made possible the 
refinishing of the floors and the purchase of a new vacuum cleaner, a 
periodicals rack, and adding machine, and an archival file. 


The Community Room is used for many meetings and programs includ- 
ing the Annual Art Show, Book Sale, Christmas House Tour and Boutique, 
a children's art program and several small concerts. The West Falmouth 
Pre-School continues to use the downstairs classroom. 


During the year, the library received a gift of »28 children's 
books as well as several magazine subscriptions. The Library has also 
joined the Cape and Islands Libraries Association. 


The dedication of our volunteers, the Trustees, assistant librar- 
jan, Mrs. Elinor McCann, and librarian, Mrs. Shirley Harrison, helps

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library has continued to provide daily service to 
readers of all ages. Programs, such as film showings and concerts were 
organized for the community at large. Classes of young children from 
the Headstart Program at the Woods Hole School and from the Woods Hole 
Child Center visited the library on a regular basis for story hours 
and borrowing books. 


The Annual Spring Plant and book sale in May raised the largest 
amount of money to date. Chamber music concerts, organized by William 
Simmons, and including area musicians, provided entertainment for the 
community and raised money as well. In the summer months the library 
presented a variety of programs for children and adults for the 
greatly expanded summer community. A summer reading program was provi- 
ded for children. 


Circulation for the year was 14,700 items. New to the holdings 
this year was a collection of 250 records given to the library by Nick 
and Susan Witzell. There were 1164 books added to the collection as 
well, of which 545 were purchased books and 619 were gift books. 
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A grant from the Woods Hole Community Development Foundation has 
enabled us to purchase some large print books and to organize a pro- 
gram of delivering books to patrons in the community who are unable to 
come to the library.

ARTS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


The Arts Council has enjoyed an active and productive year of 
association with the programatic support of Falmouth artists and arts 
organizations, conducted in the best interest of the development of 
the arts in the greater Falmouth community. 


During fiscal year 1986, the Falmouth Arts Council held formal 
meetings the first Wednesday of each month, and these meetings also, 
included the biannual public open information meetings to assist pros- 
pective arts grant applicants. 


Twelve grant applications were approved and funded during this 
period, and project initiators included the Summer Dance Theater; 
Woods Hole Waldorf Kindergarten; Falmouth Music Association; Carolyn 
Pettigrew Public School Dance Project; Jane Parhiala Road Race Comme- 
morative Wall Hanging; Falmouth Artist Guild; Falmouth Theatre Guild; 
Janet Jaffe School Quilt Project; Falmouth Summer Chamber Orchestra; 
Richard MaClone Tricentennial Slide/Video Documentary; Elizabeth Owens 
Tricentennial Quilt Project.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Historical Commission completed its most important 
task on June 15, 1986 with the publishing of the Book of Falmouth to 
celebrate Falmouth's 300th birthday. 


The Commission received tremendous support from everyone who  par- 
ticipated or loaned material over the three years of preparation. We 
gathered over 250 articles stories, histories, reminiscences, tidbits, 
legends and anecdotes, together with over /00 photographs that have 
been duplicated and approximately 40 maps and charts. 
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The editorial staff, headed by Mary Lou Smith, made every effort 
to use everyone's material in one way or another throughout the book, 
but some limits had to be placed on the size and final cost. Producing 
the 582 page book of Falmouth History took 39 months and involved over 
200 people representing each of the 12 villages in Falmouth. 


The Commission recommended that 5000 copies of the book be_ pub- 
lished at a cost of approximately $100,000. It is hoped at the time 
that this would be enough to satisfy the needs of the Town and a 
second printing would not be needed. The seemingly high cost of pub- 
lication was because the Commission felt that only the best materials 
should be used throughout and wanted to insure that the book stay 
together over the years with photographs and maps that were clear and 
legible. Contributions from more than 600 people amounting to $35,000 
covered all the costs involved in preparing the material, such as 
duplication of photographs loaned to the Commission, purchase of pic-— 
tures found in other collections and libraries, book editors" fee, 
book designer fees, xeroxing, rubber stamps, stationary, postage, 
printing, tickets, mailing, typesetting, color, separation for the 
book cover, book jackets and much, much more. The largest printing and 
shipping cost will be recovered by the sale of the book. The 600 
people who responded to fund raising have received their copies. 


Book designer Diane Jaroch of M.I.T. Press started the book layout 
and design in the fall of 1985 and completed the job by early spring, 
1986. The Halliday Lithograph Corporation of Boston printed the book 
and had it ready for the Tricentennial Party and Celebration at the 
Cape Codder Hotel on June 15th. 


The Commission wants to express thanks to all those who worked so 
hard and helped in so many special ways in preparing the material 
needed for The Book of Falmouth, without whose memories and talents 
and time there would not have been a book at all and much of 
Falmouth's past would have been lost forever.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


Counseling Program 
The staff provided services to over 95 Falmouth Households through 
individual, couple and family counseling and casework outreach servi- 
ces. Seventy-five new clients were seen and another 21 cases’ were 
re-opened. 30 received casework outreach services. 


Early Childbearing Program 
This service, co-sponsored by Southeastern Massachusetts Health 
Care, Inc., provides services for 70 pregnant and parenting Falmouth 
teens. 


Friendly Visitor Program 
30 volunteer visitors met with 30 shut-in elderly and disabled 
residents on a weekly basis. 


Federal Surplus Commodities 
Dairy and grain products valued at over $70,000. were distributed 
to an average 521 households per distribution on seven occasions this 
year. 


Community Organization 

Staff participated on boards of the Falmouth Service Center, Fal- 
mouth Family Planning, CCAIRU, the Cape Area Office of the Mass. Dept. 
of Social Services, Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the 
Cape Cod Coalition For the Homeless. The coordinator served on Senator 
Paul Doane's legislators/human services task force for affordable 
housing, as chairperson of the Falmouth Housing Task Force, and a 
member of the newly formed Upper Age Connection, a coalition of elder 
services providers on the Upper Cape. A one to one program between St. 
Barnabas Church and Church of the Messiah's social concerns committee 
and homeless families was initiated. 


Community Meetings 
These public forums included presentations on the Family Care Pro- 
ject, Senior Citizen Services, Hospice of Cape Cod, and 
Responsibilities of Servers of Alcoholic Beverages. A report was 
delivered by the Falmouth Committee on Racial Equality. An Affordable 
Housing Conference in May stimulated the founding of the Falmouth 
Housing Trust, to provide affordable home ownership opportunities. 


Information and Referral 
The department received an average of 100 requests per _ month, 
including over 200 for basic shelter, financial and food assistance. 
34 calls came for homemaker services. A resource file of over 400 
social services is available. 
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Contracts 

Nauset Workshop, Inc., Cape Cod Council on Alcoholism, Cape Cod 
Child Development Program, Inc., Children's Services of Pocasset, Inc. 
Center for Individual and Family Services, (Cape Cod Mental Health 
Association, Inc.), and Legal Services for Cape Cod and the Islands, 
Inc., provided services to Falmouth residents during the report 
period. (Detailed service reports are on file at the Department for 
review upon request). 


Administration/Budget 
Town Moderator appointed Betty Lynch, James Nidositko, Elizabeth 
Commeyras and Beverly Pires to serve on the Human Services Committee 
Diane Geyser-Field, MSW, resigned and Mary Lou Holland, M.A., was 
hired. Arline Vernet replaced Sandra Peters upon her resignation as 
Secretary. 


The Human Services Committee and staff acknowledge the continued 
support of the Town's citizens and pledge to continue to address 
social service needs of residents.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The 1986 Census figures indicate that approximately 25% 6£° the 
population of the Town of Falmouth are over 60 years of age. The Coun- 
cil on Aging has continued to expand its role as an advocate for the 
6,718 individuals. During the past year, 264 persons registered at the 
Senior Center, bringing the total enrolled and issued Senior Citizen 
Identification Cards to 4,383. Also, 15,127 persons participated in 
Senior Center programs, and 7,161 persons used the Council on Aging 
Mini Bus. 


The Council on Aging has received grant awards from the Executive 
Office Elder Affairs totaling $8,515. These funds have been allocated 
to continue the Council Out Reach program. To date, this program has 
contacted over a thousand senior residents and provided them with 
information concerning programs and services available to them. In 
addition, an information brochure was mailed to 4,606 individuals. 


The Council on Aging, in coordination with other agencies provides 
programs and services at its multi-purpose Senior Center: Health 
Screening and Blood Pressure monitoring; Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medi- 
care/Medex, Legal and Financial counseling and assistance by 
appointment; Income tax assistance, and tax seminars; Meals on Wheels; 
Friendly Visitors; Arts & Crafts; Annual Picnic, monthly parties and 
dances; exercise classes, social events and cards; Fuel Assistance; 
school lunch programs; Mini bus service, tours and travel; humanities 
courses; job information, volunteer opportunities; and information and 
referral and Out Reach activities. Council on Aging volunteers parti- 
cipate in Elder Advocate training provided by the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs. The Council also participates in the RSVP Program, the 
Elder Service Corps, and the Senior Aide Program. 
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As part of the celebration of the lown of Falmouth tricentennial 
year, the Council on Aging and the AARP Chapter 953 sponsored a town- 
wide Ethnic Fair at the Lawrence School. 


During the period the Council on Aging was bequeathed the sum of 
$60,000. by the Estate of Myron and Martha Farias. These funds have 
been allocated to construct a sun room addition to the Center build- 
ing. The Council also received $3,752.50 for the Mini Bus Fund, $60.00 
for the Building Fund, and $937.40 for the Postage Funds, deposited 
with the Town Treasurer, will be used to defray the cost of the pro- 
grams for which they are designated. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
individuals for their monetary contribution. The Council also wishes 
to thank each of the volunteers who donate their time and talent in 
support of the Council's objectives and goals. The financial savings 
this effort, together with the monetary amount represent a substantial 
savings to the taxpayers of Falmouth.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


From July 1, 1985 through June 30, 1986, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Six World War I, twenty-eight World War II, nine Korean and _ six 
Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-four of 
these Veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemet- 
ery. The widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the 
necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims 
and grave markers. 


Fourteen markers have been applied for, all have been received and 
implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, have been taken care of, and one indigent burial. 


Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Administration 
Office are now being sent to Massachusetts Veterans on a rotating 
basis and not all on November 1, making it much easier to handle. This 
accounted for approximately forty income statements being filed by 
this office since January 1. 


This office has processed one Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hun- 
dred Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and many other 
benefits during the year. 
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I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disa- 
bled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their 
assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day.

Students from Teaticket 
School placed carnation nosegays on the markers at Memorial Lane, 
during the roll call. Musical selections were offered by the Falmouth 
Women's Club and students from Morse Pond School, directed by Thomas 
Goux. 


The Veterans Day Ceremonies were held on November 11, 1985 with 
members of the Council placing the wreaths on the Memorials and toss- 
ing the flowers on Deacons Pond. The Council voted to have all flags 
removed from local cemeteries after Veterans Day, as they were in poor 
condition. 


The Veterans Falmouth Road Race, sponsored by the Veterans of Fal- 
mouth was a huge success and added $703. to the Scholarship Fund.

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BEACH COMMITTEE 


While the sunny days seemed few and far between, there was 
nonetheless a great deal of activity on the Falmouth Beaches during 
the 1986 summer season. 


Our Committee faced many obstacles before finally putting Menau- 
hant Beach on line (i.e. channel, parking and beach areas). However, 
with the additional bulldozing, fencing, and grading, we were able to 
open the beach by early July. Although further improvements are immi- 
nent, we feel we were still able to offer beach goers a larger and 
more attractive beach. 


Parking Permit sales represented nearly one half of this summer's 
total revenue. This was primarily due to the renewal of the resident 
sticker of which about 12,000 were issued. 


The perennial problem of alcohol consumption on Heights Beach on 
Road Race day prompted our committee to experiment with fencing off 
the beach from the finish line area. We felt that the fence. which was 
monitored by our staff and the Police Department, was a possible solu- 
tion to curbing this serious problem. 


The annual Swim Meet was once again a great success; Falmouth 
Heights and Bristol emerged as the victorious beaches. The winning 
coaches along with the recipients of the annual awards were recognized 
at the Awards Night dinner. 


The future of several important projects and proposals will be 
decided on Town Meeting floor this fall. Our Committee will be asking 
for the Town's support of a major renovation project at Old Silver 
Beach, vehicle replacement and a lifeguard training program. We also 
plan to present a salary increase proposal for our lifeguards. For the 
first time ever, we were unable to fill the open lifeguard positions 
from the initial May tryout. We feel that this increase will attract a 
greater number of applicants and keep our present staff in the system. 


We would like to thank the Department of Public Works for their 
continued support and assistance; William Sangster, Steven Allietta, 
and Bruce Mogardo for their guidance, leadership, and hard work.

WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 
July 1985 saw the completion of hydraulic dredging at Fel Pond 
Menauhant and the acceptance of the Eel Pond Woods Hole Dock after 
reconstruction. 
A joint filing with the Town of Bourne to the Division of Wat- 


erways was made for the dredging of Megansett and Squeteague harbor 
channels. 
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Boats at the Town Marina survived the storm of September, 1985 
with little damage due largely to the efforts of many volunteers help- 
ing the staff at the Marina. 


The Committee has petitioned the Division of Waterways for a 
$200,000.00 grant to repair the Town Dock Great Harbor Woods Hole. 


The Committee has hired a consultant to study and bring forth a 
permanent solution to the shoaling of Green Pond and Eel Pond channels 
which require dredging usually every year. 


The Harrington Street ramp and dock will be put out for bids in 
September 1986. 


The Committee has submitted to the Capital Outlay Committee and 
the Finance Committee a five year program for $2,256,000. for the 
reconstruction of docks, Town landings, buildings, jetties and dredg- 
ing. Many of the docks and bulkheads are over thirty (30) years old 
and in poor and dangerous condition.

HARBOR MASTER 


September 1985 brought the first touch of a hurricane to Falmouth 
in many years and pointed up the need for boatyards and boat owners to 
pay more attention to their ground tackle. Some twenty-five (25) boats 
went ashore in Waquoit Bay and fourteen (14) in Green Pond, with many 
suffering major damage. 


The new patrol boat arrived the first of September in time to do 
yeoman service. The boating public responded well to the boat and 


donations of much needed electronic equipment were received. 


Vandalism to aids to navigation continues to be high, thus endan- 
gering the boating public. 


With the boom in residential building, the demand for moorings 
remains high. It is hoped that the future rebuilding of the Green Pond 
bridge will bring additional height to relieve some of the pressure in 
that harbor as did the heightening of the Great Pond bridge. As of 
June 30, 1986 there were 2807 moorings in the Town. 


John McCarthy joined the Department in September as Deputy Harbor 
Master bringing versatile talents in the maintenance field to the 
advantage of this Department and the Waterways Committee. 


The Department would like to thank the Assistant Harbor Masters 
for their help. The continuing support of the Police, Fire, Public 
Works, U.S. Coast Guard and West Falmouth Harbor Patrol is gratefully 
acknowledged.

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DATA PROCESSING 


OVERVIEW: The Town of Falmouth has an extensive data-processing 
operation consisting of a Digital PDP 11/44 computer with two megaby- 
tes of memory operating under RSTS-E, Digital's multi-task, 
time-sharing, operating system. The Town's computer is accessible from 
thirty-three terminals and printers located throughout the Town (Town 
Hall, Police Station, Fire Station, and Harbor Master's Office) and 
also connected to a comparable Digital 11/70 system at the Falmouth 
High School by DECNET and direct lines. 


The on-line storage capacity for the Town consists of two fixed 
disk drives of 414 megabytes each. All programs and files reside on 
these two disks which are backed up nightly to tape and stored in a 
fire-proof cabinet. An off-site tape is stored weekly as well. This 
backup procedure is essential to the security of the entire operation 
and takes a minimum of three hours (off-hours) nightly. 


The Town has roughly 800 operational programs under thirty separ- 
ate systems. The majority of the programs are written in COBOL (Common 
Business Oriented Language) with some use of BASIC, Decform, and Data- 
trieve. Maintaining these existing systems with their required 
changes, including the daily operations and problems, accounts for the 
majority of the time spent by the Data Processing personnel. 


MAJOR SYSTEMS: The largest use of the computer is by the 
Assessor's and Tax Collection Departments for storage, evaluation, 
billing and processing of all taxable property; real estate, personal 
property, automobiles, boats and moorings. These systems are enhanced 
to take care of betterments, abatements, exemptions and certificates. 
This year we are installing our own Appraisal System, work which we 
have contracted out in the past. The savings in this revaluation year 
have been estimated at $450,000. Four years ago we installed a Lock 
Box System which provides immediate daily deposit and computerized 
daily posting of roughly seventy percent of the thirty thousand tax 
bills (real estate and personal property). The interest alone saves 
the Town hundreds of thousands of dollars yearly, not to mention the 
time saved in posting and bookkeeping. Plans are being made now to do 
in-house scanning of all bills in the comming year. 


Another major system is the Parking Ticket System for the Police 
Department. Since it was installed three years ago, $125,000 has been 
collected. Prior to that time, processing parking tickets actually 
cost the Town money. Other important systems include Water Billing, 
Moorings, Accounting, Payroll, Telephone, Budget, Dog Licenses, and 
Voter Registration. There is not a department in the Town that does 
not depend heavily on the computer for one if not more of it's major 
functions. 
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CURRENT STATUS: The current status of the Town's computer is 
"ful1-to-capacity". All available ports for terminals or printers are 
in use and the two disk drives are 78% full and 91% full respectively. 
Our main "medium speed" printer at 300 lines per minute is only barely 
adequate for putting out the thousands of bills and reports required 
each week. When it is down, we do not have a backup printer to take 
its place. The computer room itself is crowded and noisy with no room 
for additional equipment. 


We have many requests from several departments for more terminals, 
expanded systems, new applicetions and more Word Processor capabili- 
ties. In order to meet those needs we have requested the following: 


16 port board for more terminals 

1 megabyte more of main memory 

Another disk drive with controller 

Bar Code printer and scanners (for tax bills) 
Expanded computer room in adjoining attic 

Work station for Word Processing with terminal and 
letter quality printer 

7. Increased hours for the computer operator

FINAL COMMENTS There are few towns in the State that can claim 
such a complete data processing base, and there is considerable finan- 
cial gain provided to the Town by the computer and it's systems. How 
fast we want our data processing effort to grow is up for debate, but 
the most important point is that it is impossible in 1986 to operate a 
town of our size without one. In the past few years the Town has made 
a commitment to data processing by purchasing equipment and budgeting 
for development of systems. It is to the benefit of the Town to con- 
tinue this commitment and it is hoped that the Town will provide the 
support and _ personnel needed to maintain the level of quality of the 
existing operation and to allow for expansion in the future.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Report of the Commissioners 


Enclosed herewith is the 26th report of the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works. The report covers the operations of the Department for 
the period July, 1985 through June 30, 1986 and includes the indivi- 
dual reports of the Director, Engineering Division, highway Division, 
Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division and the Water and Sewer 
Division. 


The priority in 1985 for the Board again was the sanitary sewer 
program. Following a winter shutdown of some contracts, the project 
resumed in the spring of 1986. The Board faced many decisions in solv- 
ing problems that a project of this magnitude creates. Camp Dresser 
and McKee, the Town's consultants, are overseeing the construction of 
the project with a resident engineer being assigned to each construc-— 
tion contract. Work on the wastewater treatment plant continued 
through the winter, except for a brief period of shutdown. by the end 
of fiscal year 1986, all contracts either are complete or very near 
completion with exception of the treatment plant and the Woods Hole 
pumping station. 


The first bid of several contracts for the Ashumet Valley water 
system was opened in May 1986. This system will provide Town water to 
the area of Town contaminated by the Otis plume. Work also continues 
on the 3.5 million dollar bond issue for major improvements to the 
water system. 


Mr. John S. Elliott was appointed to the Board of Public Works in 
April 1986 to fill the unexpired term of Mrs. Virginia Valiela who was 
elected to the Board of Selectmen. Virginia worked very diligently as 
a Public Works commissioner and we wish her much success in her new 
role as Selectmen. Mr. Richard Bennett was elected Chairman of the 
Board of Public Works and Mr. Manuel Rapoza was re-elected to the 
Board for a three year term and also was elected Vice Chairman. The 
Board wishes’ to thank the Director and Division heads for their coo- 
peration during the past year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
Fiscal Year 1985-1986 


ROADS 

The past fiscal year may have been a record year for street paving 
in the Town of Falmouth. Approximately 7.2 miles of road were either 
reconstructed or resurfaced using 15,000 tons of bituminous’ concrete. 
All of the above was accomplished using a combination of Town road and 
State aid funds. In addition to the above, 16,475 tons of bituminous 
concrete was put down on 32 streets that were resurfaced under the 
sewer program. Preparatory work on all roads was done by the Highway 
Division with Lawrence Lynch Corp. doing the paving under contract 
with the Town. 
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Pulverizing and regrading of existing pavement was done on Oyster Pond 
Road, Mill Road, Surf Drive, and Shorewood Drive, comprising some 2.8 
miles of road, prior to resurfacing. Drainage improvements were made 
on all roads prior to the resurfacing. 


BRIDGES 
Bridges are becoming a major concern of the D.P.W. Due to the con- 
tinued deterioration of the Nashawena Street Bridge, the department 
reduced the width of this bridge to two nine foot lanes by the use of 
Jersey barriers. A scope of work has been drafted to hire a consulting 
firm to design a replacement bridge and to also do a preliminary engi- 
neering report for rehabilitation of the Woods Hole drawbridge. 


Completed new Town bridges that were done under the State contract 
are the Menauhant Road Bridge at Great Pond and the Bourne's Pond 
bridge over the new channel on Menauhant Road. 


DISPOSAL AREA 

Operation of the Disposal Area continued under contract with Cash 
Landfill Corp., who was the successful bidder for a three-year con- 
tract. An update on the landfill volume was done in January 1986. 
Results of the survey indicate we are on track comparing this with the 
1984 volume survey. The survey is on a calendar year basis, and in 
1985 a gross volume of 82,480 cubic yards of space was used. Prelimi- 
nary plans were developed for a transfer station to operate in 
conjunction with transferring refuse to SeaMass. 


A total of approximately 9.3 million gallons of septage was dispo- 
sed of in the septage area for the 12 month period from July 1985 to 
June 1986. 


SANITARY SEWER CONSTRUCTION 
The sewer construction program continued, and by June 1986, the 
majority of all road work was completed and all resurfacing was done. 
The main components of the sewer system still in the construction 
state are the wastewater treatment plant and the main pumping station 
in Woods Hole. 


I wish to thank all division heads and the staff for their cooper- 
ation this past year and the Commissioners of Public Works for their 
support of various programs. Reports of the respective divisions 
follow.

ENGINEERING SECTION 


Inspection and supervision of various streets, resurfaced under 
resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. 


The assessors maps were brought up to date as Of January 1, 1986 
and a good start has been made on plotting 1986 deeds and plans. 
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In addition to the above,numerous questions and requests by other 
divisions, department, committees and individuals have been answered 
and/or complied with. Most notable of these are the daily inspections 
in the field for the Planning Board to make sure the road construction 
and drainage comply with Town and Planning Board regulations. 


This Division has continued a program to define old Town layouts 
and replacing any monuments that are missing. 


During the year, on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivison plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot 
plans for building permits, etc. In addition there are numerous calls 
from banks, insurance companies and lawyers for information on the new 
flood plain maps.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 


In 1985 the Highway and Bridge Division was performing maintenance 
projects as usual, such as_ street sweeping, patching, catch basin 
cleaning, roadside mowing, grading dirt roads, installing and repair- 
ing street signs, crosswalk painting, and various other projects 
involving the Park and Tree Division. 


Snow plows were called out five times this year as the winter was 
a mild one. Sanders were used a number of times because of freezing 
temperatures and slippery roads. 


In capital outlay items, we received a road grader and a one ton 
truck. 


On September 28, 1985 Hurricane Gloria hit the Falmouth area and 
damage was repaired by Town and hired forces. 


In closing, again, I would like to express my sincere appreciation 
to everyone in the Department of Public Works for their continued com- 
plete cooperation in accomplishing the above projects.

TREE, WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISON 


TREE PLANTING 
A total of 75 seedlings were transplanted to the tree nursery 
including 50 Palownia Tomentosa and 25 American Liberty Elm seedlings 
donated by the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. Also bought 
by the Council were five two-inch caliper and higher shade trees plan- 
ted by this division in public areas. A total of 25 trees were also 
planted at various residential addresses. 
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INSECT PEST CONTROL 

Gypsy moth caterpillars once again defoliated much of the Town. An 
aerial survey was flown in July that identified over 10,000 affected 
acres and ground surveys were done which was the basis for a request 
for a $69,000 article at Special Town Meeting to aerially apply BT as 
a control material. Town meeting did not pass the article and as a 
community service a gypsy moth "hotline" was installed providing 
homeowners with a recorded telephone message about what to expect and 
do. 


Dutch elm disease was confirmed in eleven elm trees which were 
removed. Eighteen trees were sampled for same. 


PARKS AND FORESTRY 
Hurricane Gloria dominated the work schedule for all of the fall 
and early winter. Areas with the most tree damage were the center of 
town, Woods Hole and the Heights. In a report prepared by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, $122,191 was the estimated damage cost of the 
hurricane and much of those costs were later reimbursed by the Federal 
Government (FEMA) including $2,215 for tree replacement. 


Both the Highway and Park/Tree Division worked cooperatively 
throughout the height of the storm and the months following. These men 
risked their own safety for the benefit of other confronting dangerous 
tree damage and electrical hazards and deserve the highest respect for 
their performances. 


A total of 14 acres were selectively thinned at the Town water- 
shed. Marked trees were salvaged for a timber sale totaling 13,995 
board feet and the highest bidder for this material was Cataumet Sawm- 
i411, purchase price was $700. Another 5,000 board foot sale of sawlogs 
was sold to the same firm in June. Landscape woodchips were also pro- 
duced from these thinnings producing over 600 cubic yards for use on 
various DPW projects. In experimental work in the watershed, the 
Department of Natural Resources worked with the DPW in clearcutting 
six and one-quarter acres of wildlife areas and planted various 
grasses and fruit trees. By creating clearcuts, the evapotranspiration 
process of the pre-existing trees will be reduced and large amounts of 
water will now be returned to the fresh water acquifer. 


A complete landscape renovation was done at the Police Station. 
Plans were drawn and $1,000 was spent in plant materials that were 


planted in April. 


The Shining Sea Bikeway received park benches and bike racks and 
the entrance to the bikepath was landscaped. 
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SCHOOL GROUNDS 
A new irrigation system was designed and installed at Guv. Fuller 
Field. School and DPW employees did most of the installation in the 
fall and the system was on line for the beginning of the irrigation 
season. Boston Irrigation, Inc., was the firm responsible for the 
design. 


New bleachers were installed at the Junior Varsity baseball field 
at the Morse Pond School in May. 


CEMETERIES 
This year's mowing contract was awarded to James Potts, III, for 
the grass mowing of East End Cemetery, Old Town Cemetery and various 
parks for a total cost Of bo eD0U.

The Falmouth water system again continued expanding during 1985 
with a total of 9.8 miles of new water mains, 92 new fire hydrants, 
and 695 new water service connections added to the system. 


In accordance with the special Town Meeting vote on September 9, 
1981 the Sewer Construction Program is moving toward completion with a 
projected start-up date during the Fall of 1986. Included in this con- 
struction program are the following facilities:

New collection sewers have been constructed to serve the Downtown 
areas of Main Street and Davis Straits, the Surf Drive area, and part 
of Gardiner Road in Woods Hole. The Falmouth Hospital will also be 
connected to the Town Sewer System. 


At the 1985 Annual Town Meeting a Water Improvement Bond in the 
amount of $3,500,000.00 was authorized to construct water mains in 
various areas of Town and for the construction of a 3.0 million gallon 
water standpipe at the Technology Park area. Also provided for is 
funding for constructing a well at Coonamessett Pond. 


As the year ended, the construction water mains and the design of 
the standpipe and Coonamessett Well are under way. 


Long Pond remains the principal source of water for the Town with 
the Fresh Pond Well providing 20 percent of the total water produced. 


The E. J. Flynn Report was completed in August, 1985 and provides 
technical data confirming groundwater pollution from the Otis Air 
National Guard facilities north of Ashumet Valley. Based upon inform- 
ation provided, the Ashumet Well will be permanently removed from 
service and the Department has initiated plans for installing water 
mains in the Ashumet Valley area.

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JOINT TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE 


This report covers the activity of Falmouth's Representative to 
the Joint Transportation Committee from July 1 to June 30, 1986. No 
Town funds were expended. 


The Cope Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission held 
only 3 scheduled meetings and 1 special meeting on the Transportation 
Bond Issue. A new program Manager, Robert L. Mumford, replaced Wayne 
R. Duchemin. 


A Special Meeting was call for a presentation by the MDPW on Tran- 
sportation Bond Issues to gather support for it's passing the 
Legislature. The total Bond Issue for all transportation activities 
was $1,986.2 Million. Eighteen Million was proposed for railroad 
improvement for both freight and passenger. 


The Committee approved a recommendation to close all lanes of 
traffic on Rte. 6 between Exit's 12 and 13 for bridge repairs and clay 
bed replacement, work was performed during the winter months. The DPW 
will be asking for bids on the five mile extension of the Cape Cod 
Rail Trail through Eastham to Wellfleet. The winter of (85-86) there 
will be a test on the roadway between Orleans Rotary and Eastham line 
for the reduction of salt used. The state is targeting June 1, 1986 
for the start of New York Rail Service via Amtrak to Hyannis with Fal- 
mouth beginning in 1987 when the railbed has been upgraded. 


The National Park Service is looking for four (4) alternative 
routes for bike paths from Wellfleet to Provincetown. The Fastham Rail 
Trail Extension is in the design stage, with construction to start in 
the spring of 1987. Route 6 study has been preparing an analysis on 
accidents and causes of accidents that have been reported, "a trartic 
count is planned in the future. Final recommendation will be based on 
the analysis of safety, traffic and environmental issues.

STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


The last half of 1985 and the first half of 1986 was a tumultuous 
period inside the Steamship Authority - but outside, Falmouth was 
served. 


The positive side of this 12 month period is that (1) more Fal- 
mouth residents than ever have earned their income as authority 
employees; (2) traffic records were set in 1985 and 1986 gives all 
appearance of being another record setting year; and (3) the economic 
benefits of high traffic levels to Falmouth businesses and their 
employees keep swelling. 
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In 1985, 1,362,099 passengers moved through the Falmouth - Woods 
Hole area. Tens of thousands of them spent vacation days in Falmouth, 
visiting the islands as day-trippers. With traffic, of course, comes 
the negative side of the ledger: crowded streets and overflowing park- 
ing lots. 


As this report is written, I am meeting with our Selectmen along 
with Authority management to plan ways of easing vehicle traffic con- 
nected to Authority operations. Perhaps a system can be worked out 
whereby many autos can be parked during the summer at Falmouth High 
School with all proceeds going to the Town. Such a plan would give new 
job opportunities to more of Falmouth's youth, ease traffic problems 
on Palmer Avenue and its environment. 


At least one Falmouth Selectmen attends every Steamship Authority 
meeting monthly at Woods Hole or on the islands. I greatly appreciate 
this interest and the greater cooperation that results as Selectmen 
and I press Falmouth's best interests in any decision weighed by 
Authority Members. 


Late in 1985, Members voted 2-1 to remove Joseph F. McCormack as 
Executive Director. l voted to keep Mr. McCormack, believing he had 
done an outstanding job as chief executive officer during the four” 
year period he held office. His term management policy was successful. 
To do so, is in the best interests of the Town of Falmouth. 


Over these years, we have had prudent management and generally 
wise policy-making that has resulted in such a remarkably successful 
transportation operation serving the personal and economic interests 
of Falmouth as well as the islands. 


I say that despite the deadlines of the past two years or so when 
it must have appeared to the general newspaper reading public that the 
Authority was a gladiators' ring. The smoke of past battles has clear- 
ed. I intend to look to the future. The Authority is not going to blow 
away; it will remain a mighty influence on the economic welfare of our 
Town. 


This is my 24th consecutive annual report to the citizens of Fal- 
mouth. 1 ‘consider it a privilege to work with out Board of Selectmen 
and, of course, with Bill Andrews who is Falmouth's elected delegate 
to the important Advisory Board of the Steamship Authority. Biliive 
performance is outstanding.

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HOUSING AUTHORITY 
ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED HOUSING 


The authority currently manages 2/77 one bedroom apartments in four 
locations. Three development's are state funded - Mayflower, Salt Sea, 
and Bayberry. The other two are federally funded, Harborview Apart- 
ments and the James L. Conley Tataket Apartments. Eight at Harborview 
are configured for handicapped; and five are configured for handicap- 
ped at the James L. Conley Tataket Apartments. 


Separate waiting lists are maintained for state and federal 
developments, applicants must submit applications for either or both 
funded housing developments. Falmouth residents have priority for 
housing.

Monthly rent, including all utilities, is 25% gross income, less 
deductions for state units and 30% gross income less deductions for 
federal units. 


FAMILY HOUSING 
Twenty five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 172% of gross 
income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 404 private dwellings in 
Falmouth; 112 state funded; 292 federally funded. Dwellings must meet 
the State Sanitary Code requirements and the monthly rental must be 
within the established fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed by the family and owner. The family's rental contribution is 
25% of gross income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions 
and 30% of gross income for federally subsidized after deductions. The 
Authority executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the differ- 
ence between the family's contribution and the full contract rent. 
Residents have priority on the state list. There is no _ residence 
priority on the federal waiting list.

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UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT - 1986 


During the past year the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational Techn- 
ical School has continued its efforts to improve relationships between 
the school and it's constituent school systems and communities. 
Ffforts on the part of Administrators and teaching staff to establish 
both short and long range goals which will lead to the improvement of 
the school have yielded substantial improvements. 


The school has participated in a Chapter 74 Program audit conduc- 
ted by the Massachusetts Department of Education, Division of 
Occupational Education, and in April hosted an evaluation team from 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 


Both of these visitations resulted in positive recommendations 
which will be utilized to improve instructional programs and services. 


Several initiatives to improve services throug collaboration 
with other schools and school systems are currently underway. During 
the spring months, several evening school programs were offered for 
the first time in many years through a partnership will continue into 
the fall with the offering of programs of interest to citizens of our 
GIStrice,. 


Partnership with the Cape Cod Technical School's Community Educ- 
ation and Training Program has been established with the assistance of 
a federally funded grant intended to pool the resources of both voca- 
tional schools. Through this partnership program, collaboration with 
the Division of Youth Services, Office for Job Partnerships, and fed- 
erally funded programs aimed at specific target populations have been 
developed and implemented during the summer months. We expect the 
Cape Cod Technical School partnership to continue and grow as we 
survey the occupational needs of citizens in the Upper Cape and 
attempt to establish programming both in the day school program and in 
the afternoon, evening, and summer programs to satisfy these needs. 


School staff have taken advantage of a variety of alternative 
funding sources in order to acquire equipment, materials, and staff to 
improve school programs. Materials acquired through grant programs 
this year include $29,000 for advanced test equipment in the Electron- 
ics Program. $14,000 for micro-computers in the Health Careers 
Program, $81,000 for remedial services for language arts and math 
under the Chapter 1 Program, and $12,000 to fund a Vocational Special 
Needs teacher and to develop a school brochure which will help to 
share information regarding the school's programs and services. 


Outside work projects this year included an addition to the Church 


of the Nazarene in Onset and finalization of a two year construction 
project on the Human Services Building for the Town of Sandwich. 
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In the coming year, we hope to improve existing academic and occu- 
pational programs through upgrading of curriculum and improvement of 
available facilities and equipment. We also expect to be offering a 
variety of additional afternoon, evening, and summer courses of inter- 
est and value to the citizens of our district. 


We welcome input from the community at large regarding the 
development and operation of the school's programs and services. We 
also invite you to visit the school and become aware of the opportuni- 
ties it offers. 


Our appreciation is extended to the Regional School District 
Committee, the several advisory boards which assist us in making edu- 
cational decisions, various town and school officials who support our 
efforts, and the Administration and other school employees who con- 
tinue to make Upper Cape Regional a successful education institution.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee worked diligently during this school year to 
once again insure that the children of Falmouth were provided with an 
education which mét their individual needs and abilities. Regular meet- 
ings were held on the second and fourth Tuesday of each month. Many spe- 
cial meetings and sub-committee meetings took place to work on special 
projects and on the Fiscal Year 1987 Budget. 


At the Annual Town Election in April, Douglas S. Souza was elected 
as a new School Committee member to complete the unexpired three year term 
of Catherine Norton, who resigned from the Committee. Mrs. Norton had 
served the Committee for ten years. The Committee wishes to thank Mrs. 
Norton for her outstanding service to the Committee and for her years as 
an effective chairperson. 


At the reorganization meeting of the committee, the following offi- 
cers were elected: Brenda M. Westgate, Chairman; Albert P. Roderick, 
Vice-Chairman; and Richard S. Armstrong, Secretary. 


The Fiscal 1986 Budget approved by the Committee and Town Meeting 
totaled $13,085,000. The budget was approved after many review meetings 
which allowed for public participation. The budget expenditures were as 
follows:

The School Committee spent a considerable amount of time working with 
the staff on the new Educational Reform Bill, Chapter 188. The Bill is 
intended to reform and strengthen public schools in all cities and town of 
the Commonwealth. Members of the Committee participated in a number of 
meetings with State officials to become acquainted with the provisions of 
the Bill and to gather information which would be beneficial to Falmouth. 
The law will continue to require a considerable amount of time and effort 
on the part of the School Committee in order to allow students and staff 
to receive the maximum benefit. 


On behalf of the School Committee, I want to thank the citizens of 
the Town for their help and support, the staff for their efforts, and to 
congratulate all the students in grades K-12 for their achievements during 


the school year. The Committee is committed to quality public education 
and will continue to work for the good of all Falmouth children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 1985-1986 school year was most challenging and exciting. The total 
enrolllment for grades kindergarten through twelve was approximately 4, 350 
students. These students are serviced by an instructional and non- 
instructional staff totaling 500 people. The success the schools had is due 
to the quality of the staff, the strong involvement of the parents, and the 
fine support of the community. 


Enrollment continued to increase with the East Falmouth and North 
Falmouth Schools experiencing the most growth. Both schools are filled to 
capacity with all available space used for instructional purposes. The 
School Committee established a sub-committee to investigate the enrollment 
Situation and to present some possible solutions to the problem. In the 
next school year, the group hopes to make a recommendation to the Town for 
possible school construction to meet the demands of the increased student 
population. 


During the school year, various staff changes occurred due to retire- 
ments and resignations. R. Curtis McKee, Department Head for English at the 
high school, and member of the staff for twenty-eight years, retired at the 
end of the school year. Other high school teachers who retired included 
Eugene Phillips. Latin teacher for thirty years; Justine Phillips, Latin 
teacher for twenty-three years; Barbara Kanellopoulos, Reading/English 
teacher for twenty-five years; and William Fraher, English teacher for 
thirty-two years. Barbara Ebenfield, Reading teacher at the East Falmouth 
School, retired after serving twenty-five years. Eugene Bullock-—Wilson, 
Department Head for Careers at Falmouth High School, resigned effective in 
October, 1985. His replacement was George Spivey, a teacher at Falmouth 
High School. 


Michael Ward assumed the Principalship of the Mullen-Hall School in 
September, replacing Emma Barrow, who retired at the end of the previous 
year. 


Non-instructional staff members who retired during the year included 
Harryette Alexander, Guidance Resource Secretary, Falmouth High School; Mary 
Q. Malone, Secretary, Lawrence School; Jose Silva, Custodian, Falmouth High 
School; and Agnes Stidsen, Accounts Payable Clerk at the Administration 
Building. 


The school system is most grateful for the contributions these 
employees provided to the schools. Their service was most commendable and 
all provided students with very positive learning experiences. 
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At the opening of school, during the convocation in September, the 
Superintendent's Awards for Distinguished Service were presented to selected 
staff members. The awards were presented for exemplary service, personal 
contributions and dedicated stewardship in the Falmouth educational commun- 
ity. The recipients were Robert F. Hayden, Staff Monitor, Falmouth High 
School; Gregory P. Papasodora, Grade 5 teacher, Morse Pond School; A. Harry 
Thomas, Physical Education teacher, elementary schools; Joanne H. Holcomb, 
English teacher, Lawrence School; Margaret M. Steele, Clerk/Typist, Mullen- 
Hall School; Mary Louise Botelho, Grade 1 teacher, East Falmouth Elementary 
School; Carol Louise Amaral, Special Education teacher, Teaticket Elementary 
School; and Adele M. Rohe, English teacher, Falmouth High School. 


In July, Governor Dukakis signed into law the Massachusetts Public 
School Improvement Act of 1985, Chapter 188, which had been enacted by the 
House of Representatives and Senate. Chapter 188 is the most significant 
piece of legislation enacted in this generation affecting public elementary 
and secondary education in the State. Consistent with the Massachusetts 
tradition of local autonomy, the law encourages and supports local initia- 
tive and accountability. At the same time it provides the framework for 
creative collaboration between State and local government structures for the 
benefit of all the children in the State. The law's provisions include the 
establishment of School Improvement Councils in each school, a Professional 
Development Program for teachers, and a minimum teacher salary program for 
beginning teachers. The law has over seventy additional components which 
will have a definite impact on educational programs in Falmouth and across 
the State in future years. 


Significant developments took place in the past year in the creation of 
curriculum, especially at the elementary level. More teachers were trained 
in hands-on activities for Math instruction. Science programs were 
strengthened through the creation of a Teachers' Guide for the fifth and 
sixth grade levels. Several Reading programs were investigated and one was 
chosen for implementation for the 1986-1987 school year. 


Enrichment continues to place its focus on accelerated activities for 
all students as opposed to a select group of "gifted". The program has 
become a catalyst for educational change and instructional improvement, and 
will serve as a vehicle to unite Social Studies, Language Arts, Science, and 
Math activities into a common theme and "hands-on" projects for students. 
The intermediate and junior high school programs will begin to feature more 
of these activities as curriculum work proceeds into these grade levels. 
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At Falmouth High School, the Volunteers in Public Schools Program was 
strengthened, and a Students Helping Students Program was developed. The 
staff also began to do an evaluation of the Guidance Program with the goal 
of restructuring it to make it more effective. 


A Community Drug and Alcohol Task Force was formed and many meetings 
were held during the year. Substance abuse continues to be a nationwide 
problem. We continued to strengthen our health education programs to pro- 
vide students with relevant information. Parents, the community, and the 
schools must continue to work together to combat this problem. 


The Falmouth High School Class of 1986 graduated on May 30, 1986. The 
class members are to be congratulated for their outstanding achievements. 
Approximately 75% have been admitted to college for post secondary education. 
The class also received a total of $588,261 in scholarship assistance. Of 
that amount, $108,911 was from local scholarships. 


One of the goals of the system is to provide a clean, safe and _ sound 
environment for student learning experiences. Schools are cleaned and minor 
repairs made on a continuing basis throughout the year. Major repairs are 
scheduled on a long-range plan with the Capital Projects Committee. 


Major repair projects completed during the year were: at the East 
Falmouth School, the boiler/burner was replaced with new units and the win- 
dows in the school cafeteria were replaced; at the Lawrence School, 
replacement of windows and doors was completed; at the Hall School, new Kin- 
dergarten rooms were constructed with carpeting on the floors, a new roof 
was installed on the center and east side of the building, and the gymnasium 
required extensive renovation by removing the warped wooden floor which was 
replaced with a cement slab and synthetic floor cover; a coat of paint and 
panelling on the walls completed the project; at the High School, the light- 
ing in the gymnasium was greatly improved with the installation of metal 
halide performance lights; at the North Falmouth School, new exterior door 
frames were installed with weather caulking to comply with the building code 
and a metal framed glass partition was installed in the foyer. A contract 
was issued to remove or encapsulate asbestos in all the schools. An _ asbes- 
tos exposure inspection of the schools was done by a representative of the 
Massachusetts Division of Occupational Hygiene's Asbestos Program in Decem- 
ber, 1985. Falmouth Schools received a very favorable report from this 
inspection. 
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The State of Massachusetts will retroactively reimburse the Town of 
Falmouth for approximately sixty per cent of the cost of major construction 
completed since 1981 through Chapter 515 of the Acts of 1983. Falmouth has 
applied for and received Grant allotments for Teaticket roof, High School 
gymnasium dome, Lawrence School doors, Lawrence School windows, East 
Falmouth School walls, East Falmouth School boiler/burner, and East Falmouth 
School windows for a total of $326, 208.375. 


During the school year many staff members and students were recognized 
for their achievements in academics, athletics, extra-curricular activities, 
and other school related programs. While it is impossible to list them 
individually, through this report lL would like to publicly commend them for 
their efforts and for the honors bestowed on them. 


Falmouth schools are strong, and we are proud of the accomplishments 
made. The Town has been supportive of our efforts and continues to recog- 
nize the need for good schools. We pledge to continue to put forth our best 
efforts and to strive for excellence in all we do. On behalf of the stu- 
dents and staff, I thank you for your cooperation and assistance.

the Town of Falmouth. The applicant shall permit the Police Department 
to photograph him or her and to take his or her fingerprints for the 
purpose of identification. 

6.2 No later than ten days after the filling of such application, the 
Chief of Police shall issue the applicant a licenses, providing that 
the applicant shows evidence of good character. Said License’ shall 
authorize the licensee to do only the business described in his or her 
application, subject to the bylaws of the the Town of Falmouth and the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The license described 
herein shall expire one year from the date of issuance, or on the day 
of its surrender, or upon the filing of an affidavit of its loss or 
revocation. 
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6.3 The fee for such a license shall be ten dollars, except in the 
case of charitable or non-profit organization who shall not be levied 
a charge. 

6.4 In the case of charitable and non-profit organizations or corpora- 
tions with their principal place of business in the Town of Falmouth 
and individuals residing in the Town of Falmouth, the Chief of Police, 
at his discretion may waive fingerprinting and photographing require- 
ments. The Chief of Police may also elect to issue a license to the 
sponsors or officers of an organization in lieu of individual licens- 
ing, provided, however, that a list of all solicitors, seasonably 
made, shall be delivered to the Chief of Police at least forty-eight 
hours prior to the engagement of the aforementioned business. 

6.5 It shall be unlawful to engage in any of the aforementioned busi- 
ness or endeavor except in compliance hereof. Such license shall be 
affixed in a prominent place on the outer garment of each licensee 
whenever he or she is engaged in such business as a means of introduc- 
tion to the customer or citizen. Failure to display said license, when 
engaged in door to door solicitation shall be punishable by revocation 
of said license.

to unreasonably interfere with or impede the flow of pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic, sidewalk or street cleaning and/or snow removal, 
and the ingress or egress from any residence, place of business or any 
legally parked or stopped vehicle; by reason of esthetic harm and 
defacement caused by its being affixed to poles, posts, traffic signs 
or signals, hydrants, mail—boxes or other objects at or near such loc- 
ation;

b. Interior alteration of any otherwise conforming structure 
which does not change the nature of, nor increase the intensity of, a 
nonconforming use, and, interior alterations of pre-existing noncon- 
forming structures for a use or uses which are otherwise allowed by 
zoning. 

c. Reconstruction of a legally nonconforming structure damaged or 
destroyed by fire or other accidental or natural cause-other than 
flood damage sustained to structure within the zone A & V_ floodplains 
shown on the Flood Insurance Rate Maps of Falmouth- if the reconstruc- 
tion is substantially the form it had at the time of damage or 
destruction or in any form if within applicable setback requirements 
and not larger than previously, and if reconstruction is started 
within twenty-four (24) months and completed within thirty-six (36) 
months of the damage or destruction. 

e. Not exempted under this subsection are accessory uses’ and 
structures. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 66 for the following 
reason: 

We believe the proposed amendment to 1222 clarifies the bylaw by: 
changing the wording so it is the same as the State Zoning law provid-

ART: 67 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to SECTION 4100. WATER RESOURCE PROTECTION DISTRICTS, as 
follows: 

4110. PURPOSE. The purpose of the Water Resource Protection District 
is to limit development in watershed boundaries to protect public 
health by preventing the degradation of surface water and groundwater 
utilized for public water supply; to allow for aquifer recharge 
through natural percolation, to facilitate the adequate provision of 
water supply; to reduce the cumulative impact of nutrient loading; to 
avoid undue concentration of population; to conserve the value of land 
and buildings including the conservation of natural resources and most 
appropriate use of land throughout the town and to preserve resources 
for future generations. 
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4123. DENSITY LIMITATIONS. The following density limitations. shall 
apply within the Water Resource Protection Districts: 
a. NON-RESIDENTIAL USES: 

1. Not to exceed 7.5 gallons sewage per day per 1,000 square feet 
of lot area. Estimated sewage flows shall be based on Title V of the 
State Environmental code, 310 CMR 15.00. 

b. RESIDENTIAL USES: 

1. Lot size shall be a minimum of 80,000 square feet. 

2. Lot width shall be a minimum of 200 feet. 

3. Lot frontage shall be a minimum of 150 feet. 

4124, LOT COVERAGE LIMITATIONS. The following lot coverage limitations 
shall apply within the Water Resource Protection Districts: 
a. RESIDENTIAL USES: 

1. Lot coverage including structures/paving/parking shall not 
exceed 20% of the lots. 
b. NON-RESIDENTIAL USES: 

1. Lot coverage including structures/paving/parking shall not 
exceed 40% of the lot, or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Planning Board. 

VOTED, that the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purpose 
of Article 67 as revised and printed below: 

ART: 67 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to Section 4100. Water Resource Protection Districts, as 
follows: 4110. Purpose. 

The purpose of the Water Resource Protection District is to limit 
development in watershed boundaries to protect public health by pre- 
venting the degredation of surface water and groundwater utilized for 
public water supply; to allow for aquifer recharge through natural 
percolation, to facilitate the adequate provision of water supply; to 
reduce the cumulative impact of nutrient loading; to avoid undue con- 
centration of population; to conserve the value of land and buildings 
including the conservation of natural resources and most appropriate 
use of land throughout the town and to preserve resources for future 
generations. 

4123. Density Limitations. The following density limitations. shall 
apply within the Water Resource Protection Districts:

1. Not to exceed 7.5 gallons sewage per day per 1,000 square feet of 
lot area. Estimated sewage flows. shall be based on Title V of the 
State Environmental code, 310 CMR 15.00. 

b. Residential uses in the Long Pond, Fresh Pond and Coonamessett Pond 
Water Resource Protection District Boundaries. 

1. Lot size shall be a minimum of 80,000 square feet. 

2. Lot width shall be a minimum of 200 feet. 

3. Lot frontage shall be a minimum of 150 feet. 
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4124. Lot Coverage Limitations. The following lot coverage limitations 
shall apply within the Water Resource Protection Districts: 
a. Residential uses: 

1. Lot coverage including structures/paving/parking shall not exceed 

20% of the lots. 

b. Non-residential uses: 

1. Lot coverage including structures/paving/parking shall not exceed 
40% of the lot, or do or take any other action in this matter. On 
request of the Planning Board. 
The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 67 for the following 
reason: 
The proposed amendment restricts development within the new Water 
Resource Protection Districts of Long Pond, Fresh Pond and Coonames- 
sett Pond by establishing the minimum lot size at 80,000 square feet; 
the same as in "AA residential zones. 
The new Zones of Contribution for each of the existing and potential 
public water supply locations were adopted at April's Town Meeting. 
An analysis using the nutrient loading model (adopted by the Town, 
County and Federal agencies), showed a potcntial impact to the public 
water supply at Long Pond, Fresh Pond and Coonamessett Pond. 
Our only alternatives are a zoning upgrade, substantial purchase of 
additional open space land or purchase of the necessary treatment and 
filtration equipment which would be required to meet federal and state 
drinking water quality standards. 
VOTED, that the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purpose 
of Article 67. By a counted vote of 122 in favor and 8 against, the 
necessary (2/3) vote prevailed. Passed October 8, a quorum being pre- 
sent. 


ART: 68 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws and 
add a new Section 6140: Affordable Housing Development. 

6141. PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY. 

In furtherance of the purpose stated in Falmouth Bylaw Section 
1100...to encourage housing for persons of all income levels...and in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Law Chapter 40A, Section 9 which 
allows local municipalities to adopt "incentive" ordinances for the 
creation of affordable housing, and for the purpose of (1) helping 
people who have lived and worked in Falmouth and who, because of 
rising land prices, have been unable to obtain suitable housing at a 
reasonable price and (2) maintaining a stable economy by preventing 
the outmigration of lower income groups who provide essential servi- 
ces, the Planning Board, upon issuance of a Special Permit which 
allows an increase in density through a partial waiver of Falmouth 
Bylaw Section 3400 dimensional requirements, and which otherwise con- 
forms to the requirements of Section 6100, Planned Residential 
Development, shall require that all units constructed above "as-of- 
right" density limitations be sold at prices significantly lower than 
their market value. As a further incentive for the construction of 
affordable housing, the Board may, at its discretion, waive certain 
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design standards of improvement requirements provided in the Falmouth 
Subdivision Regulations, or permit a transfer of development rights as 
per Falmouth Bylaw Section 6490. 

6142. STANDARDS 

a. SALE PRICE: The sale price of the affordable units will be determi- 
ned by reference to the most recent Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency figures depicting the ability to purchase of target groups 
whose income is approximately eighty to one hundred and twenty percent 
of the Barnstable County median income figures. 

b. NUMBER AT AFFORDABLE UNITS: The number of units allowed above "as- 
of-right" density will be subject to negotiation and will be determi- 
ned with due regard to the project approval requirements of this 
Bylaw. The maximum density increase shall be no more than 254 than 
that allowed by a standard grid-type subdivision. 

c. DESIGN STANDARDS: Specific design standards for construction within 
the plan shall be made part of the special Permit and will be used to 
ensure conformity and compatability between units. Other requirements 
for design shall be as _ required under Section 6100 of the Zoning 
Bylaw, and applicable sections of the Falmouth Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations. 

d. MODIFICATION AT STANDARDS: The standards of Section 6100 may be 
modified upon a finding by the Board that such modification creates no 
adverse impacts on health, safety and welfare, and is found to be in 
the public interest because of the high quality of design that would 
result from said modification. 

e. PHASING: A schedule of construction must be submitted providing the 
timely delivery of the affordable units. 

£. These INCREASES in DENSITY shall be prohibited within the Water 
Resource Protection Districts as shown on the Official Zoning Maps. 
6143. PROJECT APPROVAL REQUIREMENTS 

The Planning Board will review all projects and will recommend appro- 
val of the special permit if, in the Board's sole discretion: 

a. The Board is satisfied that the applicant has conformed to the 
design standards of this Bylaw, and will deliver the needed affordable 
units. 

b. The proposed development site plan is designed in its site alloc- 
ation, proportions, orientation, materials, landscaping and other 
features as to provide a stable and desirable character, complimentary 
and integral with the site's natural features. 

c. The Board makes a finding that such development, density increase, 
relaxation of zoning standards or transfer of development rights does 
not have a material, detrimental effect on the character of the neigh- 
borhood or town and is consistent with the performance standards of 
Falmouth Bylaw Section 5300 and sequence. 

d. The Board makes a positive finding as to the adequacy of the envi- 
ronmental impact statement as required by Section III (B) 4 of the 
Falmouth Subdivision Regulations. 

e. The proposed development is consistent with all municipal compre- 
hensive plans and objectives. 
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6144. FEES IN LIEU 

a. The Planning Board may require as a condition of said permit that, 
in return for any density increase, waiver of design standards or 
improvements required by the Falmouth Subdivision Regulations, that 
the developer shall make a cash payment into a local housing fund to 
be used for the construction of affordable housing in lieu of provid-— 
ing affordable units on the site. This payment, as determined by the 
Planning Board, shall be based on two submittals with a difference of 
no more than 10% by at least two independent real estate appraisers 
using acceptable valuation methods to determine the fair market value 
of each and every unit allowed above the otherwise permitted density. 
The Board may also consider the value of the land upon which the addi- 
tional units are located and the cost of construction of the units 
based on industry standards. In no case shall this payment be less 
than 30% of the fair market value. 

b. FOR THE PURPOSE OF THIS SUBSECTION, THE FOLLOWING DEFINITIONS SHALL 
APPLY: 

1. Local Housing Fund shall be one of the following as chosen by the 
Planning Board upon issuance of the special permit: 

A. An account established by a Housing Trust or Community Development 
Corporation created under laws of the Commonwealth. 

B. An account established by the Town of Yalmouth for the specific 
purpose of creating affordable housing, or, 

C. An account established by the Falmouth Housing Authority to be used 
under its legally-established authority. 

Z. Fair Market Value is defined as the highest price expressed in 
terms of money which real property will bring if exposed for sale on 
the open market by a willing seller, allowing a reasonable length of 
time to find a purchaser who buys with full knowledge of all the uses 
and purposes to which it is adapted and/or capable of being used, nei- 
ther party being under any undo compulsion to act. Said value 
indication is considered to be the Gross Selling Price, and any 
seller's expenses such as brokerage, legal and/or engineering fees, 
advertising costs, etc. would be a deduction therefrom unless_ other- 
wise specifically stated. 

6145. LONG TERM AFFORDABILITY 

a. In order to maintain long-term affordability for median income home 
buyers, a local housing agency will impose and administer certain 
equity restrictions upon the unit's resale value. This resale price 
restriction will be incorporated into the deed conveying the property 
to the initial purchaser and will bind all subsequent purchasers for a 
period of forty years after the initial conveyance. 
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b. As per Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency standards limiting 
resale equity, the initial discount rate between the sale price and 
the market value will be maintained in all subsequent sales. Through 
agreement between the housing agency, the planning board and the deve- 
loper, these parties may choose, at the time of the recording of the 
deed, that the housing agency be given the discretion to modify the 
discount rate by plus or minus five percent in order to assure that 
the target income groups' ability to purchase be kept in line with the 
unit's market appreciation and to provide a proper return on equity to 
the seller. 

c. All deed restrictions will require that the homeowner give ninety 
days notice of his or her intent to sell. If the local agency fails to 
respond to the homeowner within thirty days to the effect that they 
are proceeding to find an eligible buyer, the homeowner may thereafter 
sell the home to anyone, and the various deed restrictions will no 
longer apply to such new purchaser. If the local agency does respond 
to the notice of the intent to sell, and if no eligible buyer is found 
within the ninety day period, the various deed restrictions will nei- 
ther apply to such new purchaser. However, in both cases the homeowner 
will still be required to repay to the housing agency the difference 
between the sale price of the home and the price that would have been 
paid if the discount rate had been applied to such price. 

d. The local housing agency that shall control long-term affordability 
under the requirements of this section shall be chosen by the Planning 
Board based on submittal of information showing the agency's ability 
to carry out these restrictions and the administrative criteria and 
process by which the resales shall occur. 

6146. MAJOR PLAN REVIEW 

Structures containing three (3) or more dwelling units shall comply in 
all respects with the filing and procedural requirements of Section 
7170 and 7175 of the zoning bylaws. 

6147. APPLICATION REQUIREMENTS 

Preliminary plan applications for proposed planned residential devel- 
opments are to be made to the Planning Board according to the 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations of Falmouth, Section IIIA. In addi- 
tion to those requirements listed in Section IIIA, a statement as to 
how the proposal conforms to the purposes and objectives of this Bylaw 
shall be required for such preliminary submittals. 

Applications for issuance of a special Permit and approval of develop- 
ment plans may be submitted after completion of preliminary plan 
review. Applications for approval of Special Permits shall be submit- 
ted and reviewed according to Section III. C. of the Falmouth 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations. Additional information as may be 
required in the preliminary plan or as specified above shall also be 
submitted at the request of the Planning Board, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 68 for the following 
reason: 
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The Planning Board in the Master Plan update has identified the ina- 
vailability of affordable housing as a key planning issue. The 
proposed bylaw would grant a density bonus to a subdivision up to 25% 
above the number of dwellings allowed by zoning if the permitted addi- 
tional units are affordable. The density bonus would not be allowed 
within the Water Resource Protection Districts. This bylaw does not 
end the issue of affordable housing but at least it is a beginning. 
VOTED, that the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purpose 
of Article 68. By a counted vote of 126 in favor and 11 against, the 
necessary (2/3) vote prevailed. Passed October 8, a quorum being  pre- 
sent. 


ART: 69 To see if the Town will vote to AMEND the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to SECTION 3441, MINIMUM LOT DIMENSIONS, SCHEDULE OF 
REQUIREMENTS : 

ADD A NOTE 5: Frontage for all lots along Route 151 extending from 
Route 28A to the Mashpee Town Line and along Route 28 from the Bourne 
Town Line to the Mashpee Town Line shall be 500 linear feet minimum 
for all zoning districts. This restriction shall not apply to lots 
endorsed by the Planning Board as of October 1, 1986, or do or _ take 
any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

THE PLANNING BOARD submitted an official report of its recommendation 
to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 69 for the following 
reason: 

The Planning Board as part of the Master Plan update has established 
goals and objectives to maintain Route 151 and Route 28 as major tran- 
sportation corridors that will provide safe and scenic travel. This 
500' linear feet frontage requirement will insure public safety by 
reducing the number of curb cuts. This will not affect allowed den- 
Sity under present zoning. Existing lots will be grandfathered. 
VOTED, that the Town vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws for the purpose 
of Article 69, By a counted vote of 129 in favor and 4 against, the 
necessary (2/3) vote prevailed. Passed October 8, a quorum being pre- 
sent. 


ART: 70 To see if the Town will vote to AMEND the Zoning Bylaws as 
they pertain to SECTION 3386, LIB District, Uses allowed by special 
permit. 

NEW SECTION 3386. h) Storage buildings, when part of a commercial use 
otherwise allowed in this district, when no more than 20,000 square 
feet in floor area, and no more than 30% coverage in total building 
area exists or is proposed on the lot. Open storage and salvage yards 
are specifically excluded, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: Indefinite postponement on October 8 by a unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 
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ART: 71 To see if the Town will vote to transfer from available funds 
the sum of $2,500. said money to be equally matched by the Cape Cod 
Bank and Trust Company Municipal Planning Grant Fund to provide a 
total of $5,000., to be spent under the direction of the Planning 
Board for the purpose of meeting the affordable housing needs of the 
community. This money will be used to help identify what can and 
should be accomplished in providing affordable housing to Falmouth 
citizens, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of 
the Planning Board. 

VOTED: that the Town transfer the sum of $2,500.00, from free cash for 
the purpose of Article 71. Passed on October 8, 1986 by a majority 
vote, a quorum being present. 


ART: 72 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws and so 
record on the Zoning Map, by extending the existing Business 2 Dis- 
trict on Route 28 in East Falmouth between Old Barnstable Road and 
Corte Real Avenue so as to include the area of land located behind the 
present Falmouth Toyota dealership and bounded as follows: 
SOUTHWESTERLY by the existing Business II district, 189.20 feet 
more or less; 
NORTHWESTERLY by parcels of land now or formerly of Buckley & Scott 
Co. Inc., Edward C. and Barbara I. Rapoza, and Carlos 
S. Tavares, 210.39 feet; 
NORTHEASTERLY by land now or formerly of Carlos S. Tavares, 188.83 
feet, and 
SOUTHEASTERLY by land now or formerly of Jesse E. Torres, Jr., 
216.30 feet.

6.3 The fee for such a license shall be ten dollars, except in the 
case of charitable or non-profit organization who shall not be levied 
a charge. 

6.4 In the case of charitable and non-profit organizations or corpora- 
tions with their principal place of business in the Town of Falmouth 
and individuals residing in the Town of Falmouth, the Chief of Police, 
at his discretion may waive fingerprinting and photographing require- 
ments. The Chief of Police may also elect to issue a license to _ the 
sponsors or officers of an organization in lieu of individual licens- 
ing, provided, however, that a list of all solicitors, seasonably 
made, shall be delivered to the Chief of Police at least forty-eight 
hours prior to the engagement of the aforementioned business. 

6.5 It shall be unlawful to engage in any of the aforementioned busi- 
ness or endeavor except in compliance hereof. Such license shall be 
affixed in a prominent place on the outer garment of each licensee 
whenever he or she is engaged in such business as a means of introduc- 
tion to the customer or citizen. Failure to display said license, when 
engaged in door to door solicitation shall be punishable by revocation 
of said license. 
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6.6 Any person found in violation of any of the provisions of this 
article may be fined not more than three hundred dollars; or cited, 
under Article 24 STM, February 1981, under the authority of Ch. 40, 
Sec. 21D, non-criminal disposition; the sum of twenty five ($25.00) 
dollars for the first offense and fifty dollars for the second or sub- 
sequent offense. 

6.7 The provisons of this section shall not apply to any _ person 
conducting a "garage sale" nor to any person who goes door-to-door to 
sell goods, wares, periodicals or merchandise on behalf of any group 
organization for any of the purposes described in G.L. Chapter 180, 
Section 2. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request 
of the Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED That the Town vote Article 39 as printed passed Monday, April 6, 
1987 by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART. 40 To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 3 of Chapter

ART 42 To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following bylaw as 
Chapter IV, Section 8, of the Bylaws of the Town of Falmouth: 
REVOCATION OF LICENSES AND PERMITS 

8.1 Any Board, Officer, Committee or Department may deny any applic-— 
ation for, or revoke or suspend any local license or permit including 
renewals and transfers for any person, corporation or business’ enter- 
prise who has neglected or refused to pay any local taxes, fees, 
assessments, betterments or any other municipal charges in accordance 
with the following: 
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8.2 The Tax Collector or other municipal official responsible for 
records of all municipal taxes, assessments, betterments and other 
municipal charges, hereinafter referred to as the Tax Collector, shall 
annually furnish to each Department, Board, Committee or Officer, her- 
einafter referred to as the licensing authority, that issues licenses 
or permits including renewals and transfers, a list of any person, 
corporation, or business enterprise, hereinafter referred to as the 
party, that has neglected or refused to pay any local taxes, fees, 
assessments, betterments or other municipal charges for not less than 
a twelve month period, and that such party has not filed in good faith 
a pending application for an abatement of such tax or a pending peti- 
tion before the appellate tax board. 

8.3 The licensing authority may deny, revoke or suspend any license or 
permit, including renewals and transfers of any party whose name 
appears on said list furnished to the licensing authority from the Tax 
Collector; provided, however that written notice is given to the party 
and the Tax Collector, as required by applicable provisions of law, 
and the party is given a hearing, to be held not earlier than fourteen 
days after said notice. Said list shall be prima facie evidence for 
denial, revocation or suspension of said license or permit to any 
party. The Tax Collector shall have the right to intervene in any 
hearing conducted with respect to such license denial, revocation or 
suspension. Any findings made by the licensing authority with respect 
to such license denial, revocation or suspension shall be made only 
for the purposes of such proceeding and shall not be relevant to or 
introduced in any other proceeding at law, except for any appeal from 
such license denial, revocation or suspension. Any license or permit 
denied, suspended or revoked under this bylaw shall not be reissued or 
renewed until the license authority receives a certificate issued by 
the Tax Collector that the party is in good standing with respect to 
any and all taxes, fees, assessments, betterments or other municipal 
charges, payable to the municipality as the date of issuance of said 
certificate. 

8.4 Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter into a payment 
agreement, thereby allowing the licensing authority to issue a certi- 
ficate indicating said limitations to the license or permit and _ the 
validity of said license shall be conditioned upon the satisfactory 
compliance with said agreement. Failure to comply with said agreement 
shall be ground for the suspension or revocation of said license or 
permit; provided, however, that the holder be given notice and a hear- 
ing as required by applicable provisions of law. 

8.5 The Board of Selectmen may waive such denial, suspension or 
revocation if it finds there is no direct or indirect business inter- 
est by the property owner, its officers or stockholders, if any, or 
members of his immediate family, as defined in Ch. 268, Sec. 1 GLM in 
the business or activity conducted in or on said property. 
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8.6 This section shall not apply to the following licenses and _ per- 
mits: open burning [Ch. 48, Sec. 13 GLM]; bicycle permits [Ch. 85, 
Sec. 11A GLM]; sales of articles for charitable purposes [Ch. 101, 
Sec. 33 GLM]; children work permits [Ch. 140, Sec. 69]; clubs, asso- 
ciations dispensing food or beverage licenses [Ch. 140, Sec. 21E GLM]; 
dog licenses [Ch. 140, Sec. 137 GILM]; fishing, hunting, trapping 
licenses [Ch. 207, Sec. 28 GLM]; and theatrical events, public exhibi- 
tion permits [Ch.140, Sec. 181 GLM], or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Board of Selectmen and the Collector of 
Taxes.

c. Issuance of permits shall also conform to the limitations of Sub- 
division Phasing, Section 6900.

the restrictions of this section. 

e. No building permit shall be issued to any applicant authorizing the 
construction of more than five (5) dwelling units in any twelve (12) 
month period by the applicant. For the purpose of this Section, 
"applicant" is defined as individual, partnership, corporation, trust, 
or other legal entity in which the applicant of record holds a _ legal 
or then official ownership greater than 12. 

SECTION 1253: EXEMPTIONS: The following applications for building 
permit will be exempted: 

a. Housing units constructed by a public agency or non-profit organi- 
zation. 
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b. Housing units sold or leased as "affordable" being defined as those 
units expressly committed to be sold or leased on terms affordable to 
individuals or families with incomes equivalent to the areas' median 
income range as_ that range is established and may be amended by the 
Executive Office of Communities and Development.

affordable to individuals or families with incomes equivalent 
to the areas' income range as that range is established and 
may be amended by the Executive Offices of Communities and 
Development. 
1255: DEFINITIONS: For the purposes of this section the following 
Definitions shall apply: 

a. Affordable Dwelling: A unit sold at terms affordable to 
households with incomes of $17,000 -— $35,000 per year, as 
defined and may be amended, by the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. 

b. Small Developer: An individual, partnership, corporation, 
Trust, or other legal entity in which the applicant of record 
holds a legal or then official ownership greater than 1%, and, 
which receives building permits for no more than 5 dwelling 
units in any twelve (12) month period. 

1256: PROTECTION AGAINST ZONING CHANGE: The protection against subse- 
quent zoning change granted to land shown as a definitive subdivision 
plan by Section 6 of Chapter 40A, Massachusetts General Laws, _ shall, 
in the case of a residential development whose completion has been 
constrained by Town actions taken under this section, be extended to 
the time necessary to complete the subdivision. 

1257: TERMINATION DATE: Section 1250 shall not be applicable subse- 
quent to April 30, 1993 unless extended by earlier Town Meeting vote. 
The purpose section of this bylaw sums up the reasoning for limiting 
high growth rates. This bylaw preserves opportunities for the indivi- 
dual and the smaller builder and provides an incentive to the larger 
company without putting an arbitrary total on the number of permits to 
be issued.

d) Compliance with all applicable sections of the Zoning Bylaws, 
including, but not limited to all performance requirements under Arti- 
cle V, General Regulations, and parking and loading standards as _ may 
be adopted by the Planning Board.

b) Oceanographic, or marine-related, scientific research and equipment 
manufacture and testing. 
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SECTION 3355. Permitted Accessory Uses: 

The determination of principal and accessory will include consider- 
ation for seasonal changes in marine businesses and wide-range of 
marine-related items serviced and sold. 

a) Such accessory uses as permitted by definition; 

b) Television or radio antennas not exceeding fifty (50') feet above 
ground level: 

c) One dwelling unit on each parcel of land, the purpose of which is 
to house the owner or employee of the use as permitted under Section 
3354. 

d) Construction or manufacture of items related to or incidental to, 
the operations associated with boat building including glass fiber 
laminates, wood working and metal fabrication. 

e) Navigation aids. 

SECTION 3356. Uses Allowed on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals

4.4. The Board of Health shall promulgate such rules and regulations 
as may be necessary to implement the provisions of this bylaw. 

4.5. Nothing in this bylaw shall prohibit smoking in a _ completely 
enclosed private office used by an individual within a public building 
within the Town of Falmouth, or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Falmouth Celebrated its 300th Birthday this year with a parade on 
land and sea, a dinner party and show, a time capsule, publication of 
the The Book of Falmouth, and a marvelous ball to name just a few of 
the activities. All segments of the community participated in their 
various ways. The anniversary was acclaimed a hugh success. We thank 
ali those who assisted in these events and especially the dedicated 
and hard-working Tricentennial Committee. 


A second celebration was the long awaited completion and opening 
of Bourne's Pond which has proved to be a shellfishing success beyond 
expectations. The Bourne's Pond Bridge was dedicated to our Shellfish 
Warden, George Souza, in recognition of his tireless efforts to revi- 
talize this valuable town resource. 


Four Town Meetings were scheduled during the fiscal year. A 
Special Town Meeting was held October 7, 1986, consisting of 76 arti- 
cles. Annual Town Meeting on April 6, 1987, consisted of 90 articles. 
A Special Town Meeting within the Annual on April 7 & 8, dealt with 45 
articles. Lastly, a one article Special Town Meeting was held June 23, 
1987 to settle the two-year old Fire Department contract. 


At our annual Town Election, held for the first time in May, Ray- 
mond Labossiere was elected to a three year term as 
Selectmen/Assessor. The voters also approved the following bond issues 
over-riding Proposition Two & Half: construction of the Falmouth Com- 
munity Center, architectural and engineering plans for’ the 
construction of additions to East Falmouth and North Falmouth elemen- 
tary schools, replacement of the Nashawena Street Bridge, and purchase 
of 18 acres of land in Hatchville (the "Baker Property") for watershed 
protection. 


The voters also authorized the Town Clerk to notify the President 
of the United States Secretary of Defense, and others that we oppose 
the so-called "Star Wars" program. 


The Board of Selectmen has made a number of significant new 
appointments during the last year: Michael Daley to replace retiring 
Town Accountant Helga Fragale; John Alcorn to replace Building Commis- 
sioner Kenneth Andrews who resigned; and George Packish as permanent 
Fire Chief. Mr. Packish is a veteran of 21 years in the Falmouth Fire 
Department and scored the highest on the Fire Chief's Exam. On May 15, 
1987, our esteemed Town Clerk/Treasurer, William H. Callahan, died 
suddenly. Kathleen Denton was appointed temporary Clerk/Treasurer for 
the Town of Falmouth.

Financial concerns, due in part to the loss of Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds, have been addressed in a variety of ways: a AZ 
Hotel/Motel Tax was implemented, user fees have been increased and the 
entire town was revaluated. There have been frequent meetings involv- 
ing all town financial heads to coordinate and better plan our 
financial needs and commitments. Growth in municipal service in gener- 
al has shrunk our present Town Hall. Hence a Building Needs Committee 
has been established to study the space needs for the foreseeable 
future. 


Environmentally, the Selectmen have been active on many fronts: 
improved regulation of underground storage tanks, support for creation 
of a stump dump, construction of a railroad transfer station to ship 
solid waste to SEMASS in Rochester, and on on-going study of nutrient 
inputs to Ashumet Pond. Both the Ashumet Pond study and the transfer 
station are regional efforts involving Mashpee, Falmouth, and the 
Mass. Military Reservation. The Town of Sandwich is also a partner in 
the transfer staticn. 


On September 26, 1986 the Selectmen signed a negotiated agreement 
with the National Guard Bureau. The agreement funded extension of 
municipal water to Ashumet Valley homes where private wells had _ been 
affected by a sewage plume emanating from Otis AFB. Cooperative 
efforts between the Town and the Guard Bureau are continuing to iden- 
tify and resolve any other groundwater concerns. 


For all the public endeavors, both within the town and _ between 
towns, the Board of Selectmen wishes to thank those who have given 
time and thought to the Town by serving on boards and committees.

Fiscal 1987 saw the completion of a computerized in-house assess-— 
ing capability. It was the result of innovative hardwork and 
interdepartment co-operation of Assessing, Tax Collector and Data Pro- 
cessing. It makes Falmouth one of a very few towns in the Commonwealth 
with this capability; it offers a savings to the Town of $250,000 each 
triennial revaluation year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


A supply of serums and vaccines for the control of communicable 
diseases is maintained in the Health Department. These materials are 
supplied to the Health Department by the State Department of Public 
Health at no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, 
the Falmouth Hospital, the Falmouth School Department nursing staff 
and Nursing Services under contract to the Health Department. 


The state provided 100% of the vaccine required at the 1986 annual 
flu clinics conducted under contract by the Visiting Nurses Associ- 
ation for the Board of Health. The total number of flu immunizations 
administered at the 1986 flue clinics, 1295, was 10% greater than the 
1985 total. The Board of Health has budgeted funds to purchase addi- 
tional vaccine to complement the state allotment in the event of a 
shortfall. 


The Health Department performed inspections of all food service, 
mobile fcod service vendors and the temporary food concessions at the 
Barnstable County Fair.

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A great many hours was spent negotating with hazardous waste dis- 
posal companies to dispose of the Town's hazardous waste that had 
accumulated over the years. Three different pickups were made, the 
last one on June 17th. Completed documentation has been received that 
the material was safely transported to three different permanent dump 
sites outside of Massachusetts. 


All town department and citizens should make a concerted effort to 
minimize their waste by purchasing only the amount of material to be 
used or if possibie use material that is non-hazardous if available. 
Some materials may be returned to the supplies if in unopened contain- 
er rather than pay for it's disposal. At the time of disposal the Town 
had to certify that we had such a program in place.

During fiscal 1987 a number of important changes were implemented in the tax 
office to improve service to taxpayers and increase efficiency in the oper- 
ation of the department. A new state statute mandated that municipal banking 
services be subjected to bidding procedures. The Collector’s office received 
two bids for the "lock box" collection services previously provided by the 
Falmouth National Bank at no cost to the Town. The bids ranged from $14,400 
to $21,220. Rather than increase the cost of operation of the department by 
accepting one of the bids, the "lock box" collection system was terminated and 
fiscal 1987 real estate and personal property bills were collected directly by 
the tax office. 


We are pleased to report that "in house" collection was highly successful and 
resulted in an improved cash flow as all taxpayer’s checks were deposited in 
the Collector’s bank account each day. The tax office also eliminated the use 
of a Deputy Collector from Duxbury and brought all of the records of uncollec- 
ted taxes back to the office. In December 1986, Elmer White was appointed 
Deputy Tax Collector to deliver warrants to those taxpayers failing to respond 
to written notices. 


There have been a number of improvements to the computer systems of the tax 
department. Most significant was the computerization of municipal lien certi- 
ficates, eliminating many hours of copy typing and making it possible to 
provide the certificates in a very timely manner. Over $40,000 was received 
by the office for the production of lien certificates. In addition, we 
implemented a system of bank coding, making it possible for us to provide 
banks with complete information necessary to make tax payments from escrow 
accounts. 


There has been an emphasis on eliminating delinquent real estate accounts. In 
August 1986, 27 properties with unpaid fiscal 1984, 1985 and 1986 taxes were 
advertised for tax taking and liens were placed on 16 of those properties. As 
of June 30, 1987, 12 of these properties remained in the Treasurer’s tax title 
account. In April 1987, 9 properties with unpaid fiscal 1985 and 1986 taxes 
were advertised for tax taking and liens were placed on 3 of these properties 
all of which remained in tax title on June 30, 1987. A greatly reduced reli- 
ance on the town’s tax title attorney and the use of the word processing 
system to produce camera-ready copy for the the legal advertisements resulted 
in a much lower expenditure of town funds for tax taking procedures. Accor- 
dingly the Collector’s budget for fiscal 1988 was reduced because of the 
savings in the legal costs. 


In April 1987, Town Meeting voted to accept a bylaw providing that any person 
who fails to pay taxes or other town charges and remains delinquent for 12 
months shall not receive licenses, permits, and privileges from the town. The 
tax office anticipates that this bylaw will be very helpful in eliminating 
delinquent personal property and boat excise taxes. Motor vehicle exise col- 
lections have improved as a result of increased contact with taxpayers by the 
staff and by Deputy White. 


During fiscal 1987 the tax office received a great deal of assistance from the 
Data Processing Department, the Assessors Office and the Engineering Depart- 
ment. In fiscal 1988 we look forward to implementing the computerized 
scanning system approved by Town Meeting and anticipate expanding the opera- 
tions of the department towards the goal of centralizing the collection of the 
town’s receivable accounts. 
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The detailed financial statement of the tax office follows this report. 

Please note that the figures for fiscal 1987 real estate and personal property 
collected as of 6/30/87 represent only 9 days of the 30 day billing period 
because the commitment was not received from the assessors until 6/22/87, thus 
the balance figures are not representative of the actual collection effort for 
the second issue of fiscal 1987.

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FOREST WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest 
Warden responded to sixty-five (65) grass or brush fire incidents. 
Forty-four (44) of the calls were for actual grass or brush fire, fif- 
teen (15) were burning without a permit and six (6) were controlled 
burning. 


We were very fortunate that there were no large brush fires this 
year due to a_ sufficient amount of precipitation during the early 
spring when most large brush fires occur.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year tthe department responded to 2,838 
incidents. On July 4, 1986, during a five (5) hour period we responded 
to twenty-one (21) incidents. The majority of these incidents were 
caused by illegal Fire Works. This drain on resources greatly reduced 
our ability to handle a major incident during this time period. In the 
future court action will have to be taken as warnings do not seem to 
work. 


On August 19, 1986, an accident involving three (3) Motor Vehicles 
resulted in the treatment and transportation of nine (9) patients, 
utilizing three (3) Rescues, one (1) Engine Co. and seventeen (17) 
personnel. During the period of this rescue the department also res- 
ponded to a fire at Teaticket Housing and a rescue requiring Mutual 
Aid from Mashpee. The Town is fortunate indeed for off duty responses 
from permanent and call fighters when this type of incident occurs. 


Because of death or retirements, the fiscal year started off with 
most of the officers ranks being filled in an acting capacity. This 
resulted in a state of limbo. This situation has been corrected by the 
Board of Selectmen making the following permanent appointments. 


Chief, George W. Packish; Deputy Chiefs, Charles A. Clarkin; and 
Paul D. Brodeur; Captains, Joseph Rose, E. Michael Moniz; Lieutenants, 
Edward A. DeMello; and Mark Sullivan. Two (2) of the Lieutenant's 
position are still being filled in an acting capacity due to illness. 
Russell E. Robbins, Jr., was appointed as permanent fire fighter on 
May 6, 1987. Firefighter Robbins represents a third generation in the 
Falmouth Fire Department. 


Three (3) badly needed major pieces of equipment were placed into 


service this year. This is a start on our program of up-dating major 
pieces of existing equipment and this program must be continued.

The Town of Falmouth, because of tax limitation legislation, does 
not have the ability to fund the Fire Department at the current rate 
of growth. For this reason the emphasis has to be changed from fire 
suppression to Fire Prevention. The Departments ability to handle two 
major fires at the same time is questionable. With the present rate of 
growth the possibility of multiple major fire grows proportionally. 
The only way the department can handle this situation is to require 
Fire Protection equipment to insure that fires that do start are 
extinguished or kept small. The Sprinkler Ordinance passed at the Spe- 
cial Town meeting is a great step in that direction. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau is working closely with the Building 
Department, in plan review, to insure that fire protection equipment 
is installed where required. This is very time consuming and as a 
result many Fire Prevention inspection cannot be done. Because of the 
need to keep updated on changing regulation and procedures, the Fire 
Prevention Officer attends two (2) Fire Prevention meetings per month. 
He also attends educational classes on Massachusetts Fire codes and 
regulations. These meetings and classes are an important part of the 
Fire Prevention Office, but they also take away from the amount of 
time allowed for inspections. We desperately need an assistant Fire 
Prevention Officer if we are to be able to carry out the program. 


Smoke Detectors and Sprinklers have again proven there worth. 
Residents of 5 Pinehurst Drive were awaken by Smoke Detector activated 
by a bedroom fire. They were able to vacate the home without injury. 
Had smoke detectors not been present the outcome could have been 
disastrous. 


Two (2) fires in the rubbish room at Teaticket Apartments were 
extinguished by the sprinker system and at the same time activated an 
alarm in the building and at Fire headquarters. Had that section not 
been sprinkled, and the fire had gone undetected, this could have been 
a disaster of major proportion. 


National attention is now being given to residential sprinkers 
because the majority of Fire Deaths occur in one and two family dwel- 
ling. Anyone building a new home should explore the benefits of 
installing residential sprinklers. The sprinkler system not only insu- 
res the control or extinguishing of incipient fire but also results in 
insurance premium reduction from many insurance companies. The Fire 
Prevention Bureau will gladly assist anyone who requires additional 
information. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen for their assistance 
and support during the transition period that the department is going 
through. I would also like to thank all Department Heads and _ members 
of the Falmouth Fire Department for all their assistance. This has 
made my position so much easier.

This past year has proven to be a busy and productive one for the ambu- 
lance and rescue staff. The statistics reveal and increase in number of 
patients transported and charges retrieved. As compared to a 60% professional 
collection rate by agencies, Terry Condon has managed a rate of .83.545 oneuie 
to be congratulated on this fine job.

The number of paramedics has been adequate for the needs of the 
Town. All rescue personnel have attended inservices and educational 
offerings. 


A review of the ambulance replacement schedule is to be undertaken 
because of high maintenance cost involved in our current replacement 
schedule. 


Leo Connors will develop a Tracking System for supplies in order 
to retrieve charges from insurance carriers.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense, Emergency Preparedness, is a Town Depart- 
ment entirely composed of volunteers. Serving under the Director, 
there are two (2) Deputy Directors; Janice M. Heckler and Joseph A. 
Quintiliani. 


Meetings for training and informational purposes are held on the 
first Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M. in the Civil Defense room 
(Emergency Operating Center) (EOC) which is located in the basement of 
Town Hall. 932 


Volunteers are welcome to attend these meetings, and participate 
in our training programs. One does not have to be skilled to be a 
Civil Defense volunteer. 


Key personnel of Civil Defense attended training seminars conduc- 
ted by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency and Office of Emergency 
Preparedness at Mashpee, Bridgewater, Plymouth and Swansea. 


Support services were provided for fire emergencies locally and to 
the surrounding communities when mutual aid was requested through 
Barnstable County, Lighting and canteen services were provided at an 
oil spill in Bourne. Services were also provided to many civic organi- 
zations for public/town functions. 


Personnel were trained in "Hurricane Procedures" Numerous tropical 
storms were monitored. 


Two severe winter storms necessitated the opening of an emergency 
shelter at the EOC in Town Hall to provide shelter to citizens who 
were without heat and power. During the second storm (February 10 & 
11, 1987) the Selectmen declared a State of Emergency in the Town of 
Falmouth. This enabled the Civil Defense Director to request assis-— 
tance from the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency. The Secretary of 
Public Safety, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, personally led a convoy 
of heavy equipment consisting of front end loaders, scrapers, plows 
and four-wheel drive vehicles with sufficient operating personnel to 
alleviate the snow moving problems. This assistance precluded more 
serious situations from developing. 


Civil Defense assisted Falmouth Hospital in their annual certific- 
ation utilizing equipment and personnel. Local Boy Scouts and Varsity 
Scouts also participated. The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association 
(FARA) provided communications between the mock disaster scene and the 
hospital. 


FARA has conducted radio classes. Upon completion and _ testing, 
individuals are eligible to receive their amateur radio license. 


Communications capability at the EOC has been expanded and _ some 
antennas on the radio tower have been replaced. 


The Greater Falmouth Citizens Band Radio Club has been most _ sup- 
portive of Civil Defense Activities. 


A large number of citizens have contributed many volunteer hours 
in support of Civil Defense and our Town.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As the Town of Falmouth continues to grow, the problems related to 
such growth have been dealt with as effectively and efficiently as 
possible with the manpower and resourses available to the Falmouth 
Police Department. The following submitted reports will show an 
increase in the number of arrests such as 0.U.1. (operating under the 
influence) and a decrease in some crimes such as burglary. 


Harry F. Montgomery, Jr. was appointed Parking Magistrate replac- 
ing Cornelia A. Antonellis on September 1, 1987. 


Police Sunday was held in June at which time awards and 
certificates were presented to police officers and citizens for out- 
standing services to the community. Patrolman Robert Murray was 
selected as officer of the year. Provisional Officer John Scheffler 
received a commendation. Ronald Neilson and Brian Dale of the D.P.W. 
received certificates of appreciation for their efforts in maintaining 
the premises of the police facility. 


Parking is a problem in Falmouth, but it is not our only traffic 
problem, as reported by Sergeant William McManamin, assigned by Chief 
Rodriques to traffic problems. A procedure was developed for surveying 
the areas that had made requests for any kind of sign. The forms 
acceptable to the State D.P.W. were developed and a paper route of 
approvals was set up. This program has been used to approve and erect 
nearly 100 signs, speed zones, stop signs and all other types of cau- 
tionary signs. Also surveyed are signs that are missing, so old that 
they have become illegible and some signs that need to have brush and 
tree limbs cut back from the them. This program has also assisted 
individuals by answering inquiries about particular types of signs and 
by setting up a radar program when necessary. In January, 1987, the 
Governor signed into law Chapter 689 of the Acts of 1986, which went 
into effect in April, 1987 and gives cities and towns greater flexi- 
bility and responsibility in installing signs and signals on town 
ways. The major impact of this law is that the town will no longer 
need the Mass D.P.W. approval or permits for traffic control devices 
in most cases. A traffic steering committee has been formed this year 
and from it a traffic commission should result. The commission, when 
formed, will be addressing all of the town"s traffic problems, from 
our most dangerous intersections where bodily injury and property 
damage occur to our most publicized traffic problem, parking. 


Safety Officer Sergeant, Andras J. Nyari, reports that there have 
been thirty (30) safety lectures at the public schools. In May, 1987 
the annual Bicycle Safety and Rodeo was conducted at the Falmouth Mall 
sponsored by Purity Supreme, Inc. Eleven Safety Officers meetings were 
attended at the state level. The Falmouth Police Department Safety 
Officer was elected to the post of President of the Massachusetts 
Safety Officers League in April of 1987. A bicycle registration was 
conducted on four consecutive Saturdays in May of 1987. 
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The department offered sixty hours of in-service training for 
their officers during the past year, ranging from handgun retention to 
accident investigation. All officers and civilian employees, who were 
not previously certified in First Responder First Aid, attended a 30 
hour course and received their certification. A number of officers 
attended classes at the Criminal Justice Training Centers, which 
ranged from 0.U.I. investigation to crime scene search. Sergeant 
Ronald DeMello was priviledged to attend the F.B.I. National Academy 
in Quantico, Virginia, and was graduated as a member, of the 149th 
session of this most prestigious of all law enforcement schools, 
reported Captain Don L. Price. 


The Police Department has a new K-9, Wolfgang, under the command 
of K-9 Officer Robert B. Murray. K-9 Wolfgang was purchased in Janu- 
ary, 1987 in Germany. He is a C.P.0O. Schutzhund police Dog who only 
understands German commands. Wolfgang has been working on the road for 
three months. He has been involved in three arrests, all felonies, and 
has had several successful tracks, finding evidence or the suspect. K- 
9 Officer Murray and Wolfgang will be attending the Drug Academy in 
January of 1988 for seven weeks. Wolfgang received his first commend- 
ation at the Annual Police Sunday Breakfast on June 28, 1987. K-9 
Officer Rufino Gonsalves and his new K-9, Sarge, will be on the line 
in July 1987. 


The Crime Prevention Unit, headed by Detective Robert W. Nolan, 
reports that statistics reveal a significant decrease in the breaking 
and entering rate from a high of 607 in 1984 to 470 in 1987. This 
reflects a 23% reduction overall. Evidence indicates that the crime 
prevention/neighborhood watch programs conducted by this unit have a 
marked effect on the reporting of suspicious activity and persons 
which in turn has affected the overall burglary rate. The following 
groups received home security/neighborhood watch seminars from January 
} te through June Sie 1987: Saconessett Hills Association, 
Alderberry/Blueberry Lane Association, Fisherman's Cove Association 
and one seminar held at the North Falmouth Grange. 


A comparison of the FYE 1986 police statistics with the FYE 1987

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We are now receiving statistics and well organized information 
from our Rape Crisis Team. Though rapes have doubled from 4 to 8, we 
have no clear information as to child molestation during the last 
fiscal year. There were 7 in FYE 87'. We have noticed a trend in this 
category of increases and this is confirmed by our Rape Investigators. 
This trend is not abating and continuing into FYE 88' at an alarming 
rate. It would appear to be an area that we should address as best we 
can.

PARKING MAGISTRATE 


During the past nine months I have conducted more than 300 appeals 
hearings and have found that in 96% of the cases, the action taken by 
the police personnel has been unquestionbly correct. I have used the 
hearings procedure to educate our citizenry as well as our visitors in 
the value of observing the law, thereby avoiding embarassment as well 
as costly fines and tow charges. The safety of the public is para- 
mount. In addition, much has been learned from the testimony of the 
offenders and we recognized the lack of uniform regulations resulting 
in the lack of uniform enforcement. This has resulted in the appoint- 
ment of a Traffic Steering Committee by the Selectmen on July 1, 1987. 
The Committee is presently gathering information, visiting problem 
areas, studying traffic reports and traffic surveys. The members of 
this committee are Selectmen Raymond Labossiere, Public Works Director 
William Owens, Police Sgt. William McManamin, Planning Board Director 
Kenneth Buckland and Parking Magistrate Harry F. Montgomery, Jr., as 
Chairman.

PARKING METER DEPARTMENT 

There were 10,128 tickets issued in FYE 1987 totalling $62,155.00. 
5,669 tickets were paid, totalling $34,921.00. The balance due of 
$29,443.00 will be sought through phase II of the parking ticket pro- 
gram in conjunction with the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

There was $43,716.44 collected from the meters on Main Street, 
Woods Hole and Falmouth Heights. Total monies collected from parking 


meters and parking tickets in the Town of Falmouth was $89,637.44. 


There was more compliance with parking regulations which resulted 
in 3,459 fewer parking tickets issued.

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BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1986-'87 fiscal year was one of change for the Falmouth Build- 
ing and Zoning Department. Building Commissioner Kenneth Andrews 
resigned to return to his native New Hampshire. The Board of Select- 
men unanimously appointed the Kingston, Ma. Inspector of Buildings, 
John Alcorn, to the position. The two clerical positions saw repla- 
cements with Rachel Minassian moving from the Town Hall switchboard 
and Bonnie O'Neill transferring from the Town Clerk's office. The 
Board of Selectmen appointed Ernie Paiva as the new part-time combin- 
ation gas, plumbing and local building inspector. 


Department policy and priorities for the code enforcement 
officials were drawn up for the first time in department history. The 
following is a summary of those policy guidelines and priorities. 


1. Make all required building inspections within 48 hours after being 
notified that an inspection needs to be performed. 

2. Upon written request by an aggrieved person or town board to 
enforce a zoning by-law against any person allegedly in violation of 
the same, formal action would be instituted within 14 days of “receérpr 
of such request. 

3. Inspect and certify all buildings and structures used for residen- 
tial, institutional or assembly use on an annual basis. 

4. Inspect and certify all places of lodging, guest houses, bed and 
breakfast places, with 3 to 20 people, as well as multi-family buil- 
dings, at least every 5 years. 

5. Inspect all buildings in town, except for 1 and 2 family dwellings, 
to determine the adequacy of exits and means to prevent rapid spread 
of fire through such buildings. 

6. Review building permits that have not _ been closed out and make 
inspections that are still required as a result of the property owner, 
or builder, not calling for them. 

Follow through on enforcement of the Code relative to illegal occu- 
pancy of buildings and structures that do not have certificates of use 
and occupancy. 

7. Investigate verbal complaints against any person allegedly in viol- 
ation of the zoning by-law or building code. 

8. Take positive action on zoning by-law violations that are noticed 
by the code enforcement official. Follow through with enforcement. 

9. Take positive action to insure that there is full compliance with 
the sign regulations. 

10. Anonymous complaints shall not be considered, as a general policy. 


Thus, life/safety issues shall always take priority and will be 
given immediate attention. In order to carry out these duties a 
request has been made for an additional code enforcement official. 
Additional staff will be required in order to keep up with the growth 
that has taken place in Falmouth in the past few years. This year's 
report shows an increase of 31% in the amount of actual inspections 
made by the building inspector when compared to the last report. 
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The following is a report of the building activity for the past 
year of July 1, 1986 to June 30, 1987.

Total inspections made by the local inspector (Donald Uitti) was 
4996. This averaged 21 per working day with a maximum of 37 inspec- 
tions being performed in one day. That averages to 10 to 17 minutes 
per inspection including driving time. It is obvious that an additio- 
nal code official is required to assist with the inspecting of 
buildings and zoning enforcement. 


In January the Board of Selectmen voted to increase the permit fees 
for the next fiscal year. Additional anticipated revenue is approxi- 
mately $73,000. The following are the fees collected and _ the 
departmental expenses for the year.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 
During the fiscal year of 1987, the Board of Appeals membership 
changed when Raymond Labossiere, Chairman, was elected to the Board of 
Selectmen. Mr. Labossiere served on the Board of Appeals for ten years 
and was a very dedicated and knowledgeable Board member. 
John P. Taylor, an alternate member, was appointed as a regular 


member, replacing Mr. Labossiere. Herbert F. Tokla and Victoria H. 
Lowell were appointed as alternate members of the Board of Appeals. 
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The Board of Appeals met fifty-one times during the fiscal year 
and had a total of 133 cases. Of the 133 cases, 96 cases were for 
special permits; 26 cases were for variances; 9 cases were appeals 
made from decisions or orders of the Building Commissioner; and 1 case 
was held under Section 6, Chapter 40A. The Board had its first case 
under Chapter 40B, which was granted to Robert Pena for an Affordable 
Housing project. The case was appealed to Superior Court. More cases 
under this section of the General Laws are expected in the next fiscal 
year.

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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


During FYE 87' the department travelled 68,000 miles in the per- 
formance of our duties. This mileage included answering over 1,800 


complaints from citizens, dealing with such extremes as relocation of 
nuisance animals to wetlands investigations. During the course of 
patrol activity over 1,500 hunting licenses were checked, 400 fresh 
water fishing licenses were checked, 750 shellfish permits checked 
both commercial and family. During this time we also responded to 21 
reports of deer kills, broken down as 3 illegally shot, 2 drowning in 
coastal waters and 16 killed by automobiles. All of these figures 
represent an increase over the last annual report. 


In the area of building construction and compliance with the Wet- 
land Protection Act, this department reviewed 1,430 applications both 
for new construction and alterations. Of this figure 393 were referred 
to the Conservation Commission for review either as a notice of intent 
or a request for determination of applicability. Also during this time 
7 cease and desist orders were issued for performing work in a protec- 
ted area without the auspices of a permit. 


Our wildlife management programs progressed very well this year. 
Fifty percent of our osprey nests were used. We anticipate expanding 
this program with five new nests in the fall in preparation for the 
spring nesting. We also added three new wood duck nesting boxes to our 
program making that total twenty. We also limed, fertilized and re-cut 
the existing 100,000 square feet of alternate food sources for wild- 
life established last year. Working in conjunction with Commonwealth 
Electric. We plowed and planted approximately 450,000 square feet of 
town property under the high tension wires, planting such things as 
wild pea, buckwheat, timothy, alfalfa and clover. This amount of area 
far exceeded our projected planting of alternate feeds for this year. 
We hope we can keep up this pace and partially offset the impacts of 
development. Again this year, as was the case last year, we worked 
with Brian Dale, Tree Warden, continuing our joint forest/wildlife 
management project in the town forest. This program, although only two 
years old, appears to have successful tendencies already just in view 
of the fact that we have observed fewer road kills of various’ species 
on the highways abutting the town forest and on increased incidents of 
Sightings of wildlife in the forest itself. Our seedling planting pro- 
gram was continued again this year with over 500 seedlings being 
planted on various town properties promoting a more diverse vegetative 
community for the support of wildlife. This year we worked with the 
Beach Committee quite closely on a sand dune stabilization/propagation 
program equating to an additional 100,000 square feet of dune being 
planted with american beach grass, rosa rugosa and beach plum. These 
plantings will not only be aesthetically pleasing but will also serve 
to protect our fragile coast. In conjunction with the Conservation 
Commission we were also able to complete two more stabilization pro- 
jects. 
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The first was on the banks off Deacons Pond adjacent to Deacons Lane. 
This bank receives a sound beating during the winter storms and the 
plantings of rosa rugosa, we believe, will mitigate some of the 
effects of this storm damage. The second of these projects was at the 
intersection of Great Bay Avenue and Toledo Street on the coastal bank 
adjacent to Great Bay. In this project we built terracing from the 
beach to the top of the bank after which we backfilled with loam and 
planted with a variety of vegetative species that develop broad root 
structures and are salt tolerant. 


The State Division of Fisheries and Wildlife again continued their 
program of stocking in Falmouth with the liberation of pheasant and 
quail in Cranes Wild Life Management area and the release of trout in 
the ponds and streams within our community providing additional bene- 
fit and enjoyment to our citizens. 


This year we worked more closely with the planning board than has 
been done previously. With Ken Buckland, Town Planner, we have plotted 
and mapped many game trails used by Wildlife for access within their 
home ranges. The purpose of this endeavor was to build into proposals 
for development of a mitigating factor allowing these movements to 
occur as unimpeded as_ possible. Our goal is to create a contiguous 
greenbelt throughout the town as an aid to the peaceful coexistance of 
man and nature. 


This year we expanded our educational program working with the 
Mullen-Hall School, Teaticket School, the East Falmouth School and 
participating in Career Day at Falmouth High School. We worked closely 
with the Cub Scout groups in town and as merit badge counselors for 
Boy Scouts. This program involves talks and demonstrations on the 
wildlife and wildlife habitat in Falmouth. 


In terms of law enforcement/prosecution activities, we utilized 
the ticket system for bylaw violations. Working closely with the state 
environmental police we were able to utilize their system of non- 
criminal citations for violations of hunting and fishing rules and 
regulations. Those situations that could not be handled by the above 
two methods were taken to the courts in the prescribed manner. Most of 
these situations involved shellfishing or illegal dumping. 


In summary I would like to say that this was a successful year and 
an extremely busy one. We accomplished more in all aspects than we had 
projected. The important thing to note and something we are very exci- 
ted about is the inter-agency cooperation we have again enjoyed with 
the various town departments. To name a few; the Police Department, 
D.P.W., Tree Warden, Conservation Commission and the Planning Board. 
Finally I would like to extend my sincere thanks to the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee for their continued support of our 
efforts.

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DOG OFFICER 


During FYE 87' as Dog Officer I travelled 14,200 miles in the per- 
formance of my duties. Through the course of the year I picked up 534 
Strays. 272 of which were remanded to the M.S.P.C.A. in Centerville, 
MA for which the Town was reimbursed $6,588.00. 262 dogs were claimed 
by their owners for which the Town received $6,518.21. The total 
received by the Town is $13,106.21. 


As the Dog Officer, I also monitored the licensing of 1,631 indi- 
vidual licenses and 31 kennel licenses. The Rabies Clinic was held 
once again and was a success with over 162 pet owners participating. 
This was slightly lower than last year. This could be due to the grea- 
test number of dogs that left town and were taken to the M.S.P.C.A. in 
1986. 


Numerous tickets were issued that were first time offenses and 
hence written as warnings. Of those not taking heed and found commit- 
ting subsequent offenses, 8 citations were forwarded to the court for 
a total of $350.00 in fines. I had a total of five Selectmen hearings 
concerning dogs. Two of which dealt with kennel licensing where I 
found that our new kennel license application proved to work very 
effectively. I am anticipating the improvements to the Dog pound in 
FYE 88" and am looking forward to a good year.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 
From May through June, 79 1/2 bushels of contaminated quahaugs 
were dug out of Falmouth Harbor and transplanted into Green Pond. 
Also, during the months of June, July part of August, 1,500 bushels of 
contaminated quahaugs were purchased from Clark's Cove, Dartmouth, and 
relayed into Green Pond for propagation and natural depuration. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the Town. I plan to work Coonamessett River this winter to improve 
this run. 


On the spot checks of wetlands projects were reviewed by me in 
order to protect our resources. 


Moonakis River is still closed to the taking of all Shellfish. 
D.E.Q.E. reveals that the shellfish are not safe for human consump-— 
tion. I am still working on this closure with D.E.Q.E. retesting this 
area in order to clear up the problem. 


The overall outlook for the shellfisheries is promising. The Seed 
clam and quahaug population are showing in good number in some areas, 
but the scallop fisheries have been poor. I believe that we are in for 
another poor season due to causes unknown. I plan to propagate scal- 
lops and oysters again when seed and adult stock are easier to obtain 
at a fair price. I planted a very small amount of scallops into 
Bourne's Pond hoping for a set, but no luck yet. I will keep on 
trying. 
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Speaking of Bourne's Pond, the circulation and flushing of this 
pond is still holding true playing a major role in our water quality 
and bringing in food for our shellfisheries with the changing of each 


tide. Truly, this Bourne's Pond is in fine shape. Again, I sincerely 
want to thank the townspeople and our town fathers for their great 
support of the Bourne's Pond Project and the show of kindness in 
naming the new Menauhant bridge the "George Souza Bridge". My family 
and I thank each and every one of you for this wonderful gift in my 
honor.

TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


Five Hundred and Forty-Five meetings were held by the Committees, 
Boards and Commissions of the Town from July 1,1986 through June 30, 
1987. The Clerical Center has prepared a variety of correspondence, 
technical material, reports, contracts and miscellaneous data to 
assist these government bodies in carrying out their tasks. In compli- 
ance with Chapter 303 of the Mass. General Laws, all meetings were 
posted with the Town Clerk and minutes of meetings are on file at the 
Clerical Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center provides secretarial services 
to the Conservation Commission in administering the State Wetlands Act 
and the Town Wetlands Protection Bylaw. Approximately 570 petitions 
were processed through this office. 


The Town Moderator discharged the Solid Waste Study Committee at 
the Annual Town Meeting with thanks and appreciation. 


The Clerical Center wishes to thank all those it has served for 
their cooperation and support.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continued its busy schedule of hear- 
ings under the state and local Wetland Protection laws. From July 1, 
1986 to June 30, 1987, the Commission heard 261 Requests for Determin- 
ation of Applicability of the Wetlands Act and 132 hearings on Notices 
of Intent. Extensions were granted in 3 cases; there were 59 Amended 
Orders of Conditions and 88 Certificates of Compliance issued. 


These statistics reflect the continuing growth of the Town and the 
pressure to build on or within 100' of wetlands. Behind the statistics 
lies a great deal of on-site and office work by the Commission. In 
each case, the work has been supplemented and strengthened by the Com- 
mission's Administrator, Jennifer Graf and by Secretary, Marjorie 
Donovan. 
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Jennifer Graf was hired in February and has very rapidly become 
proficient in Commission business. Her predecessor, Andrea D. Langhau- 
ser, left for another job in December 1986. Ms. lLanghauser had 
established the procedures and standards which Ms. Graf has continued 
{Oes0D yn mec Informational Brochure developed by the Commission and 
Andrea Lanhauser continues to be appreciated and well used by the 
public. The Commission, the applicants and the public all gain by the 
professional assistance of our Administrator. 


The major land acquisition of last year has led to increased land 
management responsibilities. The 300 Committee played a leading role 
in the land acquisition and it has contributed time and money to. land 
management. The Department of Natural Resources headed by William H. 
Richardson and the Department of Public Works have also cooperated 
with the Commission in managing the lands acquired for conservation. 


Karen Reddish of the Soil Conservation Service helped the Commis- 
sion draw up a land management plan for the newly acquired Daddario 
land abutting Mares and Spectacle Ponds. A parking area will be clear- 
ed and trails will be opened according to this plan. 


The Daddario land management project is one example of the 
cooperation between various departments within the town, the assis-— 
tance of other government agencies, and the valuable contributions of 
volunteers that have made conservation efforts successful in Falmouth. 


The Falmouth Heights Bluff project demonstrates the Federal, State 
and Local departments working together. This project is sponsored by 
the Falmouth Conservation Commission, The Falmouth Board of Selectmen, 
the Falmouth Department of Public Works and the Cape Cod Conservation 
District. The engineering plans were designed by the USDA Soil Con- 
servation Service. Presently local and federal funds have been 
obtained to cover the cost of the project. The town is in the» process 
of securing the required permits and land easements. This Fall, the 
DPW will work on improving and repairing Grand Avenue, the abutting 
sidewalk and the drainage pipes. In the Spring of 1988, the coastal 
bank will be stabilized with fill and vegetation. If all goes well the 
whole erosion control project will be completed by June 1988. 


Leonard Ballentine resigned from the Commission after serving for 
26 years. Thomas W. 0. Abbott was nominated Chairman, replacing Bruce

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PLANNING BOARD 


The work of the Planning Board is legislatively broken down into 
two functions; review of development projects, and planning. Being 
deluged this last year with a large number of development projects, 
the Board was hard pressed, with meeting every week, to complete the 
Board's agenda. However, some exciting planning projects were comple- 
ted in this same time frame. 


The total number of applications to the Planning Board was 297 for 
FY '87. The review of development projects included subdivisions which 
created over 400 lots on approximately 450 acres of land many of these 
subdivisions which created over 400 lots on approximately 450 acres of 
land. Many of these subdivision plans were filed in the last few 
months of 1986, in an attempt to beat the new federal tax laws. The 
Board also reviewed forty (40) preliminary subdivision plans during 
this period which all presumably be filed for definitive approval in 
the next few months. Site plan reviews for large scale projects tota- 
led twenty-one (21) for the period, with eleven (11) administrative 
reviews. The administrative reviews were approved by Town Meeting the 
year before and have proved to be beneficial to the Board by reducing 
agendas, and to developers in terms of time and expense. 


Town Meetings also proved to be busy times for the Planning Board. 
Again, this year there were more petition articles submitted by indi- 
viduals than new articles submitted by the Planning Board. The 
majority of the petition articles were proposed to change residential 
zoned land to business or industrial zoning. However, a new direction 
was towards ensuring that the bylaws would not only allow but would 
encourage affordable housing. 


This effort towards developing affordable housing in town has 
resulted in several projects. Construction was actually started this 
last year on new affordable housing off Gifford Street in the "Valley 
Ridge" subdivision. This particular project conforms to zoning and was 
the result of an agreement between the developer and the Planning 
Board as part of subdivision approval. it will result in the first 
units in town being made available specifically to medium income resi- 
dents with household incomes between 17,000. and $35,000. 


In other planning work, the town received a $20,000. Strategic 
Planning Grant from the State Executive Office of Communities and 
Development. This grant was balanced off with funding from a Town 
Meeting vote for $2,500. which was matched under the generous offer of 
Cape Cod Bank and Trust. 
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Additional planning projects were supported in part by several 
interns which the Planning Board hired for six to eight week periods. 
Those interns were: George Gakidis; who is attending the Rhode Island 
School of Design, and who worked on a Main Street improvement project, 
Michael Lavender; who is attending the State University of New York 
law school and helped develop the new affordable housing incentive 
bylaw, and Mark Smith; who was hired through the EIP/Northeast pro- 
gram, and helped to complete the Open Space Plan. The Planning Board 
thanks them for their assistance. 


Many changes in Board and staff membership occurred last year. 
Victoria Lowell, Winnifred Woods, and Jon Witten resigned from the 
Board, and Robert Collins did not run for a second term. James F, 
(Terry) Cowan, John Crocker, Raymond Rioux and Wayne Tavares filled 
the open seats from a large field of hopefuls. Thanks to all who par- 
ticipated and a special thanks for the many years of service given to 
the town by our departing member. Former Assistant Town Planner, Brian 
Dolan was replaced by Alicia A. Altierei a graduate of the University 
of Massachusetts and University of Rhode Island. 


The Planning Board sees the coming few years as very important to 
the town. Significant changes will continue to affect our lives, the 
local economy, and the value of all place on the Cape's character and 
environment. It is important that we build a concensus on our future.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board participated in two studies conducted by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association. The first is an analysis of the 
organizational character of Town government, the results of which are 
under the advisement of the Charter Study Committee. The second study 
is a reclassification of the wage and salary plan for Town employees, 
excluding protective services and the School Department. The MMA 
recommended an average of 4% increase and greater potential financial 
earnings for the majority of Town employees. Due to bargaining unit 
contractual requirements, the recommended plan is being reviewed by 
the appropriate unions and the Personnel Board. 


The hourly rate for lifeguards, election workers, and non-skilled 
seasonal employees was increased and newly created positions include a 
Public Works Inspector in the Engineering Division of the DPW, two 
positions in the Library and four Civilian Dispatchers. 
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In May 1987, the Board accepted with great regret the resignation 
of Marcia Donovan, who served the Town as Benefits Coordinator and 
Personnel Assistant for ten years. The Board also accepted the resign- 
ation of member Arthur Doyle. Anna Dean, Director of Human Resources 
for Falmouth Hospital was appointed by the Moderator to replace Mr. 
Doyle. We are fortunate to have Ms. Dean's expertise available to the 
Town. 


The Personnel Director continued to fill the positions of Affirma- 
tive Action and Fair Housing Officer and represented the Town on the 
Cape and Islands Advisory Council for the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. The Personnel Assistant served as Chairman of 
the Cape Cod Insurance Advisory Council. The Personnel Director was 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen to serve as a Director of the Fal- 
mouth Housing Trust, for the purpose of establishing affordable 
housing for Falmouth Residents. 


Eighty eight positions were filled, among them Building Commis- 
sioner, Conservation Administrator, Children's Librarian and Assistant 
Town Planner. Additionally, 102 step increases were granted in con- 
junction with completion of performance evaluations and sixty 
employees earned promotions or transfers.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 
The Capital Program Committee's third year was the most’ successful 


to date as we were able to present a nearly complete five year capital 
program to Town Meeting in April, 1987. 
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The task was complicated for everyone involved in FY 1987 because 
almost all of the capital requests were postponed to a Special Town 
Meeting in October, 1986. Many additional capital projects developed in 
the interim. Our committee worked with the Finance Committee and others 
to help refine the list of requests, and most essential projects were 
funded. To a much lesser extent the same thing has happened in FY 1988. 


We firmly believe that Falmouth's capital needs are too important 
to be handled this way. We agree with the town's fiscal advisers that 
capital spending should be included from the very beginning of the 
budget process. We also recognize that the town's long range financial 
planning should include all major revenues and expenditures, not just 
capital items. In this respect we fully support the recommendations of 
the Mass. Municipal Association and we are pleased that some progress 
is being made toward this important goal. 


Similarly we have realized that some overview of the various build- 
ing projects in town is needed. Falmouth faces half a dozen major 
construction projects with an aggregate cost that could exceed $20 mil- 
lion. We hope that Strategic Planning Committee will evolve into a town 
wide building needs committee that will make sure that each individual 
project is a logical component of an overall program. 


There have been several changes in the makeup of the committee in 
the past year. Horace H. Homer has replaced Carol Bowles Tyndale as 
Finance Committee representative; Virginia Valiela has succeeded John 
Gumbleton as Selectmen member; Dr. Raymond Rioux has replaced Janet 
Hand as Planning Board representative and John Giabbai has taken Nathan 
Ellis's place as member at large. Our thanks to all the outgoing mem- 
bers for their valuable contributions, but especially to charter 
members Tyndale and Ellis, Carol's enthusiasm, sound common sense and 
knowledge, especially in human services area, helped to set us on_ the 
right track and to build a good relationship with the Finance Commit- 
tee, Nate's experience both in DPW matters and as a County Commissioner 
and his good judgement in all areas of municipal affairs were invalu- 
able. Both played major roles in shaping the Capital Program Committee. 


An important step forward has been the regular attendance of Town 
Accountant, Michael Daley as ex officio committee member. Mike brings 
up to date information on the town's finances, finance committee 
experience and a creative approach to problems. We welcome the input. 


Our committee can do its part only with the cooperation of the busy 
administrators who are responsible for individual departments and agen- 
cies, and the volunteers who serve on town boards. We have had _ that 
cooperation and we look forward to continued improvement as we all work 
together for the future well being of all our children.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Fiscal Year 1987 was a year free from the pendulum swings of the 
previous year. Paper shipments were fairly regular (up four tons from 
last year), which permitted more shipments of income-producing compu- 
ter paper (up 1.3 tons). Aluminum foil and green glass markets were 
found which had not been available last year. The composition of the 
Committee remained constant, and a reliable employee, Jeesie J. Baker, 
has been with the Committee most of the year. The Chairman is grateful 
for the ready co-operation of these seven people. 


The Committee's financial situation is complicated by the acceler- 
ation in oil recycling (4795 gallons this year versus 2765 last year), 
and the unpredictability of the cost per gallon for its shipment 
Exes this year versus $30. last year). Only the Finance 
Committee's assurance of support and the desire to help with hazardous 
waste keeps the Committee in the oil business.

The Technical Services Department which consists of Acquisitions, 
Cataloging and Data Conversion activities reports a 6.8% increase n 
cataloging of current acquisitions. There were 11,722 titles input on 
the computer database of which 28% were new titles and 72% older 
titles being converted to machine readable form. The library now has 
56,645 titles in two databases and this will be a basis for the compu- 
terized circulation system. This lenghty, on-going process” of 
retrospective conversion has provided a current inventory which pre- 
viously was impossible. Much of the staffing in this department is 
state funded and these positions have kept work flowing reasonably 
well and have provided the means for the special processing necessary 
for the audio visual materials. 


Retrospective conversion is nearly finished in the adult book sec- 
tion. After an automated system is selected, the huge project of 
converting our patron file will be started. 


Children's programs and school class visits were featured at the 
Main and East libraries. There were 1,610 volunteer hours given to the 
library, translating into approximately $9,000 of labor in kind.

The state funded operations paid for 1,665 books, 192 magazine 
subscriptions, 170 tapes and discs and 1,270 microforms. Request are 
filled via computer to selected libraries in Massachusetts, the Boston 
Public Library and major libraries in the United States. The heaviest 
users of interlibrary loan were the towns of Osterville, Wellfleet, 
Brewster, Chatham and Falmouth itself. 
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The Cape automated library network consists of the public librar- 
ies in the Towns of Falmouth, Sandwich, Edgartown, Harwich, or Orleans 
and Barnstable. A separate non-profit entity was formed in order to 
accomplish the goals of the network. Funds for this project are from 
federal and state grants and locally appropriated funds all totalling 
over $1 million. 


The library focused on grant applications for collection and ser- 
vice improvements, computer reference service, and adult programming 
and discussion groups.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June, 1986 - June, 1987, the circulation of 
books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 7,933. During the year 300 
books were added to the collection and 231 were withdrawn, leaving the 
total collection at 11,777. 35 new children's books were donated to 
the Library this year. At the present time there are 492 registered 
members of the library. The library is open 21 hours a week year 
round.

The dedication of our volunteers, the Trustees, assistant librar- 
ian, Mrs. Elinor McCann, and librarian, Mrs. Shirley Harrison helps to 
make the West Falmouth Library a very important part of the West Fal- 
mouth Community.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole library has had a good year serving the village 
community of Woods Hole. The circulation of books and library mater- 
jals was 14,614. A total of 817 books were added to the collection, 
and of these, 527 were purchased with gift funds. 


A program of delivering books to people in the community who are 
unable to come to the library or need a ride was started, funded by 
grant money form the Woods Hole Community Development Foundation. 
Volunteers also participate in the program. 


Library visits for the Head Start Program at the Woods Hole School 
and the Woods Hole Child Center continue during the school year. The 
children have story hours, see film, and check out books. 


Programs for adults included film, slide talks, poetry reading, 


and chamber concerts, which are also fund raising events. Other fund 
raising projects were the spring plant sale and several book sales. 
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The library embarked on a capital campaign to raise money to reha- 
bilitate and enlarge the building. Architectural plans and a model 
have been made, and some funds have been raised, including grants from 
the Woods Hole Community Development Foundation and the Clowes Fund. 
The fund raising and work on the building will continue over several 
years.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Historical Commission has continued Tovsvorke.b0 
record and preserve Falmouth' historical assets this year. 


In September of 1986, the members voted to plan ahead for another 
printing of tthe Book of Falmouth. It was felt that there is still 
enough interest being shown to make sure that copies will be available 
for another two or three years. Currently, the Historical Commission 
has funds for a second printing. We hope to complete all necessary 
corrections by December 1987 so that the reprinting could be ready by 
early March of 1988. 


Over the past year, the Commission has also been working with the 
Jewish Congregation in support of placing the East End Meeting House 
on the National Register and the Congregation's future plans for 
developing this historic site. At the present time, Falmouth has only 
two properties listed on the National Register, Bourne Farm and_ the 
Woods Hole School, but we hope to have Nobska Lighthouse included by 
next year. 


In March 1987, the Commission was asked to help support the new 
historical journal, Spritsail, to be published by the Woods Hole His- 
torical Collection. All agree that this would be a fine way to 
continue to publish material that could not be included in The Book of 
Falmouth and to promote Falmouth history and the spirit to help pro- 
tect Falmouth's Historical assets from being lost. The Commission 
voted to grant $3,000. over the next three years as a show of support. 


In May of 1987, Town Planner Kenneth J. Buckland asked if we would 
be interested in a joint project with the Town of Yarmouth, to hire a 
person for a half year to research and list the historical assets of 
each Town. The Falmouth Historical Commission and Yarmouth must both 
guarantee to pay 50% of the matching State grant. The Commission voted 
to contribute $5,300 towards this project with the hope that it will 
Start in the fall of 1987.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


Counseling Program 
The staff provided services to over 115 Falmouth Households 
through individual, couple and family counseling and casework outreach 
services. 102 were new cases and 13 were re-opened cases. 44 of the 
total received casework Services. 


Early Childbearing Program 
Sixty one Falmouth residents received services in this program, 
co-sponsored by Healthcare of Southeastern Massachussetts, Inc., for 
pregnant and parenting teens. 


Friendly Visitor Program 
Over 50 shut-in elderly and disabled residents were served by an 
equal number of volunteers. A $7,000. grant proposal for the program 
was funded by elder services of Cape Cod & The Islands, Inc. 


Federal Surplus Commodities 
An average of 478 households representing an average 1131 indivi- 
duals received dairy and grain products during quarterly 
distributions. The market value of the commodities was $33,797. 


Contracts 

New contracts were initiated with CCAIRU, Inc. for local matching 
funds for a Family Shelter and for battered women's services through 
Independence House, Inc. Contracts were renewed with Nauset Workshop, 
Inc., Cape Cod Council on Alcoholism, Inc., Cape Cod Child Development 
Program, Inc., The Thorne Clinic, Inc. (formerly Children's Services 
at Pocasset, Inc.), Center for Individual and Family Services, Ine. 
(Cape Cod Mental Health Association, Inc.) and Legal Services of Cape 
Cod & The Islands, Inc. (agency service reports are on file at’ the 
department). 


Community Organization 

Staff participated on boards of the Falmouth Service Center, 
Around the Table, CCAIRU Inc., elder Services of Cape Cod & the 
Islands, Inc., Committee on Racial Equality, Resources for Adolescent 
Pregnancy and Planning, and Pocasset Mental Health Center. The depart- 
ment provided technical assistance to the founding of the Falmouth 
Housing Trust and was given authority to appoint two members of the 
Trust's Board of Directors. Cooperative efforts to develop a_ group 
home for the mentally ill and the Mass. Department of Mental Health 
and the Falmouth Housing Authortity were initiated. 


Community Meetings 
Public forums on the Cape Cod Community Council, Inc., Senior 
Transportation Services, Stress Management, Mental Health Resources 
for School Age Children; and presentations by Mel King on, "The His- 
tory of Civil Rights", and by Philip Johnston, Secretary, Mass.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging has continued to expand its role as an advo- 
cate for the more than 6,500 senior residents of Falmouth. 1,702 
persons, or approximately 30% of those 60 years or over, have been 
contacted by Council on Aging Out Reach workers. This program is made 
possible by a grant received from the Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs in the amount of $10,770. In addition, the Council 
has mailed more than 27,230 newsletters to the 4,472 individuals 
registered at the Senior Center. During the past year, approximately 
14,000 individuals took part in Center programs, 6,000 persons’ used 
the Council Mini Bus, and 243 persons registered for Senior Citizens 
Identification Cards. 


As part of the Town of Falmouth Tricentennial Celebration, the 
Council on Aging and A.A.R.P. members organized a highly successful

The Council on Aging, in coordination with other agencies, contin-— 
ues to provide the following services and program at its multi-purpose 
Senior Center; Health Screening and Blood Pressure monitoring, Medi- 
care—Medex, « Blue Cross and Blue Shield, legal and financial 
counseling; certified health Benefit counseling and assistance by app- 
ointment, Shine program, Income tax assistance, tax seminars, Meals on 
Wheels, Friendly Visitors, Arts and Crafts, annual picnic, monthly 
parties and dances, exercise classes, walking groups, social events 
and cards, Fuel Assistance, Mini Bus Service, school lunch program, 
tours and trips, humanity courses, job information, volunteer opportu- 
nities, information and referral, and Out reach Programs, Council on 
aging volunteers participate in Elder Advocate training provided by 
the Executive Office of Elder Affairs. The Council also participates 
in the RSVP program, the Elder Service Corps, and the Senior Aide Pro- 
gram. 


During the period the Council on Aging received a 1985 Ford 19 
passenger bus from the Regional Transit Authority to replace its 1981 
model. Also during this period the council received donations of 
$5,242. for its Mini Bus Fund and $2,738. for th Postage Fund. These 
funds, deposited wth the Town Treasurer, will be used to help defray 
the cost of programs for which they were designated.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


From July 1, 1986 through June 30, 1987, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Two World War I, twenty-five World War II, eight Korean and _ two 
Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Fifteen of these 
Veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary 
forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave 
markers. 
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Thirteen markers have been applied for, all have been received and 
implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, have been taken care of, and three indigent burials. 


Eligibility Verification Reports from the Veterans Administration 
Office are now being sent to Massachusetts Veterans on a rotating 
basis and not all on November 1, making it much easier to handle with 
the addition of DIC recipients receiving the EVR's, it accounted for 
approximately sixty income statements being filed by this office. 


This office has processed two Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hun- 
dred Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and many other 
benefits during the year. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disa- 
bled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their 
assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day,, and the 
Veteran's Council Committee for all their help.

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BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1986 summer season will certainly not be remembered for its 
warm summer breezes or endless sunny days. There is an old saying in 
New England "Ef you don't like the weather, just wait for a few minu- 
tes and it will change." The 1986 summer was definetly a perfect 
example of this cliche. It seemed as if every weekend was rainy and 
the summer ended somewhere around the middle of August. But in spite 
of the weather, we feel that our department accomplished many goals 
and provided each and every beach goer with a safe and clean environ- 
ment. 


The people in East Falmouth finally saw the Menauhant' Beach 
project completed. Our attempt to have this project finish prior to 
the official opening of the beaches was unsuccessful, but with the 
cooperation of the residents and summer visitors, the Town was able to 
complete the project sooner then originally planned. I think everyone 
will agree that the many years of waiting were certainly worth it. 
Thank you George Souza. 

The 1986 summer also included the first year of a new "two year" 
beach sticker. In the course of twelve (12) weeks our staff issued 
over 12,000 resident/taxpayers sticker. This is a sure sign of the 
tremendous increase in resident/taxpayers in our community and the 
need for the acquisition of more public beaches. 


In addition, our committee instituted a number of new programs 
which we felt were necessary for maintaining environmentally sound 
beaches. Our maintenance staff, under the guidance of Bruce Mogardo, 
continued to provide clean and visually gradifying beaches for all to 
enjoy. Along with this daily maintenance, a new program of sand 
replenishment was started by our committee. Additional sand was added 
to Surf Drive Beach as well as the Mill Road Beach. This procedure 
will now become a permanent fixture of our maintenance program. Our 
maintenance staff, along with the Town's Natural Resources Department, 
built and propagated sand dunes at Woodneck Beach, Bristol Beach, 
Menauhant Beach, and Surf Drive Beach. This ongoing dune propagation 
program has afforded us the opportunity to build natural barriers to 
protect our beaches from sand erosion. 


The need for qualified lifeguards on our beaches was addressed by 
the Committee in a number of ways. First, we asked the Personnel Board 
and Finance Committee to raise the hourly wages of our guards. This 
request was met with understanding and cooperation by all parties 
involved. At the Annual Town Meeting our proposal was passed. Sec- 
ondly, we started an Advanced Lifesaving course and the students of 
Falmouth High. This program was under the direction of Jean Marini and 
the students who passed this course were offered lifeguard positions 
on our beaches. Third, six (6) lifeguards from our department were 
sent to Water Safety Instruction Camp in Lennox, Massachusetts for one 
(1) week. Each of these guards returned to our employ with the life- 
saving and leadership skills so necessary for proper beach management. 
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The Annual Swim Meet was again held at the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy pool and was a success in every sense of the word. Each beach 
was well represented and the meet was held before a standing room only 
crowd. This years winners were from Falmouth Heights Beach and Bristol 
Beach. 


Prior to the completion of this fiscal year, nature decided to 
once again create a challenge for our committee by causing thousands 
of dollars of damage to the Chapoquoit Beach sea wall and parking lot. 
With the assistance of the Finance Committee, the Board of Selectmen, 
the Department of Public Works, and the personal commitment of members 
of our committee, we were able to rectified the problems. 


In closing, I would like to take the opportunity to thank a number 
of individuals and departments that have provided us with a incredible 
amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance Committee 
for their understanding, the Board of Selectmen for their continued 
cooperation, the Department of Public Works for their patience and 
technical input, and to our entire staff who have worked countless 
hours to assure that each visitor to our beaches had the opportunity 
to enjoy themselves.

WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


The year 1986 brought to completion the long awaited reconstruc- 
tion of the Harrington Street ramp on Great Pond and the addition of a 
dock landing to facilitate the loading of boats after launching. The 
replacement of the thirty (30) year old lighting system at the Town 
Marina was finished with seven (7) state of the art lights doing the 
job of twenty-two (22). 


A State funded $23,000.00 engineering contract for the rebuilding 
of the Woods Hole Town Dock was awarded in June. It is hoped that the 
engineering will be completed in time to go out to bid in.the fall of 
1988 with the remaining $177,000.00. 


Final permits and plans are nearing completion for the reconstruc- 
tion of the West Falmouth and Megansett Town Docks and it is expected 
those projects will go out to bid in the fall of 1987. 


The Annual Town Meeting in April 1987 funded $78,000.00 for engi- 
neering for the repair and construction of Waterways facilities at 
Quissett Harbor, Little Harbor Woods Hole, Falmouth Inner Harbor  bul- 
kheads, Marina building expansion and Childs River parking lot. The 
Megansett-Squeteague Harbor dredging still awaits State funding. 
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The shoaling of inlets from storms continues to plague the Commit- 
tee and a consultant has been retained to pursue a more permanent 
solution rather than annual dredging which is no longer cost effec- 
tive. 


The income generated by all facilities under the Waterways 
Committee's jurisdiction totaled $198,274.96 for the calendar year 
1986 against a budget for personnel and routine operating expenses of 
EES PG Be FAR OO

HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The continued growth of the year round and summer population con- 
tinues to put extreme pressure on the available mooring areas and the 
Department's reserves both equipment and manpower with no abatement in 
sight. With two (2) exceptions all harbors have waiting lists for 
moorings. Total moorings as of June 30th having passed 2,900. 


The continued building of docks is shrinking the available areas 
for both navigation and mooring. Vandalism to navigational aids pla- 
gues the Department as in past years with considerable financial 
drain. 


The Department mourned the untimely passing of Thomas Scalli who 
had served for many years as the Assistant Harbor Master for Great 
Pond. 


During the year the Department performed 40 Wetlands inspections 
for the Selectmen's Department, towed 27 disabled vessels, removed 7 
derelicts from the shores. 


The twelve (12) year old 16' Boston Whaler was rebuilt in-house 
during the winter months and will continue to give good service for 
many years to come with the addition in March 1987 of a new engine. 


The undersigned wishes to thank the Volunteer Assistant Harbor 
Masters, the U.S. Coast Guard, the West Falmouth Boat Club and the 
various Town Departments for their strong support during the past

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Recreation Committee 


The Falmouth Recreation Committee and its staff had a sensational 
year. The fall Special Town Meeting voted to fund $140,000. for archi- 
tectual plans for a new Community Recreation Center. At the annual 
Town Meeting in the spring, the Committee's good fortune continued 
with a $3.5 million article passed by Town Meeting. This vote allowed 
the townspeople an opportunity to vote on an override of Proposition 2 
1/2. Thanks to many friend the Recreation Center was passed. This vote 
enables the Falmouth Community to expand its current Recreation Pro- 
grams and those in the foreseeable future. 


In April, the Recreation Committee changed its membership. David 
Jarvis and John Carroll were elected to the vacancies of John Malone 
and Dorothy Peterson. Both had been members of the Committee for many 
years. Their help and leadership were vital to the community and 
recreation. They will be remembered for their dedication and _ hard 
work. 


Recreation programs were very active, tne Tuesday and Thursday 
A.M. exercise program increased in attendance under the leadership of 
Pay Goguer, Margaret Rogers, Gymnastics classes for children, aged 4- 
12, remained a Town favorite. Dog obedience allows the current facil- 
ity to go to the "Dogs" under Trish Jackson's expert guidance. 


Increase in growth in the fall soccer, winter indoor soccer and 
youth basketball was great. These programs at least doubled in size 
causing the Recreation Department to scurry for gymnasiums and fields. 


Tee ball, farm league, little league and Babe Ruth League (ages 
six to eighteen) continue to have over 500 youth involved. A pony 
league, a first year program for eight year old, was a remarkable suc- 
cess. Tom Moran, the founder of the league, solicited enough donations 
for a pitching machine. He deserves a great vote of "Thanks" from 
everyone. 


As summer approaches there will be a thorn in the Town's side. 
Eleven Tennis Courts in Town will be closed. There will also be a tre- 
mendous amount of pressure put on the Commodore Basketball Club, the 
Town Bands and the Summer Playground Program to meet the Townspeople's 
needs during the summer. 


The Committee and its staff can not adequately thank all the 
people who have made the Recreation Program the great success that it

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DATA PROCESS LNG 


For the Data Processing Department fiscal 1987 has been a year of 
extraordinary growth in all areas: facility, hardware, personnel, and 
software. 


COMPUTER ROOM A new computer room was built in an adjoining attic 
and the computer was moved in February 1987. The old computer room was 
then converted into office facilities. We finally have appropriate 
space for our equipment and personnel. 


COMPUTER HARDWARE Much peripheral hardware has been added this 
year: 


One disk drive and controller (RA81 -— 456 megabytes) 

One megabyte of main memory. 

Two DHU11 ports for more terminals/printers 

One high speed graphic printer (DEC LGO2). 

Ten terminals (VT220's). 

Work station for word processing with a terminal and letter quality 

laser printer (LNO3). 

7. Conveyor for our existing forms burster/decollator. 

8. Three near-letter quality printers (LA75's) for Building 
Department, Accounting, and Harbor Master. 

We also assisted Engineering, Planning Board, and Accounting in 

researching and purchasing PC's of their own.

PERSONNEL At last we have a complete Data Processing staff. Our 
operator/technician's position was expanded to full-time and another 
programmer/analyst was hired. I believe the quality, expertise, and 
mix of our staff, including Ed Manter as our consultant is about as 
good as you can get in this complicated field. The town is fortunate. 


SOFTWARE 
1. We upgraded and regenerated our operating system to RSTS 9.3 to 
recognize the new hardware. 
2. We completed the property appraisal system; a huge cooperative 
effort of two years between the Assessor's Department and ours. This 
was a savings to the town of more than $500,000 in this revaluation 
year. 
3. Many of the Sales Analysis programs were rewritten to take advan- 
tage of the new appraisal system and meet the State requirements. 
4. We enhanced our Check Reconciliation System to automatically clear 
checks from tapes supplied from the bank. 
5. A series of programs were written in compliance with the State's 
new Jury System. 
6. Payroll was rewritten to add the FICA deduction. 
7. The Automobile Excise and Parking Ticket Systems were modified to 
comply with the file expansion and changes in the State System. 
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8. Programs were written to generate Municipal Lien Certificates 
accessing both tax collection and assessor information. 
9. Installation of SATURN CALC (An Electronic Spreadsheet program). 


FUTURE This coming year looks to be as productive and exciting as 
the past and our continuing growth is imminent. The sixteen ports we 
added in May are already used up and the demands and requests on _ our 
department increase daily. Within the next year or two it will be 
necessary to upgrade our CPU and research is beginning now. We already 
are experiencing slow-down periods with the increased usage. On the 
software side, the following jobs should be completed within the next 
year: 

1, Automatic scanning for remittance of tax bills. 

2. Expanding our Accounting System to include the receipt area. 

3. Designing and writing a system for the building department includ- 
ing access by location. 

4. Designing and writing a system for the Personnel Department. 

5. Researching and installing voting tallying with a card reader and 
program on our computer.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


Enclosed herewith is the 27th report of the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works: The report covers the operations of the Department for 
the period July 1, 1986 through June 30, 1987 and includes the indivi- 
dual reports of the Director, Engineering Division, Highway Division, 
Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division and the Water and Sewer 
Division. 


The Wastewater Treatment Facility went into operation in the fall 
of 1986, bringing to a conclusion a three year sanitary sewer con- 
struction program and years of planning. The Board dealt extensively 
with the permitting and time extensions for the various residences and 
commercial establishments along the route of the new sewer line that 
have to be connected into the new Town system. Various problems in the 
plant and pumping station operations were dealt with. and “are /Sstiee 
being addressed in an effort to get the system operating in an effi- 
cient manner. 


Water main work in the Ashumet Valley area was brought to a 
conclusion along with the completion of the new 3.0 million gallon 
standpipe constructed in the Industrial Park area off Thomas B.  Lan- 
ders Road. The majority of water system upgrading has been completed 
under the 3.5 million dollar bond issue. 


Road improvements continued to dominate the scene and the Board 
addressed the problems of two local bridges; Nashawena Street Bridge 
and Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole, by inviting engineering contracts 
on these bridges. 


Mr. John S. Elliott was re-elected to a one year term and was also 
elected Chairman of the Board of Public Works. Mr. Richard H. Bennett 
was re-elected to the Board for a three year term and Mr. Manuel 
Rapoza was elected Vice Chairman of the Board. The Board wishes to 
thank the Director and division heads for their cooperation during the 
past year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


ROADS 

Road improvement activity continued at a brisk pace for the fiscal 
year with 4.6 miles of road being resurfaced with approximately 9,000 
tons of bituminous concrete. Project funding was accomplished using a 
combination of Town road and State aid money. Preparatory work on some 
12 roads was done by the Highway Division with Lawrence-Lynch Corp. 
doing the paving under contract with the Town. Drainage improvements 
were made on all roads prior to resurfacing.

BRIDGES 
An engineering contract was executed with Vollmer Associates of 
Boston for the design of a new Nashawena Street bridge and a prelimi- 
nary engineering report on the Eel Pond bridge in Woods Hole. Both 
bridges are in a deteriorated state. It is planned to replace the 
Nashawena Street bridge in the next fiscal year and to continue with 
final engineering plans on the Eel Pond bridge. 


DISPOSAL AREA 

Operation of the Disposal Area continued under contract with Cash 
Landfill Corp. The department continued its annual update on the 
volume in January 1987 for the calendar year 1986. Survey results 
indicated a net volume (refuse and cover fill) of 118,267 cubic yards 
was consumed, a 43% increase over 1985. An increase in brush and 
demolition accounted for a large portion of this increase. Even with 
increased volumes over the past three years, we are still fairly close 
to the five year projected volume to December 1990. 


Requests for engineering proposala for the proposed Otis Rail 
Transfer Station were solicited by the D.P.W. Falmouth is the lead 
Town of the four users of this facility. A contract for the design of 
this facility was entered into with SEA Consultants, Inc., of Cam- 
bridge for $59,300. Construction of the facility is to be completed in 
December 1988 and refuse will be transferred to the SEMASS resource 
facility in Rochester. The D.P.W. will continue to operate the present 
landfill to handle brush, demolition and cars and pickup truck refuse. 


The septage facility at the Disposal Area was closed on February 
1, 1987, due to the fact all septage wastes are now being deposited at 
the Town's new Wastewater Treatment Facility. A total of approximately 
6.5 million gallons was disposed of in the septage facility for the 
seven month period. 


I wish to thank all division heads and the staff for their cooper- 
ation this past year and the Commissioners of Public Works for their 
support of various programs. I also wish to thank the Finance Commit- 
tee for their continued support of department projects and updating of 
equipment and vehicles.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Inspection and supervision of various steets, resurfaced under 
resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. 


The assessors maps were brought up to date as of January 1, 1987 
and a good start has been made in plotting 1987 deeds and plans.

In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
divisions, departments, committees and individuals have been answered 
and/or complied with. Most notable of these are the daily inspections 
in the field for the Planning Board to make sure the road construction 
and drainage comply with Town and Planning Board regulations. 


Sewer connections to all public buildings within the sewered area 
were designed and constructed during the calendar year 198/. 


This division has continued a program to define old town layouts 
and replacing any monuments that are missing. 


During the year, on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot 
plans for building permits, etc. In addition there are numerous calls 
from banks, insurance companies and lawyers for information on the new 
flood plain maps.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 


In 1987, the Highway and Bridge Division performed the usual 
maintenance duties such as street sweeping, roadside mowing, grading 
private roads, installing and replacing street signs, catch basin 
cleaning, patching, street painting, and various other projects in 
assisting the Park Division. 


The past winter was an unusual one for Cape Cod. Back to back 
storms within two weeks in January and February deposited 20 inches of 
snow for each storm. The Department used all available Town and _ con- 
tract equipment to handle these storms. The February 9th storm 
necessitated the use of National Guard personnel to assist in storm 
cleanup. 


The Department received a substantial amount of new capital equip- 
ment in its continued effort to replace old and deteriorated units. 
Purchases were a grader, skid steer loader, sander, 32,000 GVW truck, 
two pickup trucks, one ton dump truck, compressor and a roadside 
mowing tractor. 


The following roadside maintenance was performed: Centerline 
painting, approximately 300,000 feet. Infrared patching at various 
locations in Town. Drainage installed at various locations in Town. 
Elm Road reconstruction was started.

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TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUND DIVISION 


TREE PLANTING 
To date, a total of 22 shade tree requests have been made and a 
total of eight trees have been planted. Thirteen shade trees were 
planted along the Davis Straits reconstruction project in a coopera- 
tive effort with Allenby Tree Corp., Gary Tavares Excavating and the 
Falmouth Tricentennial Commission. There were also six trees that were 
donated to the Town for the cost of moving them. 


INSECT PEST CONTROL 
This spring saw a general decline in the population of the Gypsy 
moth. Portions of the Plum Hollow area and the Woods Hole, Sippewis- 
sett and Quissett areas were the hardest hit by defoliation. 


A total of 25 private trees were sampled and confirmed as _ having 
Dutch elm disease. Fourteen town owned trees were removed for the same 
reason. 


PARKS 
Goodwill Park saw major improvements. In September of 1986 the 
bath house was condemnned and the October Special Town Meeting 
appropriated $59,260 for its replacement. Another $20,000 was 
appropriated for the improvement to the playground equipment. A Big 
Toys playground unit was installed in June as were 12 permanent picnic 
tables. 


An open field was constructed at the park for the purpose of 
unstructured activities. Timber cleared from the area was later put 
out to bid. 


Other parks to get improvements were Worcester Court where over 
one-quarter acre was loamed and seeded; Lefevre Park and the Main 
Library where over one-half acre of discontinued driveway was removed 
and loamed and seeded. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 
Major improvements were made at the North and East Falmouth 
Schools. In December, Big Toys playground units were added. Guv. 
Fuller Field received precast dugouts in June. Falmouth High School 
received a new field garage at the track and a new parking lot was 
created next to the fieldhouse with the help of the Highway Division. 


FORESTRY 

More improvements were done at the Town watershed during the 
winter months. A total of four acres were thinned and pole pruned. 
Two acres were also clearcut and planted by the Department of Natural 
Resources. A total of 11,000 board feet were harvested and sold to 
Pine Harbor Wood Products of Yarmouth for the price of $45.00 per 
thousand board feet.

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WATER AND SEWER DIVISION -— FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


The Falmouth water system again continued expanding during 1986 
with a total of 14.4 miles of new water mains, 140 new fire hydrants, 
and 737 new water service connections added to the system. 


In accordance with the 1985 vote of Town Meeting authorizing 
$3,500,000 for water system improvements, major water main reinforcing 
lines were installed and the 3.0 million gallons standpipe was con- 
structed at the Industrial Park. A water system was installed in 
Ashumet Valley serving over 200 homes and the costs of this system 
were funded partially from a water bond issue authorized by the 1986 
Annual Town Meeting and by funds received from the Federal Government 
as a settlement for the Otis/Ashumet wastewater plume issue. 


At the future Coonamessett Well Site additional environmental test- 
ing was conducted by E. J. Flynn Engineers. Construction of this 
facility is expected to be complete by the summer of 1988. 


Long Pond remains the principal source of water for the Town with 
the Fresh Pond Well providing 20 percent of the total water produced. 


FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 


The Falmouth Sewer Construction Program was substantially completed 
during 1986 and placed in service during October. The following major 
facilities were included in this program:

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JOINT TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE 


This report covers the activity of Falmouth's Representative to 
the Joint Transportation Committee from July 1, 1986 to June 30, 1987. 


The Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission held 
only 3 scheduled meetings during this year. 


The October meeting provided the opportunity for the Falmouth 
Bikeways Committee to give a status report on the extension of the 
Shinning Sea Bike Path to just north of the Falmouth Railroad Station. 
Plans were to be submitted to the State for assistance. 


The Route 6 Task Force gave it's report with recommendations. The 
report showed there were five times more accidents on other Massachu- 
setts roads than Route 6, however, Route 6 had three times more fatal 
accidents than other Massachusetts road. 


The Washington-New York-Cape-Amtract served 9,000 riders during 
eleven weekends with no major problems. The Hyannis to Braintree ser- 
vice by the Cape Cod and Hyannis Railroad was very successful with 
passengers increasing from 12,000 in 1985 to 28,000 in 1986. Service 
this spring also got off to a good start with something new added on 
May 23, 1987 by Cape Cod and Hyannis Railroad, Buzzards Bay to Martha 
Vineyard ferry service in connection with rail service from Brain- 
tree. Problems were encountered with the bridges between Bourne and 
Falmouth so that resumption of this service has been put off at least 
another year. 


Studies being done by the Cape Cod national Seashore for the 
extension of the Bike Trail from Wellfleet to Provincetown through the 
National Seashore property. Except early decision next year.

STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is my 25th consecutive Annual Report to the Citizens of Fal- 
mouth as the Town's representative on the three person policy setting 
board of the Woods Hole, Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority. 


I might add that crucial decisions are immediately ahead and that, 


‘by working together, we can overcome problems that exasperate citizens 
who seem to lose much of their Town to.tourist in the summer months. 
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Not since 1963 (my first year as your Member) has the Authority 
suffered an operating loss that Falmouth taxpayers would have to make 
up through their taxes. Before 1963 Falmouth taxpayers paid yearly to 
keep the Authority in operation. 


In normal business enterprises, success is toasted. Not so at the 
Steamship Authority: rising traffic figures, each year greater than 
the last, create immense problems that cry out for solution. — 


Two events in 1987 open the way to opportunity to resolve the 
Town's summer traffic and parking problems: first, the appointment of 
Robert L. Stutz as Member for the Vineyard and, second, the legisla- 
ture's vote to unite Falmouth and the Vineyard in one House district. 


Through cooperation with elected Town and Country leaders on _ the 
Vineyard, I can see a new unity certain to impress State and Federal 
agencies that both Falmouth and the Vineyard need and deserve help in 
facing service problems that are the immediate result of expanding 
tourism. 


Falmouth's growth and traffic problems, of course, can't all be 
traced to the Steamship Authority. The State's commerce and develop- 
ment Department spends millions yearly, nationally and 
internationally, to encourage tourism. As a public body that conducts 
its business openly, the authority is an easy target for,  CLivitism. 
But, if the Authority didn't exist, private operators would take its 
place and make their decisions out of the public view. Falmouth's 
problems, traceable to tourism, would Still “exist. 


I am in a position to pledge full Steamship support to any effort 
undertaken to overcome the problems that come with the success of 
tourism. 


Together, we must address the recent prediction of the Cape Cod 
Planning Commission that Cape traffic will double by the year 2000, 
just 12 years from now. 


That should be on the agenda at every Town and County board, as it 
is on the agenda at the Steamship Authority. Somehow, private boatli- 
nes and private, commercial airlines must be made to contribute to 
answer our citizens are demanding. 
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The year 1986 ended with a net income from operations of $1,374,. 
largely because of increased traffic because rates generally remained 
frozen again. 


At this writing,it would appear another net profit from operations 
is a certainty, as traffic, once again, is at new record levels. All 
that spells success in most private and public operations, but at the 
Steamship Authority we look at the problems that flow from success: we 
sympathize with Towns and entire islands and do all we can to help, 
within our legislated mandate to serve the traveling public. 


The rising demand for transportation service on the Authority has 
meant costly decisions have had to be made by the authority, more mil- 
lions must be spent for safer terminal at Woods Hole and for _ newer, 
better vessels to accomplish what the law has charged the Authority to 
do. 


Certainly, tourism has gigantic economic benefits. It is the 
sting, the side-effect of success, that we must dedicate ourselves to 
remedying. 


I want to express my appreciation for the support given me by the 
Board of Selectmen which has led to a harmony needed if the Town of 
Falmouth is to benefit fairly from the existing of the Steamship 
Authority.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed in 1948 to support local 
affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed rental 
housing opportunities with the support of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communi- 
ties and Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth Housing 
Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family housing, to deter- 
mine and establish elegibility and rent requirements and to _ provide 
decent, safe, and sanitary housing. To accomplish this task the 
Authority employes 14 personnel. 


The Board of Commissioners consists of 5 members, one appointed 
and 4 elected. They are required by law to make policy decisions on 
current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administ-— 
ered, and to obtain and protect monies needed to keep them operating. 
The Authority is a public corporation on which commissioners serve as 
governing directors. 
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The Authority currently manages 277 one bedroom apartments in five 
locations. Three developments are state funded, Mayflower, Salt Sea 
and Bayberry. The other two are federally funded, Harborview Apart— 
ments and the James L. Conley Tataket Apartments. Eight at Harborview 
are configured for handicapped; and five are configured for handicap- 
ped at the James L. Conley Tataket Apartments. 


Separate waiting lists are maintained for state and federal 
development; applicants must submit applications for either or both 
funded housing developments. Falmouth residents have priority for 
State Housing only.

Monthly rent, including all utilities, is 254 gross income, , less 
deductions for state units and 30% gross income less deductions for 
federal units. 


FAMILY HOUSING 
Twenty five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 17% of gross 
income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 404 private dwellings in 
Falmouth; 112 state funded; 292 federally funded. Dwellings must meet 
the State Sanitary Code requirements and the monthly rental must be 
within the established fair market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed by the family and owner. The family's rental contribution is 
25% of gross income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions 
and 30% of gross income for federally subsidized after deductions. The 
Authority executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the differ- 
ence between the family's contribution and the full contract rent. 
Residents have priority on the state list. There is no_ residence 
priority on the federal waiting list.

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UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


During the past school year, administrators of Upper Cape Cod 
Regional and Bourne School Departments have collaborated regarding 
issues of interest to both school systems including enrollment, credit 
requirements, and student transfers between the two school systems. 
These meetings have resulted in improved opportunities for Bourne Stu- 
dents. 


Reports generated from a recent Chapter 74 Program Audit and 
visitation by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges have 
been received. The school has received continued accreditation by the 
NEASC. Recommendations of both review teams have been given consider- 
ation and implemented where appropriate. 


General Advisory and Program Advisory Committees have continued to 
be a valuable asset to the school. The General Advisory Committee has 
been instrumental in the formation of an Alumni Association that will 
be holding its first meeting during the 1987-1988 school year. 


Partnership with the Cape Cod Technical School's Community Educ- 
ation and Training Program has resulted in the completion of four 
surveys that will help to enlighten the school committee and admin- 
istration regarding employment and student needs. The recently 
completed graduate Student Survey, Target Marketing Survey, Vocational 
Needs Survey, and Environmental Survey will assist the school in 
future programs decisions and provide documentation of need for vari- 
ous federal grant programs. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional became a member of the Governor's Alliance 
Against Drugs Program and has formed an active substance abuse commit- 
tee consisting of staff members and the school physician. The 
formation of a new Health Program for students in the fall is a direct 
result of the work of this committee. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional was chosen as a pilot school in the Com- 
monwealth for the Applied Mathematics Curriculum. In addition, the 
initiation this school year of "Principles of Technology" for eleventh 
and twelfth grade students encourages students to experience through 
practical application electrical, fluids, thermal, and mechanical 
principles. 
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Vocational projects completed for the communities consist of a 
field house for Fuller Field in Falmouth; a storage facility for Fal- 
mouth High School; and various painting projects at local _ schools, 
Otis ANG Base, and Wareham Town Hall. Anticipated projects for 1987- 
1988 include a club house for the Otis golf course, an addition to 
Aptucxet VFW Post in Bourne, construction of additional living quar- 
ters and an addition to Headquarters building at Camp Lyndon in 
Sandwich. 


Among the school activities for the year were the initiation of 
Breakfast Program; participation in the "Day on the Hill" sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees for state legisla- 
tors; "Open School" held during National Vocational Education Week; a 
visit by Alaskan students; the completion of a new school brochure and 
a video program which will improve student recruitment for Upper Cape 
Cod Regional. 


Availability of the school facility resulted in various local 
organizational meetings being held at the school during the year, as 
well as courses being presented by Northeastern University and _ the 
University of Massachusetts, and evening apprenticeship courses, adult 
education and teacher inservice courses offered by Upper Cape Regio- 
nal. The Migrant Worker Education Program for Cape Cod and the Islands 
utilized the building throughout the summer and Saturdays during the 
school year to provide programs for children of migrant families. Fed- 
eral grant awards provided vocational training to clients of the 
Department of Youth Services after regular school hours; A summer 
Youth Education Program funded by the Office for Job Partnerships pro- 
vided programs in Culinary Arts and Building Maintenance; and a Family 
Life Skills program was offered to pregnant and parenting teens and 
adults. 


In addition to local funding, the school has received approxima- 
tely $137,000 through Chapter 188 funding; $113,000 in Carl Perkins 
P.L. 98-524 funding; $67,000 in Chapter 1 funding; and $32,000 in Spe- 
cial Needs P. L. 94-142. 


We welcome input from the community at large regarding the 
development and operation of the schools’ programs and services. We 
also invite you to visit the school and become aware of the opportuni- 
ties it offers. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to 
the several advisory boards which assist us in making educational 
decisions, various town and school officials who support our efforts, 
and the Administration and the school employees who continue to make 
Upper Cape Cod Regional a successful educational institution.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The staff and students of the Falmouth Public Schools enjoyed a very 
productive and exciting school year for 1986-1987. The staff of 
approximately 550 people put their best efforts forth to meet the educational 
needs of all the students. 


The space problems at the elementary level continue to become more 
severe each year. A School Building Needs Committee was established to 
determine future building requirements. The group, headed by Richard 5. 
Armstrong, worked with parents and staff groups of both the East and North 
Falmouth Schools studying the issue of increased space. As a result, we 
were fortunate to have the Town appropriate $360,000 for preliminary 
engineering plans for additions and renovations to each school. 


During the next year, we hope to be able to obtain Town approval for 
construction funds. The goal is to have the project completed by September 
1989. 


During the school year, various staff changes occurred due to 
retirements and resignations. Gordon Schimmel, who served as Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools since 1981, left to assume the Superintendency 
of the Mansfield, Connecticut Public Schools. Martin J. Coyle, Personnel 
Director since 1980, and a teacher in the Falmouth school system since 
1965, resigned in January to accept a position as Principal of the Truro 
Central Elementary School. Three respected and dedicated administrators 
retired at the end of the school year: T. Marshall Dotthart?) fring. poas 
of Morse Pond School; John D. Oser, Principal of North Falmouth and East 
Falmouth Elementary Schools; and DeWitt C. Jones, House Administrator at 
Falmouth High School. 


Teachers retiring after many years of outstanding service included 
Patricia M. Heath and Richard Blake, Morse Pond Schools; Paul M. Wasseth, 
and Franklin W. Towle, Falmouth High Schools; Elizabeth DeMelLlo, Teaticket 
Schools and Louise A. Redican, Mullen-Hall School. 


Members of the support staff retiring after many contributions to 
the success of the system included Mary Murray, Payroll Supervisors; Martha 
Griffin, Falmouth High School Administrative Secretary; Robert Hayden, 
Falmouth High School Staff Aide; Avelino Pereira, Morse Pond Custodians; 
Evelyn Nidositko, Food Service Worker at Falmouth High School; and Alice 
Mogardo, Food Service Manager at Morse Pond School. 


The school community was saddened by the deaths of two former teachers 
whose memories will be cherished for many years. The two who worked with 
high school students for many years were William Frahar and Myron J. Gaddis. 


At the opening of school convocation in September, the Superintendent's 
Awards for Distinguished Service were presented to selected staff members. 
The awards were presented for exemplary service, personal contributions 
and dedicated stewardship in the Falmouth educational community. The 
recipients were Avis Grosslein, Librarian, Teaticket and North Falmouth 
Schools; William J. Andrade, Physical Education Teacher, Morse Pond School, 
Martine B. Cotton, French Teacher, Falmouth High School; Martha V. Griffin, 
Administrative Secretary, Falmouth High School; Lillian Emerald, food Service 
worker, North Falmouth School; and Walter G. Carlson, Member of the 
Volunteers in Public Schools and businessman. 
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Individual schools had a variety of exciting and stimulating activities 
and accomplishments. Space limits a detailed report, so highlights for 
each school are presented. 


Falmouth ae School - A major focus of attention for the high school staff 
during 1986-1987 was the development of awareness about, and methods of 
dealing with, students who are abusing drugs, including alcohol. The school 
participated in the drug survey which provided valuable information. 
Chemical health programs were provided for athletes in all of the three 
Seasons to encourage student-athlete and parent consensus on concerns. 
The Students Helping Students Program got underway, with training through 
the Fall for approximately twenty student helpers, providing an additional 
avenue by which students affected by drug abuse could seek assistance. 
The full faculty participated in a series of five progrmas providing 
information and experience with these issues. Planning was completed for 
the training of a small group of faculty to act as a student assistance 
team. This program enables students and faculty to have access to a 
carefully trained group of faculty: members. The high school helped in 
the planning of an after-prom chemical-free party sponsored by the Concerned 
Beverage Association. Finally, the high school participated actively in 
the development of the memo of understanding between the school system 
and the police department regarding the handling of issues of substance 
abuse. 


Lawrence School - The Lawrence School was the recipient of a handsome 
fifty-foot flagpole as a tricentennial gift from the Thomas Flatley Company 
at a dedication ceremony held on August 15, 1986. Brochures created by 
students depicting historical sites in Falmouth were distributed. This 
was the culmination of a year-long project involving thirty-five talented 
students. 


Students also participated in two intergenerational spelling contests with 
Senior’ citizens. These successful events were coordinated by the English 
Department and the Falmouth Council on Aging. The senior citizens were 
victorious in both matches. 


Morse Pond School - Morse Pond School had many exciting, wonderful learning 
experiences during the 1986-1987 school year. Besides the academic subjects, 
which included math, language arts, science, social studies and the support 
subjects of library, physical education, art, music, computer, reading, 
and enrichment; the learning the students achieved was enhanced by many 
activities: science fair, art show, music concerts at Christmas and in 
the Spring, Authors in the Classroom program, field day, various field 
trips, Olympics of the Mind, math contest, after school activities of all 
kinds, writing contest, original book writing, orientation programs, sixth 
grade dance, Boston Pops, Follies variety show, poetry contest, and the 
fifth grade students' trips to the National Seashore to complete work in 
interdisciplinary units of study. These are a sampling of the variety 
of learning experiences for the children. 
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Mullen-Hall School - The teachers at Mullen-Hall School were involved in 
a variety of training programs. Many took courses in the use of computers, 
process writing, Math Their Way, reading in the content areas, behavioral 
management, children's nutrition, CPR, drug and alcohol education, and 
cross cultural ‘education. Others attended conferences and local training 
programs which included "Positive Approach to Negative Behavior," "Birds 
and Seals," "Astronomy Workshop," "Early Prevention of School Failure, 
"Sexual Abuse of Children," and "Ways to Promote Reading." 


Part of the learning process is that of sharing. All of the children 
were involved in a variety of student presentations during the year. 
Highlights included the many grade level musicals, holiday concerts, as 
well as several individual class presentations. Certainly, the greatest 
thrill during this past year was the celebration of the 90th birthday of 
Peg Mullen, which served as a focus of an integrated learning activity 
for many of the third and fourth grade children. 


North Falmouth School - Activity at the North Falmouth School focused on 
the proposed building program. An active parents group volunteered many 
hours working on the project. The staff was involved in a variety of 
curriculum issues in all subject areas. The school celebrated Arbor Day 
by planting a tree. Black History Month was celebrated with performances 
by two groups which presented varied aspects of black culture. 


East Falmouth School - Many exciting and worthwhile educational experiences 
took place both within and outside of the school. Classes took advantage 
of local resources by going to Woodneck Beach to gather materials for 
saltwater aquariums, by visiting the Woods Hole Aquarium, and at Thanksgiving 
time, by taking trips to the cranberry bogs. Several classes had sleep-over 
experiences in school. Some of those classes then spent time at Camp Farley 
in the Spring. We continued- our programs with the Cape Cod Canal, Com 
Electric, the 4H Beachcombers, and the New Alchemy Institute. The annual 
nutrition fair, the art show, and the All Kids Craft Fair were bigger sand 
better than ever. A few trips were made,"over the bridge" to the New England 


Aquarium and Plimouth Plantation. The Plimouth Plantation experiences 
of several classes were used for the East Falmouth School "Focus on Schools" 
presentation to the School Committee. The whole school was involved in 


running across the United States by keeping track of the running done during 
physical education classes. Many classes gave performances, and we were 
very pleased that this year, fourth grade students were able to begin 
instrumental lessons as an after-school activity. A drama workshop was 
held for teachers. The school celebtated Arbor Day by planting a tree. 


Many students collected for UNICEF on Halloween. Black History Month was 
celebrated. 


A great deal of effort was expended to inform the public of the space needs 
in the East Falmouth School. An open house was held in March with a Pen 
Pal Balloon Launch bringing many to school who were able to observe our 
crowded facilities. The PTO of the school was very active and helpful 
in supporting our efforts to pass the initial phase of the school addition. 
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The East Falmouth School continued to grow during the 1986-87 school year. 
Space became even more of a concern with the addition of a new second grade. 
However, with a great deal of flexibility and hard work on the part of 
everyone, we managed to have a very productive year. 


Teachers adjusted extremely well and successfully to the change from a 
reading lab to the use of a systemwide reading series, and continued to 
use many of the enrichment and math resources which have been introduced 
in recent years. 


Teaticket School - The student population at the Teaticket School reached 
the five hundred range for the first time in over ten years. The addition 
of a school counselor to our staff greatly enhanced our ability to help 
some students have a more successful experience in school, both academically 
and socially. A self-supporting, award winning "Latch Key Program" to 
help service children who go home after school to houses with no adult 
present was added. The installation of the "Big Toys’ playground equipment 
was another growth.in our capacity to provide students and community with 
safe, body building, fun activities. 


Last year was also a time that our staff continued to refine their teaching 
skills. All staff members attended one or more staff development courses, 
Served on curriculum development committees, and attended inservice meetings 
on: the new Scott-Foresman reading program; social studies and enrichment; 
and mathematics, provided by the Cape Cod Collaborative. 


In this year of growth, of examination of what we teach and how we teach, 
one could not miss noticing the enthusiasm of students and parents for 
the exciting things going on in the classroom. This years efforts were 
productive toward our goal to provide our students with the best education 
available. 


We are proud of the schools and of the many accomplishments made during 
this year. We continue to do our very best for the students we serve. 
We enjoy our work very much. The Town continues to be most supportive 
and interested in what we do. 


On behalf of the staff and students, I extend sincere thanks and 
appreciation to the Falmouth Community for their many contributions. We 
Will be accountable, strive for excellence, and look forward to future 
success.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had a most rewarding and successful year. 
Efforts continued to focus on providing for the educational needs of 
Falmouth children. We have a strong commitment to public education. 


Regular meetings of the Committee were held on the second and 
fourth Tuesdays of each month. Special meetings of the whole group, 
as well as meetings of various sub-committees, were held frequently. 


At the Annual Town Election held on May 19, 1987, three incumbent 
members were re-elected: Richard S. Armstrong, for a second three-year 
term; Albert P. Roderick, for a third three-year term; and Dorothy 
Parshley Hahn, for a fourth three-year term. 


New officers were elected by the Committee at the May 
re-organization meeting. Elected were Albert P. Roderick, Chairman; 
Richard S. Armstrong, Vice-Chairman; and Douglas 5. Souza, Secretary. 


The Fiscal 1987 Budget submitted by the Committee and approved 
at the Annual Town Meeting totaled $14,421,653. In addition, $813,000 
was approved at a Special Town Meeting in October for major maintenance 


and capital outlay projects. The summary is as follows:

The greatest need facing the school system is the need for 
additional elementary classroom space. Plans were developed for 
additions to the.East Falmouth and North Falmouth Elementary Schools. 
A sum of $360,000 was approved at Town Meeting and by the voters at 
the Annual Town Election in May. It will be used to engage the services 
of an architectural firm to develop preliminary engineering drawings. 
Tentative plans are to provide good educational space for approximately 
500 students at each school. 


The School committee extends its sincere appreciation to the 
citizens of the Town for their continued support and assistance. We 
also express our congratulations to the staff and students for their 
contributions and many achievements.
